To- return: in.changing ſo many parallels, the weather increaſt from temperate 
and warm to raging hoe, the Sun flaming all the day; ſo as it would have been intol- 
lerable, had it not been compenſared by the nights being of equal length, infomuch 
chat ( alentures begun to rex us. A failer by accident falling from the (browds into 
the merci ves vated our extremity, increaſed by a ſudden and violent 
guſt and of wind and rain which in 6. degrees affrighted us; our ſquiffe (which 
was faſtned to the upper deck ) in lefſe than ewo kours being fill'd with naſty rain, 
ME ah end flalh mingling, and a great while the Tornedo in that 
manner amazing us 3 weather fo variable as was admirable ; now blowing 'freſh and 
fair, and forthwith Rorming outragiouſly, the wind in one hours ſpace veering about 
every point of the Compals, not unlike that of the Poet,

In the Hiſtory of 
Tobit *tis writ, that as he waſht himſelf in the river Tygris a great fiſh leape at him, 
with an intent eo have deyoured him; which (though it have no name) is like 
enongh to have been a Shark; for ſave that and the Crocodile, what other fith are (o 
bold as to dare fiving men, and to devour them ? but ſome imagine thae fiſh to be the 
Scorpio Meyinns or Collionimus, Now that this filh was capable of ſuch a feat we have 
for witne's A. Gelizs who reports that the Niceans took a Sbark that weighed 400. 
potind, in which they found aj whole; man coffend ; and thence, ſome think Fens was in 


a Sharks belly ; Bur this wemay affirm, that many have been devoured by this rave- 
nons 
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cons Fiſd, and that more have ſuffered in their members, whoſe ſhape ( miſtaken iv 


the poſtare by the Ingraver ) take thus reſembled. 


By this, under 13, degrees North we were parallel with $ierrs Leow, 2 Capeſiland 
upon the Lybizn ſhore, by old Geographers called Deornm exrras ; Frons Africe, T 6+ 
gazzg and Zanguebai, in Thevet and Marmolins : ftren by a Caſtle buile by the 
Spaniard, famouſed for refreſhing our Engliſh Neptune, Drake, at his return from 
circum-mavigating the body of the whole Earth : and that thence to Bab-mandal ( the 
entrance into the Red-ſea) Africk is no where broader. This Cape is from (ape 
de Verd diſtant about 100. leagues, from Rio de Gambris 25. : 

The Inhabicanes here along the golden coaft of Grinea and Binnin bounded with 
Tombulo, Gualata and Mellis , and watered by the great river Niger, Cape Pelmas, 
Lopez Gonzalvo, &c. but eſpecially in che Mediterranean parts know no God, nor 
are willing to be inſitrufted by Nature. Scire nibil, jucundiſimew., Howbeir, the 
Divel ( who will not want his ceremonie) has infuſed prodigious idolatry into their 
hearts, enough to relliſh his pallat and agrandize their tortures, when he gets power 
to fry their (ouls, as the raging Sun has ſcorcht their cole-black carcaſſes. 

A Ship of ours of late years coalting along and landing for diſcovery, was ſo ad- 
mired by the Salvages, as if they never had ſeen men nor Ship afore. Two of ours 
adventuring the ſhore une hoſtages being kept in the boat till they returned 
were welcomed by thouſands of thoſe gaked black skin'd At#hiopians, who were ſo 
far from doing them any injury, that they preſented them with Flowers, Fraits, 
Toddy, and what elſe wes judged acceptable : after extraordinary admirations re- 


curning them fafe aboard, all contented; but fince then have been found more 
ſavage. |

be 70. cubits high (a dozen ordinary mens proportion ) an excellent log for Heyewles 
to (mice at : yet ( the Greekg perſwade us) his club could not conquer : nor was he 
overcome, when by prodigious force Foves Son threw him thrice upon the ground, 
the Earth his Mother ſtill reanimating him ; cill being perceiv'd, he ſtrangled him 
in the helpleſs Aire; but paſſing by thegreekiſh fable, for as one ſays well, Dicuntur 
Heſperide bortum, propter eximiam loci amenitatem : It is more worthy our obſervati- 
on, that the Omnipotency of God is moſt apparentin extreams, ſeeing that by inanij- 
mate things, as heat, ſtorms, and rain, he is more formidable then all the puiſſance of 
man put together can make ; as theſe parts very notably make out unto us: For exam- 
ple, April 21. not one breath of Aire comforted us, the Sun over-topping and darting 
out ſuch fiery beams that the Ayre inflamed, the Seas ſeemed to burn, dur Ship be- 
came ſulphureous, no decks, no awnings nor invention poſlivle being able to refreſh 
us, (© that for'7. days (70. better eadured in a zone more temperate) we ſweat and 
broild, unable to ſleep, reſt, eat or drink without muci fajacne(s ; 1n which ſpace 
our. Ship made no way ( no current being felt in the Ocean ) cill- the fiſt day the 


Billows, began co: roul and the Ayre to be troubled (for the wind expiring from 


under the Sea,lfirſt cauſes the waves to riſe and che ſea to bubble, the wind not being 
perceived by (ence,tilithere be eruption of a great quantity and from thence gets into 
a_ body.) and then, travelling with an abortive cloud, which ſuddenly fell down in 
form'af an inverted Piramid it became equally wonderful and dangerous.

nutes. And here we may obſerve, that by reaſon of ſo long a calm the heat became 
outragious 3 nevertheleſs experience afſured us, that the heat is not ſo inſutterable 
under the Equator as where more remote, and with good reaſon roo, ſeeing that the 
Breezes be more conſtant towards Sun-ſer, and greater where the motion of the aire 
has greateſt circles. The nights alſo are equal there in lengch to-che day, and or- 
dinarily dey, which refcigorates and compenſates the heat of the day. Belides the 
heat is much abatedby rhe ewo winters there, and as a learned and noble perſon con- 
cerves the extream heat within the Zodiaque, attrafts ſuch ſtreams of cold aire or 
Atomes from each Pole into the torrid Zone, as exceedingly qualifies the burning 
heat, and mayperadventure cauſe the conſtant Breezes, which at 9. and 4. (eldome 
fail, as do the rains which ordinarily fall at noon when the beams are hotrelt. 

May 6.We had ſome thunder ag 6p. or corpo ſanfos,ſuch as ſeem good Omens 
to the ſuperſtitious at night we palt by Sandy croix, the holy crofle, every hour ex- 
peding the Monzoon, an anniverſary wind that from one Romb, conflantly blows one 
way lix months, beginning exattly from che Suns entrance into a ſign of the Zodiack, 
ns che other half year the contrar yway,or till the Sun enter into the oppolite degree; 
which if Sea-men negle(t, they go near to loſe their paſſage into Indie. 

Now how prepoſterous the year and wind proved elſewhere I know not, doubt- 
leſs it is the Emblem of inconſtancy, experience taught ic us; but the weather ſo 
long time proved our Antagoniſt that our paſſage to the Cape of good Hope became 
fix weeks lenger then we looked for, (o that we were forc'e ro run into much more 
longitude then we defired. 

Moy 8. We had 8. degrees 10, minutes Antartick latitude, the Monomotapan on 
the one ſide, the Brofilien coaſt, on the other fiding us. The Afrique ſhore runs on in 
divers names, Congo in 6. degrees, much of which was taught Chriſt, by Gonſalvo de 
Soſa at the command of Fobn 2. Angela in 9. Manicengo, Loanga, Monomotopa, Bene= 
motaps, and Cefferig, an Arabick word, lignifying men without law and religion, full 
of black skin'd wretches ; rich in earth, as abounding with the beſt minerals and 
with Elephants, but miſerable in demonomy : the diſcovery of theſe parts is attri. 
buted ſoſundry men (rhe firſt not agreed upon) ſome to Perrw {avillanits, others to 
Facobus Canw, Bartolmeo de Dyos , Vaſco de Gama, and lich as John 2. King of Por- 
txzal imployed about it, 47n9 1497. or thereabouts, which Dyos in a fight he had 
with the Angolas, cook fo many priſoners, as having cut off their Noſes he fill'd 2, 
Butts, and preſented them to the King of Portzgal, unlike Hannibalis preſent after 
V arro's overthrow at Cannas. Let one charatter (erve for all : for collour they re- 
ſemble Chimney-ſweepers 3 unlike them in this, they are of no proteſſion, except 
rapine, and villagy make one.

N. IV. from Smldanis, and albeit this is (o near the main land, yet well I remember, 
that all the way weſail'd 'twixt the Jaſt Iſle and. the Bay we Anchored at, we were 
diſported by phales, who in wantonneſs fuzzing the briny Ocean out of thoſe pipes 
or vents Nature has placed upon their ſhouldiers, like ſo many floating Iſlands ac- 
companied us, and aſter their giuze thundering out our welcome into Athiopia. 
Theſe Leviathians are indeed tho largeſt, nor only of all fiſh in the Sea, but as I think, 
of all other bodied creatures. Pliny , Maſſaris and Nearchus report , that ſome 
Whales in the Indjan Ocean have by meaſure been found to be ſore hundred cubics 
long.

chants cover themrather for profit, one uſually giving 12. tun of oile ; ingendring 
belly couches belly, in bringing forth they have but one at a time, there in,like that 
Bebemoth the Elephant, 

Fuly the firlt, we came to an anchor in Sox!dania Bay, 13. leagues ſhort of that 
great Cape, which is meritoriouſly calld good Hope; the er name Tormentozo inm- 
pos'd by Gems, being adviſedly rejefted by King Jobn 2. of Portugsl from. this con- 
fideration, that in proſecucing thoſe Indian Voyages, having attained this place, the 
half way and greateſt danger is overcome. 

This Bay is of a ſemi-lunary form, both ſafe and large,and affording good anchorage, 
towards the ſhoar the land is low and fruitful, but 5. miles from che Bay appears 
high, for in. a perpendicular as we obſerved, the manntain which from its reſem- 
blance is call'd the Table is no leſsthen eleyen thonſand cight huadred and fixty feet;

ed by Links of Braſs, Stones, broken Oylter-ſhells, and the like ponderous Bables ; 
their Armes and Legs be loaden with voluntary ſhackles of Copper, Braſs, Iron 
and Ivory z about their Necks ( either in imitation of the Dutch Commanders 
chains, or thoſe worn by Cockſwaing and Boatſwains) they wear the raw guts of 
beaſts, which ſerve as well for food as complement, uſually —_ and ſpeaking both 
together ; the reſt of their body is naked, ſave that about the wailt, they have a thong 
of leather, which like the back of a Glove, ſerves to cover their padends, which 
without doubt they imagine a dreſs both rich and an ingenious ſore of ornament. 
The natural aud firſt garment Adam uſed, was long before the Art of Weavin 
was invented ; according to which, the better ſort here wear a Lyon or Pantherſ- 
»kin,or like that the Leopard and the Baboonzalſo a Calf or Sheep,the hair inverted; 
elſewhere their being naked : only upon their feet, they have a (oal or piece of 
leather, tied with a acle rap, reſembling the Roman Crepiduls ; which while they 
were in our company, their hands held , their feet having chereby the greater li- 
berty to ſteal, which with their toes they can do exa&tly, all che while looking one 
in the face the better to deceive: which vice, how criminal foever it be in moſt 
places, was nevertheleſs amongſt the Lacedemonians a reputable praftice at firſt, 
though after held ignominious and puniſhed ſeverely. Theft not being puniſhc, bur 
rather ſuch as could not filch neatly. What the generality of the Natives are, 1 
cannot fay, but ſome we ſaw were Semi-ewnxcbs , and ſome Women ule excilion,

Solinw calls them Agriophagi and 1hio- 
phags (from their food) Acridepbagi I might add, (ſeeing they. bave plenty of Lo- 
cuſts brought thither by Winds, which being ſprinkled with ſalt they ear 
greedily ; but more properly Anthropophagi 3 fot the truth is, they would 
commonly violate the graves of thoſe dead men we buried, and feed upon their 
Carcafles; the pour peice of barbarity within the compaſs of expreſſion one 
would think ; for in humanity men naturally abhor it ; and herein they are more 
ſavage then Lyons, who Cadevera mortzorum non guſtant ; enim vero, quod vivit corri- 
pinnt, & ex eo conpedant ; in that being more philical then choſe barbarians , who ir 

- ſeems are ignorant that no creature thar dies of it ſelf, is good to eat; nor 
conſidering that their is a diſparity *twixt the nouriſhment; and the thing nouriſh- 

ed. Albeit Ficinus is of Opinion, that 1n deep conſumprions, no ſuch cure as b 
ſucking humane blood in its beſt conſtitution. 1 ſuppoſe, he means when the phyſi. 
ans gives order for the 0 ing vein. But among thele bruits, albeit they bave 
plenty of dead Whales, Seals, engwyns, Greaſe, and Rawpuddings, which we ſaw 
them tear and eat as dainties, for they neicher roaſt nor boil, yer do they no leſs 
covet to deſtroy ſuch as through old age or fickneſs are not able to provide for 
themſelves, leaving them upon ſome mountain deſtitute of help; where, if famine and 
cold deſtroy them not, the Wild Beaſts put a period to their languiſhing conditions.

Oxen for bables, and might have had more plenty, 
badnot our emulous Neighbour the Dutch, after ſome diſguſt given the Natives, 
rode with our Collers out, which made them the leſs amicable ro us, who have at 
all times expreſt kindneſs to them, and not in vain, ſeeing Nomen amicitie barbars 
corda mavet: and is the more prudential, ſeeing jealouſie ſo poſſefies them. An ex- 


- ample we have in Cory, a Savage brought theace into England in the year 1614. 


where being civilized, he returned in few years after co his Country, where to ex- 
peefs how nobly he had been treated, entring the Woods in a copper gilt armour ; 
whether in revenge of his departure, or to be poſſeſt of ſo great a treaſure, is n2t 
known; but inſtead of a kind reception which he thought he (hould have had, they 
butchered him. The Cattle they ſold us, had they not been ſecured , by tying 
their heads to ſome ſtakes , uſually would break after the Savages upon one man; 
whiſtle, which was ſo full of diſcord, as if fire men had whiſlled together, not to be 
coungerfeiced. They diffec not now from what the Garamants their Anceſtors were, 
i Matrimoniorim expertes paſſim cum famnis degant, cibus caro ferins, & lanis pa- 
n ut; pecoribus, Dui neque moribus, neque legibus, neque imperio habent.

God, as be the Pantado birds ( like Fayes 1n colours ) who about theſe remore (eas 
are conſtantly flying, whereby they give Sea-men an iafallibls knowledg that ( when 
neither ſounding, nor obſervation fron Sun, Moon or Planets , for many on are 
had ) they are upon this coaſt ; theſe Birds and Sargaſles, or Rockweed, and Trum- 
baes ( eradicated by ſtorms) being never ſeen in ſuch quantiy in any ocher part of 
the univerſe, upon theſe for 50. leaguesinto the ſea ſeldome tailing our intelligence, 
The three and twentieth of July the wind got up, inraging the Ocean; one ſurging 
wave (I well remember )roke us ſo pat apon our broad-lide, as forced the ſhip in 
deſpighe of her helm ( chep cloſe by the Lee ) to turn, about above 5. points of che 
Compaſs, with a noile little inferiour to a Cannon 3 inſomuch, as: our Captain 
cryed out we had ſtruck upon a rock, but his error quickly appeared ( after ſo great 
a thunder) the wave flalhing upon our decks fo (alc a ſhower, as ſoundly waſhe us all 3 
the ſtorm continued till the eight and ewentieth day, when veering into. a milder 
quarter ( our courſe Eaſt North Eaſt ) it grew calm and moderate.. The ſtorm was 
nor greater then we expeed for it is a general obſervation, that very ſeldome any 
ſhip doubles this great Cape without foul weather, from whence it was called Cape 
Tormentoſo at firſt, Now the reaſon of thoſe uſual bluſtring of winds, and ruff ſeas 
is obvious. ' Forwheteas many obſerve chat ſeldome any ſhip doubles this great Cape 
without a ſtorm or extream high Seas, the reaſon isclear, for chat being the ugmoſt 
promontory of Afrique —_— the Sonth, the ewo great ſeas running on either (ide 
the Afrique continent, here meet in their current, and the wind being commonly 
loud, makes them ſtruggle the more violently againiteack other,to che hazard of ſuch 
ſhips as fail there. | 

And now the Seas are peaceable, the Ayre calme, and the Skie (erene ; letus look 
about for ſome Iſle or other, that we may diſcover ( if poſſible) that which Venetuws 
( probably from an Oprick glaſs upon a Tarraſe beyond Tartary) defcried about 
this place ; he not only afſures us of an Iſle, but ſaw a bird there (if his mulciply- 
ing glaſs deceived him not) ſo big as a Ship, and fo ſtrong as in her Tallons could 
ealily gripe and eruſs up an Elephant : Take his Phantaſma in his own expanlion, 
( Nam falſa eſt verig affinia multa locutus.)

ſome donbt ( & qui dubitat, neganti eſt proximms) Of the conſiderableneſs of his pow- 
er as (well as of the diſcription made by Frier Aluarez, who Anno 1520, having bu- 
ried his comrade Golvano at. Cxmrbo, travailled to molt parts of chis Empire a ſtory 
ſo well credited by Ramufixs, as induced him to illuſtrate bis relation with cuts in 
Braſs: For, were he a Prince of that force and extent of Dominioa, as I have above 
mentioned, is it probable he would ſaffer himſelf cy be ſhuc up and contin'd to the 
moſt ſcorching and unpleaſant parts of Afrique ? where. the greateſt part ig rowlin 
ſands, which permit no foundation of towns nor long ſtations ; for his vagrant cour 
of life, and inhabiting in Tents, after the old Nzmidian manner, will partly excuſe 
that ; but to be pent in, without any intercourſe with the Red-ſes or Agiſimbon 
Ocean, which would render him a more puiffane Prince, give him the advantage of 
trade and acceſs to his Country, and better affociate him with Chriſtian Kings and 
States, make his ſuppoſed greatneſs very dubious; for if what we read be true, of 
late years, the naked unwarlique Sayages ( whom the Portwgals make little account of) 
have totally forced, him trom the Ports and Commands he had upon the Z#gi- 
ſimban coaſts in AEthiopys inferior, from the Kingdom of Adel, which ſtretches to 
Cape Guardefn ( Aromats in Ptol.) in which the City Zeyls ſtands, near unto that Bay 
C:.ied Sinus Avalites, we find exprefled in Ptol. 4. table of Afrique ; to , 
Mombazza, and places near Mozambique, which doubtleſs were of greateſt value to 
him, both in reference to the ſea, and gold thoſe parts afford aboundantly ; but alſo* 
Sultan Solyman the Turkiſh Emperour Anno 1558.cxpelld him out of Ercoces and Su2- 
chen, the'anly Ports he had upon the Red-ſea ; and the King 6f Dellaque, the like of 
what other Territories he had which gaye him any paſſage thicher 3 ſo as I fear bis 
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ower and extent of Empire is of like certainty with the Library, ſome Friers found 
n the Caſtle of Amars,where among the reſtareſome Manuſcripts of Exoch and Livy. 
But I bave {aid perhaps too much of this ,Fbafſn,« name either -_ him in rela. 
tion to his portifical habir, and as the Hebr. and Yox Perſica fignitie Father, or flow- 
ing from þ, with which Title and Ceremony Foſeph was honored amongſt the 
anx 3 or otherwiſe taken from the principal river of the Country Abe, 
of old, ſpringing from the Lake Brenna ; albeit, ſome deriye it from a 
que word, which ſignifies a ſcattered generation. And afſuredly under no leſs 
( if not greater ) ignorance are we, of all that great (pace of ground, which lies 
betwixt the rappornd Southermoſt part of Preftor Johns Country, and the Cape of 
ood Hope, which is notat all diſcovered, partly by reaton of the great and uninhabited 
deſerts thoſe without donbt afford, exceſſive heat and other diſtemperature 
of weather when the Sun approaches the Aquinodtial , penury of the ſoil, rowling 
ſands, noiſome ſerpents, and wild beaſts of all forts ; but principally by the trucu. 
lent and perfidious diſpolition of the Inhabitants , readers the Enterprize ( any con- 
fiderable diſtance from the ſhoar) ſcarce poſſible ; ſo that *tis no wonder, if as to the 
erue knowledge of thoſe ſavage parts we reſt ſtil] under an invincible ignorance 
which would not be, had thoſe 4baſſin Chriftiags, who are reported to be an inge- 
nious and civil people, that voicinage with the Lane Montes, Zembre, &c. is common- 
ly credited. Nay more, 1 may fay the like concerning much of that part of the 
World which had neighbourhood with the firſt Seminary after that univerſal De- 
Iige wherein Noah was preſerved,we now call Scythia extra Imanm , for albeit *tisitrue 
that Vertomannus, Plancarpio, and his fellow Monck M. Pani Venetw, and ſome 
others, have preſum'd to give us a plenary manifeſtation of Serics regio, the mighty 
City Cambals, i. e. the great Cams place of retidence, and other paits of Catbays fac 
beyvud the deſerts of Lop and' Mount Belgzan, of which Haython the Georgian ſpeaks 
by hear-ſay,and of the extream parts of Zartsria,toward that which from Pliny we call 
Tabyn and the Strair-of Anian, where near unto Arfaret and Argon, ſome pretend to 
find the tranſplanted Tribes of Dan and Nepthtbali (the rather for that the name is 
found mentioned in the 1 Eſdras 13.

earnium, and Tertullian, adverſus gentes, Neque enim Brachmanne, aut Indorum Gynno- 
ſophiſts ſums ſilvicole, &c. a name given them from their going naked, for yuyuy& eſt 
Nudw. Now if by deſcent he continued conſtant to his contemplation he then at- 
tained to the degree or title of a Brachman : if he ſought this degree by eletion, he 
was ſeven years, (ays Bardeſanes of Babylon, tiled Calanus and Samanew, and after 
that by That other attribute Bracman; who with the Stoicks held that God is Anima 
wendi ; albeit Plato and Socrates could have taught them, that Deus non ſlum eft mens 
mendz, bug that Dexs univerſs complet. and Virgil, that Deum ire per omnes terraſque 
trafuſque maris (tlumgque profundum, Of all ſort of Philoſophers they were held che 
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moſt learned and contemplative. Tertallian calls them glorie animalia ; Apolþnims 
ſuppoſes they were, and were not earthly ; their thoughts being (o tranſcendent, as 
if chey were ravilhe by the ſweetneſs of that harmony the rolling Orbs in an exat 
diapazan ſend forth © dee] forced Motion. Their imagination flew beyond nature, 
ieving that this Fabrick of the inferiour- world was created of nothing, made 
ſherical, yet ſubje to diſſolution; that it had and efficient cauſe, being unable co 
form it ſelf, and that that cauſe is the commander of nature ; thac number 1sthe firſt 
and moſt eſſential Element in the conſtitation-of all creatures.

In Baptiſm, the Prieſts children, and Merchants, (that is to ſay, Bromins and Ban- 
njans) anoint with Oy), and clenſe by Water: The other france ſort, as they call 
men of War, and Manufaftures, have onely Water, with the point of a Pen oppoſed 
to their forehead, as wiſhing that God would write good things there; to which the 
company ſay Amen. Their Marriages are ſometimes at ſeven years old, but cohabit 
nottill ten 3 andifany die unmarried, they conclude him unhappy ; (o that oft-times 
chey marry them, when dead, afore they be buried. The Marriage-ceremonies are 
not many, nor frivolous : the Boy rides about the Town, attended with ſuch lictle 
ones as can ride, robed with Jewels, Scarfls, &c. oneday ; theMaiden/Bridethenext, 
with a like train of Virgins, no lels richly actired; The Bride and Bridegroom are 
known and diſtinguiſhed from the reſt by theic Coronets, and the Ceremonies cele- 
brated by many Keetle-drums, Trumpets, Pageants and the like, The Bride has:no mo. 
ney Portion, Ge rhey hold it contemptible ; onely (ome Jewels and Dinaes of Gold, 
ſuch as they that day-are atcired with ; (1 dare not (ay, thoſe 'E/y4, or Marriage-gitts 
mentzoned by Homer, 9 lliad, $#yde, and others.) The Wedding is thus: A Fireig 
interpoſed, intimating the purity and heat of their affe&ions; a hilken ftring circles 
both their bodies, as the Hyerogliptick of -Wedlock ; then a linen cloath is put be- 
twixtthem, in token that till then they were unknown to.one another in nakedneſ;.

The Breminy are of 82 Caſts or Tribes; theVertoes are of a higher degree,bur fewer 
in number; their habit is agirdle of «n Antelops skig tied about their middle, a thong 
of the ſame hide reaching from the neck to theleſt arm, being elſewhere naked; ſome 
of them wear a thr thread, reaching from the right ſhoulder co the left arm, 
which ſerves as a badge of their profeſſion, and in memory of the three ſons of the (ec. 
cond Creation. 

The Cutteries aſſume a greater liberty ; for being men of War, they (cruple not to 
ſhed blood, eat fleſh, and to appear libidinous ; they-are for the moſt part called Ra- 
Jaes, or great men 3 have fix and thirty Caſts, from ſome of which none of them bur 
1s deſcended : of theſe are the Tribes of Dodepwchaes, (ome being Chawab, ſome $0 
lenkges, ſome V aggelaes,lome Figlitters, and (ome . a : Of-longriraes they have 
been owners of Indoſtant, the laſt of which by Aladin a potan, King vi Dely,had wreft» 
ed from him Gnuzzarat ; fince when, moſt of the remainder is eaken away from them 
by the iſſue of Tamerlane: At this day they call themſelves Raſbpootes (or ſons of 
Kings,) and live lawleſs to the Moors ; the chief of mhich,at chis day are Kane Radgee 
Mardout, Radge Surmal-gee, Raia Berumſhaw, Mabobet-chan, Radia Barmul 
Ramnagar, Radges Toob”, Teſſingh, Tzetterſiug, and Manſingh, &c;- And te ue 
neither the Potans, nor the Bulloches, which be the fighting men amony the Afobo- 
metangs. y 

The Shadderyes or Bannyans are Merchants, and (contrary to their name, which 
ſignifies harmleſs) are the moſt crafty people throughout India, Full of phlegmarick 
fear they be, and ſuperſtition : They are indeed meccifull, grieving to ſee other peo- 
ple ſo hard-hearted as to feed upon Fiſh, Fleſh, Ragdiſh , and ſuch things as either 
have life or reſemblance. They, for their parts, will not kill Comuch as a Louſe, a 
Flea, a Kakaroch, or the like ; Non wſis erat carninms ante diluvinm, (ith Comeſiar ; 
but contrariwiſe buy their liberty of ſuch Sailors; and others, as of neceflicy mult 
cruſh them : yea, they have Hoſpitals tor old, lame ; fick, or ftarved creatures, 
birds, beaſts, Cats, Rats, or the likez and have no worſe menco overſee them then 
the Puſhelans, the beſt reſpeRted ſorts of Bramins whatſoever. Thele are of Pytbag o- 
ra his doftrinating, believing the Metempſychoſig, or eranſanimation or pallage of 
Souls into beaſts: as for example; the ſouls of drunkards or Epicures, into Swine; 
the luſtfull and inceſtuous, into Goats and Dogs; the difſemblers, into Apes, Croco- 
diles, and Foxes; the lazie, into Bears z the wrathfull, into Tygers ; the proud, into 
Lions; the CASELREY into Wolyes, Ounces, Snakes the perjuc'd, inte hg 
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2nd the like: but the ſonls of -mien,” ebſtemious, pitifull, and COurteOus, into 
Kine; Buffalaes; $hbeÞ; Scorks, Doves, Turtles; &&c.

2 The faſt or Caſt of Gentiles, are the wiſes ;-a'name, albeit derived from Wiſe 
youngeſt Sow of 'Poxrons and Parcootee, yet in their tongue properly lignifying a la- 
b&uring man : Theſs be of two ſors, the Wiſe, and Coolee ; che firſt agreeing with the 
Bannyan in abſtinence, the other of late years not forbearing to eat any manducable 
creature ; the purer ſort are ſubdivided into other 36 Caſts, 

"The refilt of allis, that theſe four Caſts in time grew ſo impious, that God requi- 
red Reddery to command a blaſt of wind to ſweep away that generation; which accord- 
ingly he did : That tempeſt raged fo violently, that the mountains and rocks were 
battedand roſſed'co and fro like duſt or tennis-balls ; for the Seas were curned out of

Now albeit theſe people, 1n a continued feries of ignorance, believe that their Shs- 
ſter was immediately from God ; yet that it is grounded upon tradition, and patched 
out of Hiſtories, Jewiſh and Gentile, I haye already (hewed ; both what is in imitation 
of the holy Scripture, and from the rule and praftice of other Nations : and we may 
add, 'that their 'Vurning- the dead: is borrowed from Amos 6. 10. their marriage 
after death, from 'Cerinthuc and Marcyon old Hereticks, who uſed to baptize after 
death, incaſe they were not not pre-baptiz*d; the thread tripartice hang about their 
neck, is a myſterious denotation of the Trinity ; Rice, and painting in their forehead, 
noe onely a {ymbole of Baptiſm, but in imitation of the Star Remphem fixed in the 
brow of the Idol Moloch; or of Faliws Ceſar,as an embleme of immortality. See alſo 
in how many things they concurr with Pythaguras, (to this day famous among them.) 
Thefe Bramins in moſt places affe& filence ; for five years they are not ſuffered to 
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ſpeak in the Schools, but underſtand one another very- much by-dumb figns ; they 
adore toward the Sun ; honour Angels;' obſerve a Munday Sabbath ; abſtain from ſe> 
cond marriages, (ſome from the ficſt,) affeft whice garments, loath coughing, ſpic- 
ting, and the like ; forbear (wearing and blaſphemy, thun pleaſure, drink water, be- 
heve the tranſmigration of mens ſouls into bealts, offer inanimate ſacrifices, deny the 
bodies reſurreQion, hate £o touch a por or cup with their mouth, but rather pour 
the liquor in at a diſtance, reverence eat nor drink with men of other Religi- 
ons, uſe waſhings much, couch no unclean thing z and many other,ih lictle or nothing 
differing with the Pytbagoreans, as may be gathered out of Foſephus, Smydas, Philo, 
Laertis, and others. 29 Uh 

For variety ſake, turn we now to another ſort of Gentiles in Swrrat and Gnzzarat, 
called Perſees, who are a people deſcended our of Perſis, baniſhe hither (to avoid 
Mohometry and circumcifion) upon the death of valianc ne Perfian King, 
who died Anno Dom. 635. or thereabouts ; whoſe life and d (as it is gather- 
ed from the Deroo er Prieſts of this Set, by Mr. Lord, a Miniſter, for fome years re- 
tident in the Faory of Surrat, with what I gathered thece my ſelf) take briefly as 
followeth. : 

Into /ndis theſe Perſees came, (ſuch time as Omar the ſecond Cbaliph after Aabo. Religion of 
met ſubjefted Perſia) in five Jwncky from Jaſquez, failing to Surrat, where after treaty the Perſees, 
with the Rajeaes and Bannyans, they gotleaveco plant z and living peaceably, toexer- 
ciſe their Religion. A Religion, it I may fo call it, deduced from thereign of Guſtaſp, 
who was King of Perſia, 4nno Mundi 3500, before our Saviours Incarnation 500 years, 
written in their Zundaveſiaw (or Law-book) to this purpoſe. 

Such time as Gnftaſp (the 14 King of Perfia from Kuyomerraz, by ſome thoughe 
Noab) (wayed the Imperial Scepter, it chanced that Eſpintamen and Dodoo, two poor 

ple, man and wife, Chynaes by extraftion, lived long together in good repute, 

t without Fortunes bl , cither as to Eſtate, or. Children » Howbeit, upon Do- 
dooes prayer, a Son was given her ; who in his conception promiſed (by ſome rareand 
fearful] dreams the mother hatched) great matters, not onely to the aſtoniſhment of 
his parents, but amazement of theChins King, who. (outof jealoufie and diſpofition 
to credit any rggort) ſought to preventall danger, By killing or poyſoning him : but 
(ro lhew a ſupMor power ſways, and never miſſes to accompliſh its defigns, though 
by man never ſo much oppugued) nothing could do him harm ; yet fearing his pa- 
rents ruine, and to eaſe the King of his fear, they conſent to give China a farewell, 
and ſeek a (ecurer abode inaregion more remote, where they might more freely live 
and meditate. 

Far they travelled, many rare things they ſaw, paſt over many great Rivers on 
foot ; for Zertooft (ſo was this young Prophet named) turned them into folid Ice, and 
after thawed them at his pleaſure, and many rare adventures found, (all which are 
here omitted, in that Religion is the mark we ſhoot at) not ftaying long in any place, 
till they arrived in Perſis, where they reſted, and intended tofſettle. . Zertooft (as 
good men uſe) ſpent moſt of his time in meditation : but obſerving the diſorder of 
mens living, ſorrow overcame him; and finding theplace he was in not-fit for Revela- 
tions,away he goes,without reſting,till he came into a dark Valley,which was obſcured 
by ewo lofty Mountains, a ſolitary and fit place for meditation. « There he ingemi- 
nates his murmurs, with dejeted eyes, erefted hands, and knees bended ; when lo, 
an Angel, whoſe face was more corruſcant then the Sun, in this-manner ſalutes him e 
Hail, Zertooſt, man of God, what wouldeſt thou 7: Who ſtrait replies, The preſence of 
God, and that 1 may receive-his will, and direQtions how to inftruft my Nation. His 
prayer was readily granted, his body purged, his-eyes ſealed, and rapt up. . Being 
paſt che Element of Fire and the higher Orbs, (as faith their Zundaveſtaw) he was 
preſented before a Supreme, who was arrayed with ſuch refulgent glory, that (till he 
had Angels eyes put into his head) he could not gaze: upon ſuch a dazling M 
There he received his Laws, (no place but Heaven will ſerve to fetch 'Philoſo þ 
ro coaverſe with is writes £0 Socrates ) uttered by the Almighty, (whoſe 
words were encom - with flames of fire;) ſuch Laws, ſuch Secrets, as ſome of 
them are not to be promulgated..

Fages: The fecond of Natural Philoſophy, is ſtudied by che Hackgamy i. e. Phyſi> 
tians : The laſt is a compound of Religion, named (from the Inventor) Zertooft, kept 
by the Darvos, i.e, Predicants : Each of which three contain ſeven Chapters. 

The Zertooſt alſo conliſts of three parts, pointing at three ſereralſorts of men, Lay- 
men, Clergy, and Archbiſhop : to every of them 1t enjoyns an increaſe of Command- 
ments z £0 the firlt ſort, five; co the ſecond, eleven ;- to the third, thirteen, |

1. To caeriſh {hamefac*dneſs; a vertue deterring all ſorts of ugly vices, aspride, 
revenge, theft, adultery, drunkenneſs, and perhdy.

4. Each days firſt ovjeCt is to be a memento of Gods love to urge their gratitude. 5.To

The eleven given to the Herboods, Daroos, or Prieſts to praftice, are theſe (the 
other alfo of the Behedin chey obſerve;,) 1.

3.To abhor 
lies, 4. Not to be worldly minded. 5, To learn the Zandavaſtaw by rote. 6. To keep 
chemlclves free from pollution.

That the Pyree be ever kindled, till fire deſtroy the Univerſe ; and that he 
pray over it. This is the ſum and ſubſtance of the Zundaveſt which Zertooſt brought 
from Heaven.

They are tolerated moſt ſorts of meatznevertheleſs;(in obedience to the Mahometan 
and Bannyan 'mongſt whom they live) they refrain Beef and Hogs-fleſb ; howbeit the 
Raſhbo>ts eat the [it They ſeldom feed together, leſt they might participate one an- 
others impurity : Each has his own Cup, fo as if any of his own Caſt chanceto uſe it, 
the other wathes it three times, and forbears it a while after.

And asto this Fire-worſhip, we find in Story that it has been 
anciently uſed in Perſis, then what is here aſcribed by the Zundavaſt to Zertrofts 
times being probable, chat as che Grecians borrowed that Idolatry from the Perfians, 
ſo from the Greeky was it borrowed by the Velal Romans, In Perfis they had many 
Pyree; molt of them were deſtroyed by _— the Roman Emperor, during his 
Wars with Xozrboer (at which time Mobower ſerved in his Army.) Some to this day 
are remaining; having (as they report) the Tdolatrous Fire from 1000 years unex- 
cinguiſhed. - In I=die alto-the bapiſhe Perſee have their Eggarees ; one of which is ac 
Navcery,wbole Fire has continued this 200 years,if report (ay true. Where note, that 
this their Godfire is not compoſed of common combuſtibles, as wood, ſtraw, coals, 
(lates, &c. nor blown by any bellows, breath of man, waſting, or like profane things; 
but compounded of ſparks flying from a hot burning ctemper'd Steel, and kindled ei. 
ther by lightning from Heaver,, or by beams from a burning-glaſs, or the like ; for, 
(ach onely is proper for that their Antisbeberaxn or 1dol-fire. | 
Bur if it chance the fire have need of cheriſhing, the Diſtoore, and other Lay-men 
at ewelve foot diſtance) ſurround their Deity, and after ſome mimmick geſtures, the 
cieſts add ſome fort of fuel, and returning co the other people, fall to their worſhip 
beſeeching that they, may not onely give it due reverence, but honour ſolemnly all 
other things that reſemble it 3/ #s Sun, Moon, Stars ; yea, and common fire, which alſo 
they-ſodivincly eſteem of,that they hald it an impious thing to ſpit upon it,throw wa.

to Caxoaſis and th Manrenabor Tortar and Perſiartz 2600 miles ſome ways, 5000 in 
circuit; in which ave-38 larye Provinces, (petty Kingdoms of old ;) the mott confi- 
derable are Gras (where we now are,) Maiva, Pengab, Bengals, and part of Decs> 
nee (Ariace in Pol.) together comprehending 30 large Cities, 3000 walled Towng 
and Caſtles for cunt defence, fabming ampregnable. Aud well may be, ſeeing this 
Country (*cis probable) was rhe firſt Seminary or Station of Noah (or Noacchws) af- 
ter his deſcent from Ararat, not far diſtant hence; and afterwards the delight of Bac- 
chus or Boacchus, (from which ſome imagine him to be Noah :) the wonderful in- 
creaſe appearing by that huge Army Staxrobates drew out in his defence againſt Semira- 
mis the eAſrian Empreis, both Armies making three Millions. And fo anſwerably 
builded ard planted was this part of India, that when eFlexander by the overthrow of 
Porus near the River Hydeſpes Entred India, Curtius and Herodotus report, that Alex- 
ender ſhould ſay he found greater Citiez and more ſumptuous buildings in King Porus 
his Dominions then he had obſerved in all che World beſide. Bur eo return. His 
yearly Revenue is ordinarily accounted 50 crow of Ropees; each crow is a hundred 
leck,aleck a hundred thouſand Roopees,a Roopee two (hillings three pence, ſometimes 
two ſhillings fix pence, And indeed, both what \Wealth and Power this Emperor is 
of, may be conjectured by that one Province called Cambaya, (wherein Surat ſtands,) 
theannual Cuſtoms. and other Revenues of which, as Merchants report is 200000 [, 
Sterling: Arid forPower,appears by that Army which Badur(who onely ruled over this 
Province)fought with againſt the Tartar Mamud, ' whom the King of Mandao invited 
to his aſliltance, being-no leſs then 130000 Horſe, and 400000 Foor, 200 Elephants, 
500 Waggons, and as many Cheſts full of Treaſure for pay of his Forces. Howbeit, 
out of this prod income iſſues yearly many great and ſutable payments to 
his Lieutenants of Provinces, and Umbraves of Towns and Forts; having alſo in 
continual pay three. hundred thouſand Horſe and ewo thouſand Elephants, fed 
with Donna or Pulſe, boiled with Butter and unrefined Sugar ; to thoſe onely 
his Fiſcal or Treaſurer yearly giving out above forty millioas of Crowns ; and 
his continual Wars with his emulous Neighbours are no leſs chargeable. 
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note, as Stories ſpeak k 
(ingis-chan (as Haitbon, and others his contemporaries ſay) was at firſt by profeli- 
\ on a Black-ſmich; but the influence of Heaven new molding him, in licrle time, in- 
ſtead of his Hammer he took into his hands a Regal Scepter. His ambition took riſe 
from the encouragements a man in white Armour (mountedupona white phantaſma) 
gzve him, promiling his help, and ſtimulating bis courage; fo as communicating che 
Viſion to ſome chief Hoords, they give credit to his deſtiny, and make him their Ge- 
neral. He quickly ſhews how his metal was refined ; for with a troop of Mogli (one 
of the ſeven Hoords) marching due South, he tubdues the Countreys as far as Mount 
Belgjan, part of [mas at this day called Nigrakgtt and Copizat by the [ndians: there the 
Sea ſtopped his carriere 3 but proſtratin himſelf, and nine times fumbling out his 
prayers,the effe&t followed : For (as their Chronicle relates) the Hill clove aſunder, 
the Sea parted in two,and yielded nine Foot broad a (atepaſſage.He was no ſooner upon 
the Contineut, but that he hammers out his way with rufty Iron, firſt againſt Vn-cham 
or cawn King of Tendxck; and after chat doing ſuch marvellous feats of Arms, as re- 
quires s ſtrong faith to.give credit to. 
Cingjs-chan King of the South-eaſt Tartar, after other viftories againſt the Ruſſe, M 
and Tartar, died at Ketoa-koton, An. 1228. ſome lay ſixty years ſooner, of the Hegira A.M, 5196: 
608, having divided amongit his four Sons what was his by conqueſt; To Twha-chan AP+ 1229: 
he gave D*baſt, Kapecha, Rhoz, and Abulgharr; to Chagatay-cawn, Manrenabar, Aygor Heg. 608. 
and Chorazan ; to Ogg, part of Bafiris and Cancaſis ; to Twli-chan, his Jewelsand Trea- 
ſure. Tuſha or Tuxichen died two years aſter his Faber; Kazatbay died in the year 
1242. both of them withour iſſue; whereby their Seigniories deſcended npon Opp, 
or Ogtay-chawn, who at home and abroad expreſled hinelt the Son of Cingis-chan ; 
compelling the Perfian Monarchy as far as Babylon to acknowledge him Sove- 
reign 3 but inthe year 1252. conquered by death, followed the fate of his predeceſ- 
'v ſors, having nominated for his Succeſſor, his infant-ſon Gaywe-chan, under the tuition 
| of Minehonna his Wite : but in the third year death called him alſo away, and gave 
Munchn-cawn, Son to Tuli-cawn (youngeſt Tetrarch) advantage to claim the Sove- 
reignty by rightof Survivor-ſhip. 
; This young Prince (thus mounted to the Imperial greatneſs) perceives the eyes of 
y al} about him inflamed with envy, and threatning his expulſion, enragedby the villa- 
F ny of ſomecthat whiſpered out his guilt in the laſt Infants death : ſo that (albeit he was 
armed with integrity and a juſt Title) he contrafts for his defence with ſome neigh- 
bouring Princes, to whom he intruſted the command of (everal Provinces of his Em- 
pire, upon condition they would hold of him in chief, and be ready upon occafion 
to defend him : To Kablay-cawn be gave Ketoachotan, and the Royal City Combaleck, 
( peradventure that which ſome call Cambalu upon Polifanga, a River ftreami 
through Ching intothe Ocean ;) to Vlakgc-coryn (his Brother,) Perſia, Chaſiten, and 
Cherman; and to Chun-cawn, Gazneben; but ere he had occahion to experiment the 
iaconſtancy of his men, death ſummoned him away, Anno 1260, but not before he 
had nominated Viakyc-cawn his Succefor. \V bo proved of another ſpirit, his delight 
being to dance itt Armour to Bellons's Trump ; Ef quieting his domeſtick broils at 
home, and then adding to the luſtre of bis Diadetn, Zbylon, 2 great part of Arabis, 
and in Syris, Aleppo, and Demaſeus ; which places ducing life he kept under ſubjefti- 
On, and governed the people with great prudence, to the year 1270. when (by the 
extremity 
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exeremityiof bivdifeaſe finding death at hand), he calls his three Sons afore him, ex- 
horts them co uvity Sirkes Gu fonde eevong hams dies, and at Merapeb 15 farſangs 


from Tesris was with'all ſolemnity buried. Habkay-cawn the eldeſt had for: his ſhare -: 


the Provinces of Hyerac, Mozendram, and Korazan, (comprehending Medys, *Parthia, 
Hyreanis, Be@ria and Sogdiana.)

And 
portions. Habkey-cawn that year died at Hemadan in Perfia and made Proteftor to

whoſe Reign was fo purſited by divine vengeance, that intheyear 1275. he dies mad, 
and was buried at'Caſhan. In his place Argon-cawn the right Heir returns-from ba- 
niſhment, by the people joyfully welcomed, and at his Coronation aſſumes the name 
of Taengador- habkgy zedda, 1. e. fon to,Habkgy-cawn. This man ſwayed the Scepter 
tive years tyrannically z not onely maſlacring Nycadsrs Sons and Alliances, bur ſpares 
not £0 bathe hisſword in the blood of Innocents; (o that he became hatefull to his 
ow!,and ſtimu'ated the Parthian to revenge, by whom in aftet bactel he was overcome, 
and- by the name of Argon-chan upbraided with cruelty ; yea, ro compeaſate the like 
meaſiire, he was cruelly tormented, his belly ripe open, and his gurs weregiventothe 
dogs. \To Tangador (the implacable enemy of Chriſtians) ſucceeds his Brother Givia- 
toc-cbhan, who in the fourth year of his Reign periſhed by Balduc-chan his Uncle; who 
alſo after hive years rnle died iſſue-leſs. Badu (on of Targabe, youngelt ſon to Vlakuc- 
chan, by aſſent of all the Nation, moines the Throne; whoſe affetions he (o well an» 
ſwered, that never any before him was more beloved or honored : Howbeit, ſo ſoon 
as he declared himſelf to his people, That he was a Chriltiag, his SubjeRts love grew 
cold, and many treaſons (fomented by Satan) were hatched againſt him, ſo that at; 


| Lalit he was ſlain (or rather marty1*d) by Gazwn-eban, Coulin to Tangador, who had 
{mall Tauſe co brag of that his treachery ; for, by the permillive hand of God, when 


he leaſt ſuſpeRted creaſon, he-was wounded to death in Carbin by his own Houſhold- 
ſervants, not any cauſe affi in Hiſtory for their ſo doing ;' but (ay, that his body 
lay-for a long time unburied. This hapned An. Dom. 1305. Heg. 685. 

His Brother Aliaptx eAbuſayd (or Mabumet ber Argon) by his valour purchaſed 
the Diadem : to whom followed Hobaro-mirzz or Abuſaid Babador-chan, An. 1337. 
who conſumed his life in venereous exerciſes : (o that for want of iſſue,this Kingdome 
became a Theater of much trouble, no leſs then _ at one time contending for the 
Sovereignty. The people thereby were compelled to look for help from home ; and 
none more ſafe to truſt to then the Lord of Samerchand, Tamerlane, a Prince famoul. 
ed for his juſtice and ſucceſs againſt the Sarmatique Tartar, Precopenſe,and Chyneſe. Him 
they invocate by many Preſents of their love, and a Letter filled with hideous com- 
plaints, deſcribing their miſery through the diviſion in their Kingdome, and pride of 
thirty competitors. The Scythick, Prince promiſes them ſpeedy aid; and accordingly 
with fifry chouſand Horſe enters Perſia, without doing any hure, fave againſt the T - 
rants; whom he. ſo proſecuted & with ſuch ſpeed,that within three moneths they were 
all caken and madeto quaff their farewell in the bitter cup of Death. Herenpon the 
people urged Tamerlane to accept the Crown; who after ſeven and twenty years ho- 
norable Govenment (in that time captivating the great Turk Zajazet, whom he 
brought away in an Iron Cage ; ſubduing all Aſia, yea, in eight years conquering more 
Kingdoms and Provinces then the Rowans did in eight hundred : and'*tis note-worthy, 
that as Alexander from Thrace was terminated inthe advance of his conqueſt by Samar- 
chand; fo from Samarchand, Tamerlane, after his viſtorious march chrough both the 
Aſia*s, was limited by Thrace; ſuch were the contrary race of thoſe two Conquerors) 
this Monarch of the Ffiatiqne world was nevertheleſs ſubjeted by imperious Death, 
and intombed Anno 1405. of the Heg. 785. at A4nzar inCathayo, leaving his Sons and 
Grandchildren to inherit, viz. Foon-gwyr, Hameth-cheque, Myramſha, and  Myrz-

Others there be that derive it from the Rivec 
Agranis, which from hence {treams pleaſantly into Ganges, as Arrian lib. de Indicis cal« 
ledit, Nevertheleſs,in reſpeR it's new built fince the Race of Tamerlane came hither,ic 
may, moſt probably take its name from Agors which in the Tartar congue Ugnihes a 
Town of Carts new builr, or of Wood, as Haclxyt, fol. 489 obſerves concerning it ; 
and agreeable torhe Scythigue Towns, who having no fixt ltation want not a decorum 
1 ranking their Carts (o as they reſemble ſtreets orderly diſpoſed. What ever the 
name was, the ſhape is ſemilunary, like London : the ſtreets are many and long,aud 
narrow, but nalty ; the City is ſeven miles in circuic, 1n part walled about, theditch 
fences the remainder. From Agray to Lahore (mult of the way being through a ſhade 
of trees) are five hunded miles ; to Brampore are reckoned one thouſand ; to Aſmeer 
ewo hundred; to Swrat, ſeven hundred and ſeventy, or thereabouts. 

Radgee Rans the moſt potent and noble Prince of India, whoſe progenitor way 
Porus of the old race of the Indians, at this time loſt his ficong Caſtle of < bytor, up- 
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*on this occaſion : Having intruſted that importane Garriſon with Zimet Padſhaw, 4 
Captain of Ecbars Army formerly, but fled to the Radgee upon diſcontent z Jimer 
makes many in-roads into Grjxrat, to let Echar know how little he valued his force 
in thoſe quarters. Ecbar glad of the occ#hon, haſtens with fifty thouſand Horſe 
againſt him. Some moneths he ſpent in belieging this place ; but fo fruitleſly, chat 
he rather attempts the conqueſt an unuſual way, undexmining the Fort, and co che 
terrour of the belieged, blows the trains up with powder ; cauſing ſuch a breach, as 
himſelf and ewenty thouſand men immediately entred pel-mel, with ſuch haſte, char 
Zimet the Rebel perceiving treaty of no valus, gathering in one his Family, conſu- 
med himſelf and them in flames, to prevent the tortures provided for him by Fchar, 
and Mardoxt his enraged Maſter. In this fore this famous Fort was taken, which 412- 
din by twelve years fiege could notdo,: A victory (o great, that Echar cauſes it to be 
exprelt in any at Agrs. He hadno time to (urfeit of chis viſtory, receiving 
Letters from KR ajes Bagwauder Viceroy of Lahore, that Mirza Mamet Hagee his brother, 
with thirty-chouſand Horſe out of Kabwul,hadattempred co prey upon Labore:Echar de- 
laysno time,bue with his Army preſents himſelf fo ſuddenly to the Enemy, that wich. 
out any 1eliſtance, Mahomet flies away, leaving liis Camp to the mercy of Echars 
Army. 

This occaſion drew the King to view other places of defence, which he both 
bettered by his eye, and gave in charge to ſuch as he could cruſt. He alſo takes a 
ſurvey of Pang-Ob ; out ot which he @ ſoon called by Letters from his mother then 
in Agra, acquainting him with the Revellion of Badxr-kawn, «Ally-Kooli-hawn, and 
Zemaen, who were (ent that ſpring againlt the Patanians, whom in Doab they put co 
flight 3 at Sambel alſo, and at Lachnown got a greater victory ; and three weeks after, 
at Joonpore utterly defeated them, ſubduing to the Mogul all ſuch Provinces as lie in- 
girt twixt Ganges and Tſatſa ; congueſts of ſo great note, that they grew eftlated be- 
yodd meaſure, conceiting all  ndaſits under like poſlibility, and which they reſolved 
co maketrial of But the reward and deſtiny due to Traytors overtakes them : for Ec- 
bar by (wift marches, long before the Rebels expefted him, pitches his Tents on the 
Eaſt of Feminy, (the River at Agra :) which ſtruck the adverſe part with ſuch amaze- 
ment, that as men ſtruck with guilt, forfeiting the memory of their paſſed vifories, 
they betqok themſelves to a ſpeedy and {bamefull fAight g after whom Echey eagerly 
purſues, and after long purſuit, the head; are taken: Allycenli-oawn alſo was troden 
under foot by the Horſe, and Badur-camwn (by Echars command, and in his fight) was 
ſtrangled. This done, Gangenns is ſent to Foonpmt againit Mirza Szlyman, and the 
King retreats to Agra: where he fancies a pilgrimage to 4ſmeer, albeit a hundred and 
chircy courſe, or two hundred Engliſh males diltant thence; fancying, that by invo- 
a of Mandee, a revereit H»dgee or Diſciple of Mabomet, heſhoitld obtain ſome if- 
(ue nzjalculine, Accordingly, after much foot-toil, (at every miles end a fair ſtone be- 
ing pitcht to reſt upon, which as yet rematn,) he gets thither ; where barefoot very 
deyoutly he intreats dead Mandee for children. This is a Prophet of great fame in thoſe 
parts, and through the liberality of Come devored Princes, 1s there intombed in a 
ſtately monument, graced with three fair Courts, each of which is paved with ſtone, 
the outhide Fabrick (after the Perſian mode being pargetted or plaiſtered, and poliſh- 
ed in Moſaick order, Aſmeer, is under 25 degr. 15 min. North Latitude, ſeated up- 
on a high Mount, the greater part of the City being below, much after the fimilicude 
of Dover, the houſes being well built, bur of ſmall ſtrength, albeit moated with a dry 
graft, and walled about with ſolid ſtone. Not far from which place is Godab, onge 
the (eat of the valiant Rafhboot Princes : the Countrey 15 champaigne and fruitfull, in 
many places affording the rujpes of antique magnificence, which by cime and war are 
exceedingly obſcured : Thefe Echar coupled to the reſt of his Empire; and by this 
having made an end of his oblations,in his return he viſits a holy Derws, Siet Selym by 
hame, of en repute amongſt the people; who took it for ſo great a favour, that (by 
what $kill I know not) he foretold the Mogul, how that ere long he ſhould be 
Father of three Men-children ; which proved fo, and upon which aceompt his firſt- 
born was called Selym, (he who afterwards was Shar Selym the great Mogul, when 
Sir Thomas Roe had audience at Apr in the quality of an Ambaſlador;) che other two 


were named Chan Morad or Amurath, and D*haen-ſhs or Daniel: A Prophecy fo grate- 
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full to Echar, that S gratitude there he ereted a very magnificent Moſque, walled 


in, Or Sycary, as ſome pronounce, and from this otcation new- 
GN hi þ Genes lace of pleaſure; yea, grew (o afteftedtoit, that 
he adorned it with a Palace for himſelf, and a Buzzar for Trade, ſcarce out-vied by 
any other in the Orient 3 and had made it the Metropolis and aſual refidence of the 
Court, had the River affefted him, by whoſe unwholſoganeſs he forſook it ; from 
whenceruine and negleft havEſo moath-eaten her, as at this day ſhe lies proſtrate, and 
become the objeft of contempt and pity, from Agr being diſtant eighteen miles 


File things werein this ſort digeſting, news comes to King Echor (then in Fetti- 
pore that another Rebellion was begun in Gzjarat by Ebrabim Hoſſen, Mirza-cawn, 
pon ve 6n, and Foon-cawn, who had forraged as faras Baroch, and were march. 
ing to 4 hoping with their troops of Theeves and Coolies eo make a prey of 
that wealthy City. Gs 

Amadavad ſeems to me to be that City which is called Amacaſtis in Ptol. Amadava- 
{tis in Arrbian. Howbeit, ſome ay it takes denomination from King Hamet who in the 
year of Afabomet 375. made it large and beautifull : the Pole Artick 1s there elevated 
23 degr. 18 min. *tis at this preſent the Megapolis of Cambaya or Guzurat, watered by 
a ſweet River, and circled by a ſtrong Wall of four miles compaſs, well and orderly 
advanced with many pretty Towers and a dozen Poſterns; our of which, few paſs or 
re-paſs without a Paſs, fearing treaſon from Iance # dur, who in our times with a 
hundred thouſand Horſe ranlackt Cambaya thirty ſeven courſes thence, (a courſe 
is equal to'a large Engliſh mile, or ſomewhat more,) and daily threatens this fair Ci- 
ty. The treets are many, pretty large and comely ; moſt ſhops be redundant with 
Aromatick gums, perfames and ſpices, filks, cotton, callicoes, and choiſe of Indian 
and Chins rarities, owned and fold by the abltggious Bannyzns, who here ſurpaſs 
for number other Inhabitants, Of moſt note i Buzzar, which is rich and uni- 
form z the Caſtle is {trong, large, moated, and the receiving place of the Comboyen 

vernour : the houſes in general are of Sun-burnt bricks, low, but large, and tar- 

| ning is ſeen the Monument of a certain Pedagogue, who was ſo dearly be- 


loved by $ba-Reer the King, that by a ſtately Mauſolewm he itrove to make him ſeem 
_.imamortal; the building (which is arch'd) and pavement are of well poliſhed marble : 


[t hath chree fair Courts, one of them faſtidious in four hundred Porphirian pillars 
clin Coriuthiack archite&ure ; joyning co it is a Tanck of water, compaſſed with 
Cloiſters, adorned with ſpacions Windows, moſt of which give che obſerver a deli- 
cate horizon. At Seſquer or Sarkeffe alſo ( one hours riding thence) are ſeen the 
Dormitories of many Cambayen Potentates, being Raſhboots, and the ancient Nobili. 
ey of this: Councrey before the Tartars (from whom the preſent Moguls deſcend) 
were propagated, lodged in a Princely Temple, which is much reſorted to by the 
V annians, who branch from the ſame root with the Raſbbootr. And two miles neerer 
the City, we behold the curious Gardens and Palace of Chawn-Channa, who was Son 
to the. great. Byramechan the Perfian;z an Umbrave, by whoſe valour of late years the 
laſt of the Cambayan Kings in that very place, by loſs of his life, gave conqueſt to that 
Wazriour, and dominion to Echer his Maſter ; and in memory whereof he bailt char 
ſtately Houſe, and made thoſe ſpacious Gardens, the view whereof worthily attrats 
2 Traveller. Bur return-we to Echar ; who no ſooner received intelligence of Hoſſens 
Rebellion, bur with incredible haſte he gets thither, (each ewenty four hours poſting 
ſeventy, in ſeven days four hundred courſes,) and gives thoſe Rebels battel at the 
Suns firſt up-rifing z and with their noiſe and clamour ſo terrifie them,that after ſmall- 


' reliſtance their whole Army broke into diſorder : many were (lain in the purſuit ; 


and by a freſh ſupply of twelve thouſand Horſe led by Chan Goga an expe&t , 
after a (mall skirmith they are farther chaſed and in the flight Zbrebim Hoſſen and 
HMirze-cawn were lain, Mabomet Hoſſen himſelf taken priſoner and forthwith be. 
headed. By this advantage not onely Amadavar was recovered and better fortified, 
but. Swrat alſo, was conquered, and moſt of Guzzrat made ſubjeft to Echar. This 
done, Ecbar returns crown'd with Viftory, and as the produtt of peace begins the 
Caltle in Agre, which is built of ſuch good ſtone, and the building fo large, that ir 
deſer vedly challenges the Title of Princes of Afia : Twelve years ſcarce finiſhtir,

Gallery has two on each ide; the fourth, one; the, fifth, half; and a ſmall ſquare 
Gallery or Tarraſs about, mounting in the whole to a royal Pyree, reſembling not 2 
lictle that famous Septizonium Severt Imper. in ancient Rome, which you have repre- 
ſented in (culpture by Lawrws, or (but in far leſs proportion) that famous Tower 
which Semiramis buile in Babylon, and dedicated to the memory of Jupiter Belus, her 
Husbands great Anceſtor. In this at the very top within is the mummy of Echar, 
bedded in a cofhin of Gold. The whole (trufture is built in the midft of a ſpacious 
Garden, which is ſurrounded with a wall of red coloured ſtone, and in that is a Rail 
mounted by fax (tairs, which diſcovers a licttle Garden, but exquiſitely beautifull and 
delightfull ; fo that of this noble Fabrick I may ſay, 


The Sn through all the world ſees none more gent. Vix vider,— 
. While theſe vaſt buildings were erefting, Ganganna proſecntes Mirzs Sulyman ; but 
(whether of grief or age 1s doubted) died ſuddenly, leaving the proſecution thereof 
£0 Skander his Son, who in ſhort time was made away by ſome conſpirators : In his 
place Dowete, Bazat-cawns ſon, a man both effeminate and hated, ſucceeded him. $0 
chat now occalion preſented it (elf (eaſonably for Echar to link Bengals to his Crown 
Imperial : a%YJelign fo worthy his enterprize, that with an Army of fifty thouſand 
Horſe, cwo hundred thouſand Foot, and fix hundred Elephants, he advanced againſt 
the Pathan Prince, and paſt over Ganges ere Shs-Dewet had notice of his coming ; 
which when he was afſured of, he diſpatched Radgee &*ban with twenty thouſand Horſe 
eo encounter them : *rwixt Ziotſa and Mobeb-eMlli-poor they affronted one another, 
and for three hours (pace skirmiſh gallantly ; but Echer over-powring them with his 
numbers at length has the maſtery, and couragiouſly purſues them to Pathan, which 
King Dowet had fortified. Ecbar by no means could provoke them to battel, nor in 
chree monerhs liege enter the City ; for Pathaz is a Town both great and well fortiti- 
ed; yet in the fourth he forces it, giving it as a prey to his men, who uſed all ſort of 
hoſtile violence : The unlucky King was buried in drink, all that time ſenſeleſs of loſs, 
till too late to repent it ; (o that he was conveyed away in a boat, and at three days 
end made headleſs, and ſent to Echar, as a (ymbol of their ſubmiſſion and his vanity. 
The King having thus fortunately proceeded in Bengals, goes back to Fettipore, where 
whiles he overſees his buildings he is eankedl mindfull to increaſe his Empire, 
which then was but in the Adoleſcency ; and to that end by the valour and vigilancy 
of Ruſtar-cewn and Zadoc-cawn the ſtrong Caſtle Rhentipore in Malva was ſoon after 
caken from the Radgees who of many hundred years had owned it. After which, the 
Caſtle Rota or Rongbtaz, Oreophanta of old, in Berar in Bengsla, was taken by a mer- 
ry fleight : This Caſtle for many Ages acknowledged the Radgee her Governonr, her 
building both from Art and Nature being impregnable ; 'cis ſeated upon a perpendis 
cular hill, theaſcent cut oblique out of the Rock for three miles compaſs, the reſt of 
the Rock is round about and precipitious ; - cop is a plain of eight miles every 
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way, tae circuit ewenty four, healthy, and abounding with all good things neceſſary, 
a: water, corn, fruits, wood, and fixteen Villages included by the Caſtle wall, which 
gives the defence two-fold wonderfull z in a word, not any Fore or Caſtle in Afis (or 
it may be in the Univerſe) is more delightfall or of greater ſtrength, as thoſ: that ſee 
it have imagined. 

This, the great Mogul looks upon with a luftfull eye, immeaſurably thirſting, bue 
knows neither by bribe nor valour how to compals it ; and though he comprehends 
no way, yet ceaſes not to torture his invention ; till the eaterprize was undertaken by 


, Mobebally-cawn a wiſe and _— Captain: Who having leave, without acquainting 


Echar or any other with his defign, attempts it with four hundred young men, who 
were privately armed with Cryzes, as a common guard to his Seraglio, which was 
in two hundred Doolaes or Cajuaes, as if he were going upon a journey into 97 9 
In this order paſling on, when he came within view of the Caſtle, he ſhews a Kajes 
his Concubines, and brives him co procure leave of the Lord above, that in regard 
of his haſte he might wich ſafety leave his Seraglio there till his return: The meſſage 
being delivered, the Radgee (who loved women well) entertains the motion z and 
Ally-cawn imparting the ſecret to a prudent Eunuch, diſrobes the women, and with 
their apparel] cloaths himſelf and the four hundred youths, commanding the women 
to put on their maſculine attire, and to continue the journey to Orixa ; and according- 
ly the Eunuchs, twelve in number, with Bows and Arrows guard the Seraglio, and 
by the Radgees command are received (but like Synons horſe into wretched Troy : ) 
For Ally-cawn giving the word, the Doolaes were no ſooner diſmounted, but that 
thereout ifſued the Amazomes; in the firlt place they (ſecure the Porters of the 
Caltle gate, then with incredible ſpeed affail the aſtoniſhed Inhabitants, whom 
without much reliftance they took priſoners, and in the end the Radgee himfelf, whom 
(to prevent excuſe they beheaded. Thus is the Caſtle Rotas won, which (but by 
itratagem) was not to be taken by all the hoſtile force of Indis.. Echar entertains the 
news and manner of ſurpize with. incredible delight ; and joys the more in his belief, 
when he views that maſs of treaſure which was ſent him thence by Ally-cawn to con- 
firm the truth of that conqueſt. After which the invincible Caſtle Zeloore was by 
Gidney-cawn an Apoltate Mabometan alſo betrayed to the Mogul, though to his own 
brothers confulion. The fame whereof aftlits many Princes of the Kajeas, each of 
them labouring to conſerve their own againſt this over-ſpreading Tartar : to which 
purpoſe (ome couragioully defie his greatneſs , of which rank was Koop Mathii, a Lady 
both fair and valiant; who albeit her Beauty was more forciblero ſubdue then any 
Arms ſhe could manage, nevertheleſs ſhe confides more in her Lance then Beauty : 
ſo that animating her party, ſhe vigorouſly falls into the Mogsls Dominions but in 
the midſt of her carriere was encountred by Adam: cawn, an expert Souldier ; who 
with his body of Horſe (© furiouſly oppoſed her, that molt of her Pattans (or Puttans 
as ſome call them ) in that skirmiſh were cut off, no quarter being given any but her 
ſelf; who rather then endure the ſhame of her impriſonment, the affaulr of her cha- 
ſity, or thoſe (coffs they probably would have entertained her with, put a period to 
her life by poiſon. Afaſoffer.cawn, in the mean time, this year 1588. of the Hegire 
968. being in Guzarar, hatches a conſpiracy againſt Ecbar; and in the firlt place ſtran- 
gles Gotobaus Aſamet-cawn the Kings Viceroy in Amadabat, and ſome Ombraeces, he 
then ſeizes upon all advantageous places for the ſtrengthening his Rebellion: But by 
Abdal Radgee ( Beyrangano-cawns fon) is no ſooner oppoſed then vanquiſhed; and 
tearing to obtain pardon, deſtroyed himſe'f 1n like ſort as did the late nam'd Amazon. 
The report of whole death was no ſooner bruited, but the fame alſo of Airzs Ma- 
bomet Hackim (Brother to Ecbar) his deach occaſions Ecbar to affure himſelf of Cabal, 
which during Hackims life was impoſſible ro be compaſſed; bur uling with all kind 
reſpeC his Wives and Children, he conferred upon Chabec«chawn, Hametbeg and Ma- 
met Maxaen-cawn both large ſtipends and commands in Meſulipatan, Orixs, and other 
places, ſutable to their merit. © At the ſame time Zebber-cawn (late Prelident of Xa- 
bul) and famouſed for his viftory that year againſt Ma xuen-cawn, Bama cawn and 
other Rebels in Bengala) was made Viceroy of that Province, and Radzia Thormiel 
called to Fettipore, ſuch time as Radgee Ramgiend Lord of Band) a Province adjoyning 


Agra, redundant onely in ſand and ſtones) by perſwahion of Radgee Bhyrmiel preſents 
himſelf 
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imſelf to Echar at Fettipore, and inrolls his Countrey as a member or app ix of 
_ ders aogflarys. ne by whoſe example ſundry other petty Gentile ings ſub- 
mitted themſelves unto Febar, and yearly (as a (ymbol of their ſubjetion) preſenc 
him belides Earth and Water their Daughter s to be lis Concubines z ro the Mogel a 
grateful eribute : and for their better fativfaftion eo court them in, at Prajje 
(an hundred and ten courſe from Agra , Chryſoborcs mn Pliny , by ſome Ni- 
ſes, raiſes a triumphant Palace upon a Promontory where Femiay empties her (elf 


into Ganges ; the material thereof is hard ſtone, artificially poliſhed, and calls it Ela- Elaboſſe _ 
baſſs ; in nothing more obſervable, then a deep dark cave, in which are preſerv'd (2s bxilded. 


relicks) divers deformed Pagotha's, ridiculouſly by them (uppoled to be Babbs A- 
dam, Mamma Envab, Seth, Enoſh and Metbuſelab, whom they athrm lived here; and to 
whom (from molt parts of ;ndis) reſort innumerable Bannyens for benediftion : firſt 
purifying themſelves in Ganges (reputed holy, and no doube excellenc, for we find 
that a pint of Ganges water weighs leſs by an ounce then any other water thereabouts) 
and ſhaving off their hair as an unclean excrement,ſuppule chat thereby they have me- 
rited : the whole,is ſurrounded with a triple wall ; the firtt being of ſquare red ſtones 
and higheſt raiſed;the jnmoſt 1s of white ſtone, retaining an Obelisk which is fiſty cubirs 
high, lictle lefs under ground as they ſay to make it more firm and durable ; probably 
fixt there for olte1tation by Alexander or Bacchus, Ovid. lib.q. Met. 


Whoſe conqueſts through the Orient are renown'd, 
Where tawny India is by Ganges bound, 


In this (which many Potan Kings formerly in vain attempted by reaſon of the over- 
flowing Rivers) the King (pent a myriad and two hundred thouſand Roopees. Here 
alſo they ſhew a Tree which many Potan Kings have ſought to eradicate and deſtroy ; 
but as report goes could never effe&, ſo as *cis little leſs then adored. Neer Elabaſſe 
alſo is worth our ſeeing the ſtately Tomb which Fangheer buile for his firſt Wife 
( _ Maniſengbs Siſter) who poiſoned her (elf ſo ſoon as ſhe receiyed the report of 
her Son SxltanGmxſbroes rebellion. 

The Mogwls affairs ſucceeding thus fortunately, no clouds appearing, Echarbreach- 
es new Chymere”s, and fancies the entire m_—_ of Purop, Patan, Chormandel, yea of 
all Bengolato the South ; and co ſtretch his Fmpire Noth as far as Tartazwy. Tofurther 
which, he hears, that 4bdwl-cawn, Son and Heir to Skander-chan King of Maxrenabar 
(part of Tartary ) was coming to Fettipore to give him a friendly vite : He prevents 
part of his journey and meets him at Leborez where there wanted no ceremany to 
content the Tartarian Prince, who after a ſhort ſtay returned home with ſatisfa&ion. 
News at this time being brought King Achbar that 'Mirza Sharopb in Badazan: had 
been injured by the Owzbeg Tartar; the King reſolves to vindicate him ; but firſt, as 
more conliderable, bends his march towards Orixa, that he might at once command 
entirely over Ganges. At Atteck he muſters and orders his Army :- to Rajes Byrmiel he 
diſpoſes one part, to Fehan-cawn another, to himſelf the third. Byrmiel leads the 
Van, and out-ſtripping the Army falls furiouſly upon the Patanians ; who by their 
Lieutenanc General Zel-Ally are received with no. leſs bravery, but anſwer blow for 
blow, ſo long, and with ſuch ſucceſs, that Byrmiel was forced to retreat with loſs ; (o 
a5 Echar. by fuch as fled having quick notice of it, at firft the news put him into a rage; 
bur Reafon having got the maſtery of his Paſſion, he rallies his men, 2nd with freſh 
ſupplies,makes a quick return; and having received a ſharp charge by Zel- Ally and his 
late victorious party, after ſome hours cloſe tight, Echar having far the greater Army, 
had the day 3 Zel+ Ally firſt, and then Twrcoft the Lieutenanc General being (lain, and 
fifteen thoufand of the Army left dead upon the place : by which overthrow the rich 
and noble Province of Bengals was totally ſubjeſted, and co this'day remains a,mem- 
ber of the Mogals large Empire. This happily effected, the conquelt of Kandabur is 
nextdeligned : to which end, Ecbar hearing of a variance at that time hapning *twixt 
the two Princes Hwſſan and Ruſtav, (ſons of Afirza Beyram'the Kandabor Governor) 
and the Perſian; he confederates with the two young men, and ſends Chabeec-cawn 
with tive thouſand Horſe thither, who at midnight were let into the Town by the two 
vrethren, and the City made a Vaſſal of Echars Empire ; But Abt the Perſian King 
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nor liking bis enlargement that way, ſoon cecovered it from the /ndian. Ecbars Am- 
bition aevertheleſs grows endleſs ; fo he can overcome, he cares not how, nor where 
he conquers ? for, hearing of the old King of Mawrenobars death, notwithſtanding 
his pretended friendſhip to his Son, he covers to become his Succeſſor, And firſt, to 
diſcover their firength, he ſends Tzedder-cawn and Hackgem-cawn his Ambaſſadors,

In or near this place is a precious Jiquor or Mummy growing, Mumnaky-koobas - 
they call it, which none preſumes to cake, it being carefully preſerved for the Kings 
ſole uſe.

The eleventh of February we left Larr, Codgea-Obdruzy the Governour having fur- 
niſbed us with Mules, emblemes of ſobriecy : Our Harbinger (or Mammandore as 
called in Perfis) was an old Cozelbaſh, who would be ſure (hopefull of ſome reward) 
at every place where we made our Manzeel to provide us good quarter; and .uch meat 
as the places could afford; by vertue neverthelels or force rather of his authority 
domineering over the wretched Ruſticks more then pleaſed us: For he would proffer 
them a little money for what he liked - which if they refuſed, then nolens volens he 
would have it, and {lla Soldado paid them with big words and baltinadoes: So as we 
faw that in miſerable {lavery theſe peſants live, contenced to ſubmit to theacbitrary 
will of the Souldier. The firſt night we pitched our Tents not far from Larry, bur 
were ſtopped next day by an immoderate flood of rainz which h ie was very 
welcome, yet made the earth ſo ſlippery I Camels gliþ-hoofs could not wo it;

This jus ſepalcbri was _— the Antients, qui 
cavebatior, Ut nem» ſepulturam baberet in eodem loco quem alins fepulero priitt epoſiet 
Si. lib.1. That no grave ſhould be made in the place where'#ny ocher tizd formerly 
been buried. And by- the Law-of the ewelve Tables Burials were profiibired and 
not permirted to'be' within any City ; bur rather in Cemiteries without the City, or 
nigh the publick high-way ; that 'by viewing the Sepulchres of the dead (according 
to the cuſtome of the Romany, and of the Ppyptient who had them in their banquer- 
ting-hauſes) they might the betrer contemplate their moreality. A mile from this 
Town we viewed about threeſcore long black Pavilions ; which were black without, 
but within they"had female beauties : The Perſians call them Uloches ; the Arabs Ka- 
bilai; the Tierg tans and Armenians Taiph#; the Tartars Hoords; the Antients No- 
mades from the Numidians ; concerning whom the Poet fays truly, that

600. at which time ruled there 
Muſaffer Eddin Abubecr, ſon to Saddy, fon of Sengus ; as appears by that learned 
Treatiſe of Saddy called Roſarixm politicum, in our time cranflated by Gentiws. The 
name Ciropolis (as the word imporrs) was we may ſuppoſe affumed from Cyrus chat

called Bind-Emyr, i. e. the Princes Bridge. The circumference of the phain(ſurrougd. 
ed with citing bills) is near forty Engliſh miles. About threeſtore acres of this motint 
which Diodors Siculus 1.17. calls che Royal Hill, (but by the modern Perfians; Shaw- 
achoo and {boo-Rabmet, i. e. the Mountain of Mercy) by extraordinary toil andArt 
was difleted and defigned for the foundation and other accommodations of this mer- 
yellous ſtrufure, which both for perpetuity and elegancy in ſculpture was. in ſeveral 
laces ſunk and. poliſhed for laſting Walls and Pavements. The aſcent into this:Px- 
lace is at, the Welt fide of the hill, by ninery five ſteps, —__— being ewenty inch- 
es broad, and three inches high, one above another; ; rhe Stair-caſe (that iv:to fay 
from one fide of the Stair unto the other) is in breadth fix and thirty foot : bur fo 
contrived that it gives a double paſſage, leading ewo ſeveral ways, one towards the

"Near rhat is a ſecond ſubtetranean paſſage inco another ſquare Chappel, ſtrongly 
irched and ſapported with four white well-wronght Marble pillars, each about ſeven 
yards high ; (for *tis preſumed that the promes part of this pile was vanlted under 
gromid.) Near which is a fair Arch of like ſtone, whereupon'is engraven a man of an 
extra ry fize, wearing tis hair extraordinary long and curPd both upon head 
arid beard; the halt of which is cut ſquare, after the mode of the aged devout Arabi- 
arr is hezd is covered with'z flat ronnd Cap, and at his feet (in fign of eminency 
drfronqueſt) 4 Lion couchant is placed.

A 
Rette higher a mai is placed apon one knee, andby his bowing poſture (albeit his face 
be turned towafds the North-welt) ſeems to ſupplicate ſome Deity, On either fide 
thePrince in two (everal ranks ſtand many Flamens, whoſe heads are filletted (for 'cis 
chat'gave them their names,). and in their ſacerdotal garments, holding up their hands 
and Joyning-them together, dancing and rejoycing as in old times was uſed in Pzans 
to the Stn, their Fpollo, Nor. far thence is the like Story ; in this onely differing ;

few paces thence are figured two great Giants, who by pure force ſubje&t two 
Lions, *whom they hold down by their hands faſtened within their hair. Nighthem 
zreplaced another Guard of Foot, armed with Spear and Sword, as it were ſafe- 
gnatding ſome notable priſoner. Adjoyning that is the image of another Sovereign 
Prince, in habit and poſture litcle differing from the former; onely the Scepter here 
rather reſembles a Biſhops or paſtoral-ſtaff, which he holds ere in his right hand. Ac 
firſt view I imagined it was the Image of an Archflamen; but more deliberately, That 
it rather repreſents fome Sovereign Prince. Now albeit of late times Kings amongſt 
che Infidels in fome parts imitate our Europzan Monarchs, not onely in State, but 
alfo in their Regal Ornaments of Crown and Scepter ; nevertheleſs of old the variety 
was far more inthoſe diſtinQtions. For (that I may not exceed my bounds) in Perſis 
the Tiara,the Myrthra, the Cydaris,or Diadem(which was a fillet or wreath of blue and 
winte Silk imbroidered with precious Stones, which the Surena crowned (yrus with, 
and ſome ſay not till then invented,) the W reath or Chaplec were the Regalia, as now 
the Mandil is with which che Shawgb, and with the Puggaree the Mogals bead is adorn- 
ed. Amongſt theſe the Mythra (which ſome make onewich che Cidaris, as in Zech.3.5- 
where after the Vulgar Latine,Cydaris is tranſlated Myter) was not lealt in eſteem with

S> that,as that attire became undiitinguilbablein lixe ſort was the Paltoral-ſtaff, which 
albeic properly attributed to the Flamen or principal Magw, Kings nevertheleſs ſome- 
times uſed co hold it.

lemn occalions. Albeit, it is not to be doubted, how that this cuſtome contindet trot 
many Ages, nor was pratiſed amongit all (orty of people ; bur dilring the eime theie 
Princes graſped the Scepter of the Univerſe, and with thoſe onely that were of high- 
eſt qualicyq For, when the Greeks ſubverted this Monarchy, this- mode was left, gnd

chat people conformed to' the Greeks cuſtomes ; as appears by that ſtately F 
Epbeſtion had, and alſo that other of Alexander himſelf; where the Corps were 
interred in-theſe deep holes,nor burnt with fire 3 but embalmed, cottiged, and kepraf- 
ter the manner of the Aeyptians. Nor doth it appear what manner of Funeral $t4- 
tirs the Wife of Alexander and Daughter of the laſt Darius bad; whether according 
to the manner of the Macedonians or Perſians: for albeit Juſtin, Diodorus Siculus, Ouin- 
tus Curtius, and Alian make mention of her burial, and of the burial of Darixs; yet in 
what manner, or in what place ehey were interred, (albeir neither pomp nor coſt was 
ſpared, nor the preſence ot-the Conquerour himſelf wanting for the greacer honour of 
' the Obſequy) choſe Hiſtorians are altogether lilenr. is not 

Belides theſe, upon the ſame Mountains ſome pieces of perſpettive are elabor 
and regularly cut, reſembling the nobleſ ſort of ancient ſtrufture. The loweſt door 
or place of entrance is open, and as if it were to be aſcended by ſteps : on 
either (ide the door are placed flat PjHafters, which ſuſtain the Archicrave and other 
ſupertru&ture. Towards the ſummir are other doors ſhut ; and the whole imbelliſh- 
ed with a few pourtraits of men, which ferve for ornament, ſomething conform to 
to that Templam Solis which long after by Arelian the Emperour was eretted upon 
mount Qxirinal in Kome,as expreſſed by Laxrus. Upon the culmen has been a Pagod, 
which the inhabitants thereabouts ſay was Jamſheat, he that ſucceeded Oxchang 
and he Syameec the Son of Keyomarraz who ruled Perſia circs A. M. 2000. and was 
contemporaneous with the Patriarch Facob, fix handred years before the deſtruftion 
of Troy, then which (ſome preſume to aver) no Monument in the world precedes in 
Time; Nullum ante Trojana tempora Monumentum apd ullos Literis mandatum vel 
ſeulptum fuerat : In which we oughe not to be politive. | 

Abour three hundred paces r aiyote from Chilmanor there is a ſingle Column, 
entire from baſe to capital : buc being ſo low, and without company, it is not eafie 
to conjefture of what uſe it was. The pedeſtals of wo other Columns ſquare in form 
are ſeen at no great diſtance thence : but uncertain what ſort of Column they bore z 
ſeeing there iz an empty hole in one of them, which ſome think ſerved as an Urn to 
keep the aſhes of ſome dead bodies that were burned, 

Some ſpace from the Mountain towards the Valley, are ſeveral coffins or troughs 
of ſtone ; ſome whole, but molt broken : in which one may preſume dead Corpſes 
have been laid. There are moreover the reliques of ſome Tancks or Conſervatories 
of water, towards which one may diſcern the Aquzduft or water-paſſage was cut 
through from the top of the Mountain: ſoas by a pipe what rain- water fell at any 
time from the clouds was conveyed down into the Citterns. And with good reaſon : 
for albeit the City Perſepol;s had the benefit of the River lately. mentioned, yer the 
building expatiated moſt rowards the North-eaſt, which was towards the Palace, Cer- 
tain it is, ſo great a diſtance needed theſe helps (wanting ſprings) the berter to feed 
their places ot pleaſure, as Orchards, Gardens, Grotts, &c. which the City had plen- 
ty of, and thoſe very large ones. The onely ruine that remains of building in that 
part the Ciry ſtood, is a ſpacious ſquare, which had but one door for entrance. The 
walls are high and laſting; for they are of extraordinary large pieces of Marble. And 
albeit the cemenc of theſe that joyns the ſtones are vihble; yet of what ſubſtance the

1f I exceed, this may excuſe it, Preſtat de Carthagine 
tacere,quam pauca dicere. A.D.645. of the Heg.25, by command of Omar chetn Ca- 
lyph of Mecca, Siet-ben-Abivakez. with ſome troops of Arabian Horſe invaded Perſia, 
to pluck violently away from Tezdgirds head the tottering Diadem ; which at the 
third pull (having ewice' overthrown him) he effeted, the ſplendor of that King- 
dome then.eclipſing: this done, Ben- Abivakez ſacked his ewo beſt Towns, viz; Elme- 
din in Chaldea (built Anno Dom. 520, by Kozrao Son to Kobodes; howbeit, the Alco- 
ran ſays it ſprung our of hell z) and Spabawn in Parthia. Anno Heg, 400. Mabemet 
the Calyph of Baggdat after his conqueſt of Gujwrat in Indiz, inhis return homewards 
plundered $f abaws, Tangrolipix, commonly reputed Lord of the Zelznccian 
Family and Anceſtor of the Ottomans, in the year 1030- of the'Heg, 410. (Edward 
the Confeflor then. ruliclg Engleng, Gruffyth ap Llewellyn Wiles) was intreated by 
Mabomet Prince-of Perſia to aid him againſt Pyſaſtris an encroaching Babylonian ; which 
Tangrolipix (or Togrulbeg as ſome call him) did, and proſpered in;- andafter chat de- 
fended him againſt the invading Indyan. In recompence of which good ſervices, the 
Turq onely deſires leave to paſs through his Countrey, and over Araxis (which a 
Bridge doth (corn, pontem indignatus Araxis, |. s /Enead.) to vifit his Countrey- 
men who lived betwixt the two Seas Caſpian and Ewxin; A requeſt how reaſonable 10- 
ever it lee ned, was nevertheleſs raſhly d=nied by Mabomet, who indeed thought the 
Txrk had a worſe delign. Bur this denial was ſo unkindly reſented by che Txrk, thac 
after ſome paſſionate exprellions he kept his party for ſane time ſecretly in the Cara- 
manian deſert, and ſoon brought under command all that Countrey which neigh- 
bours the Perſian gulph: And (vexing £2 be ſo-confined,) foon after he marcaes 
againſt the King, and at Sbyraz both Armies met ; where albeit the Perſians were 
twenty thouſand Horſe and Foot, and more numerous then the Turk, yet was he van- 
quilbed. Mubomet rallying another Army of treble the number, nevertheleſs coulJ 
aot relift his deſtiny : For, after a (horc but hotdiſpure near thoſe plains, the Perhan 
Army was routed, and fo fiercely purſued by T angrolipix, that ſome thouſands of the 
Perſians were lain, and many made priſoners; Mahomet ſaving himſelf in the field by 
the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe, which brought him to Spabawn; where,in amazement fal- 
ling from his beaſt, he broke his neck.

Ler me lead you into the Mydan ; into which ere | can bring you, we paſs over 
a well-built ſeverat arched Bridge of hewen ſtone, which is towards the Sonth-weſt 
end of the City, fapported by fve and thirey pillars. chrough which the Sindery (or 
Zindarout) trom the mountain ſtreames gently ; (preading in rainy ſeaſons here well- 
nigh ſo broad as the Thamezs, but very thallow : For, in Summer her channel is cons 
erated, and fo ſhallow that children uſually wade or paſs through it, for that the 
Citizens tor the better watering: of their Gardens by {luces drain it, and divide it in- 
© many rivolets, infomuch as that the courſe of the River is (poiled, and (which is 
ſtrange) loſt in ſome Valleys not many leagues diſtaat thence; where 'tis drunk up, 
withour ever emptying it ſelf (like other itreams) into any Sea or Ocean: 'eſpecially 
by the pip*s which: feed the two great and famous Gardens belonging to the King, 
called Nazar-jarib and Cher-bangh, whch for beauty contend with all other in Aſia. 
The Mydan is without donbr as (ſpacious, a3 pleaſant and aromatick a Market as an 
12 the Univerſe: it is a thouſand :paces from North to South, and from Eaft to W 
aoove two hundred ; reſembling our Exchange, or the place Royal in Paris, bur fix 
rimes larger: the building is-of Sun-dried brick; and an uninterrapted building 3 
the in-(ide full of ſhops, each-ſhop filled with wares of ſundry ſorts; arched above (in 
Cupolo's,) tarras-wiſe framed at top, and with plaiſter (like that of Paris parget- 
ted. That Mydan being the nobleſt part, is placed as it were in the heart of this Ci- 
ty - TheKings Palace (or Chonna-Potſhaugh) conjoyns it upon the Weſt fide, pol- 
lelling 2 large ſpace of ground backwards, but juts not to the ſtreet farther then. the 
other buildings, which are uniform to the ſtreet, ſo as to paſſengers it gives not any 
bravery, her greatelt gallantry being in the trim ; for it is pargetted and painted 
with 
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with blue and gold, interlaced with polies of Arabick, which after the groteſco man- 
ner makes ic ſhew very pleaſant, Within, che rooms (according to the common form 
chere) are arched, enlightened by trellizes: . the roony is im1»ofſed above, and paint- 
ed wich red, white, blue, and gold; che ides with (pores and Jandskips 3 the ground 
or floor was ſpread with curious carpets of hk and gold, without other furniture ; 
tarraſſed above,garniſhed with a Pharoe over-topping many Moſques; and the Garden 
or Wilderneſs behind the Houſe was filled with airy Citizens, priviledged from hurt 
or affrights, and for which they return their thankfull notes in a more melodious con- 
ſore and variety, then if they were in the exatteſt vollyere in the Univerſe. Within 
che Hippodrome many of the Cavalry uſe to ride, (as Xenophon in the life of Cyras in- 
ſtances ;z) ſo do the Perfians at this day, daily repairing to the Court-gate, mounted, 
with lances in their hands, Sham(beers or (words and quivers by their uude ; where af- 
ter they have praunced a while, they depart, unleſs che King prepare to goabroad; 
for then they give their due attendance. 

The North-lle of the Medan hath eight or nine arched rooms, uſually bung with 
Lamps and Latren Candleſticks, which being lighted (as *tis aſual, eſpecially at the 
Feſtival of Lights which they call Geraghan) give a curious ſplendor. Thither che 
Potſhaugh and others frequently reſort for paſtime, as tumbling, (leight of hand, dan- 
page. 4 and painted Catamites; that nefandum peccatum being there tolerated. Ar 
the furthelt end North is the Mint ; where we ſaw oneday Silver coined, Gold tae (e- 
cond, and next day Braſs, Not far thence are Cooks ſhops, where men uſe to feed the 
helpfull belly, after the buſie eye and painfull feet have ſufficiently laboured. 

Afore the Kings door are one and thirty Demi-cannons of braſs, and twelve iron 
Culverins unmounted; brought thither (as I ſuppoſe, after ſome overthrow they 
gave the Portugal or Twrk) from Ormws or Babylon. Oppoſite to this Palace is afaic 
Temple or ſewma Machit ; but that at the South-end is the moſt noble. The ouc- 
fide of this is ſtone : not formed according to the Croſs (the Hieroglyphic of our fal- 
vation) as ours be ; but round as were the Jews; either from the Talmud, figurin 
out Exernity ; or from the Alcaba in Mecca, the ſhape whereof they ſay was reveal 
to Abrabam out of heaven, pattern'd (quis hoe credat) from that which Adam reared in 
Paradiſe : Within, this here is diſtinguiſhed into Iles; the walls are lined fifteen foot 
high from the (ole with white well-poliſhed Marble z it is cupolo'd, compaſſed with 
walls, and open to the air, the Iles excepted where the people reſort to prayer and 
proſtrations, which are covered: and without are ſome ſeats to reſt in. In the center is a 
large Tanck andat the portal another, oRangular, filled with pure water, which firtt 
glides round the in-fide of the Medan through a ſtone courſe or channel fix foot deep 
and as many broad, which after a pleaſant murmur drills into this Tanck ; whence ir 
is ſuckt out by ſubterranean paſſages, and diſtributed into private houſes and gardens 
for uſe and for refreſhment. Within the Medan the ſhops be uniform, Trades uſually 
having their ſhops cogerher : of which ſome be Mercers, Lapidaries ſome, and (not 
the feweſt) ſuch as ſell Gums, Drugs, and Spices ; ſhewing al o greater variety of 
fimples and ingredients of medicines, then ever 1 ſaw together in any one City of 
Evrope; and ſuch as may give encouragement to Phyſicians both to view and judge 
both of their nature and quality, as well as temperature of the climes they come from, 
which ſach as are 3gnorane cannot diſtinguiſh. And indeed, the Drugs and Spices 
here ſo perfumed the place, that it made me fince give the better credit to that Mo- 
noſtic of an old Poet,

This noble” Ciry is in compals not leſs then Tork or Norwich, about four thouſand 
Families being accounted in her. The houſes are falrly buile, many of which are 
pargetted without, and paifted ; the Moſques and Hummums are in their cupoloegs 
curiouſly ceruleated with 4 feigned Turquoiſe : theBuzzar is ſpacious and uniform ; 
furnifhed with Silks, Damasks,and Carpets of filk, filk and Igo d,and of courſe thrumd- 
wool; no part of the world havingbetter, or berter coloured. Here arealfo tore of 
ſpices, and other Merchandize. Beſides, the people here (the fruit of induſtry) be 
more civil, no leſs attive, and as trim and rich in their attire, as 1 could obſeryein 
any other part : and by reaſon they allow few to be idle, hereare full manufattures of 
Silks, Sattens, and cloth of Gold curiouſly wrought and coloured, no better in the 
world; and in ſuch plenty, that one Cartwright an Eagliſh Merchant who was there 
about the year 1600. ſpares not to averr, That there was then more Silk brought in 
one year into Caſhan, then broad Cloaths are into Londen, - Here alſo they have a ſin- 
gular Art in Dying or colouring of Silks, and Raining of Linnen-clorh like the Indian- 
antadoes. They alſo make very ciirious lively flowers and knots, and in beautifull 
colours upon leather, which are very laſting and for ſeveral uſes. Ina word, a more 
induſtrious and civil people, or a Town better governed, Perſia elſewhere has noc. 
Here isno want of pleaſure neither,abownding in gardens,fruits,and corn,by the elabo- 
rateTymars madeco fruQtifie, which being cultivated, retribute a gainful acknowledg- 
ment.

were given into his hand as Rulerover them all; Dan.2.38. ſo as it will be too great a 
a labour in this ſmall circle co enumerate his conqueſts, his yiftorious arm fubduing 
where-everit wag extended : Xgypt he made a Province of his Empire ; 7eraſalem be 
deſtroyed, and fired the Temple 3 carrying Zedechiss and his people priſoners to Baby. 
lon, the laft of the four Kings of Fudab (viz. Maneſſes, Febojakim, Feconias and Zedechias) 
who by the Aſſyrian Kings were led captiveto Babylon. Syria and Arabia were likewite 
ſubje&ed under the ſtroke of his Scepter; and part of A#hiopia, Tix pride of Niniueb 
he abaſed,agreeable to the prophelie of Nabum 3.9. and Top. 14. wit. flew Arpbaxadand 
ſpoiled Echaten. In a word, the extent of his Dominion wasnot ſtraitned withiii leſs 
bounds then the confines of the then inhabited world. Buc to paticularizehis many 
ſumptuous and magnificent ſtruftures, eſpecially that at Babylon, wou!d be no leſs 
eedious ; For he aot onely beautified old Babylon but added to it a new City upon 
the oppolite fide of the River which he incloſed with a triple Wall of brick ; and 
for the delight of his Queen (whom ſome name Amyrtis, ſuppoſed to be the Daugh- 
ter of Aſtyages the Median King,) and for the recreation of his Daughter Nytoc-is (who 
in (piric and noble buildings ſhe afterwards made ſeemed another Semiram#) by extra- 
ordinary colt and incredible number of hands raifed ſuch ſtately Arches of ſtone as for 
height and breadth ſeemed a mountain, which gave curious proſpe@ not onely over 
that mighey City and River but into the Countrey round about which was level, 
and the horizon un-interrupted by any bill ; ſo that beſides the delightfull walks ic 
had he planted it with all manner of fruit and flowers, inſomuch as it ſeerned a Pa- 
radiſe. Which, with the rich and ſtately Palace he erefed for his Royal Seat (repu- 
ted one of the Wonders of ſis, and continuing perfet to Alexanders time) begot 
ſuch admiration in the King himſelf as that exprellion, 1s not this great ba 
bel which 1 bave built ? &c. which boaſt drew upon him themoit memorable judg- 
ment any ſtory mentions, for ſeven years ſpending his time amongſt ſavage beaſts: yet 
through divine mercy reſtored ro ſenſe and dignity all che remainder of his life ac- 
knowledging Gods power moſt Sovereign and Everlaſting. 

This mighty Monarch after four and forty years rule paid Nature her laft debt and 
was buried in Babylon, having firlt bequeathed his Crown and Scepter to Evil-Mers- 
dach a friend unto the captived Jews, and in particular to King Febojachin, ag we find 
in Fer. 52-31. nevertheleſs, a Son very unlike the Father ; much of what the'one by 
prudence and valour got, the other loſt by want of judgment and too much pulilla- 
nimity : For, Zgypt under Amaſis revolted from him; Media by the good condutt of 
Aſtyages and Perfia by the lively ſpirit of Cyrus withdrew from under his ſubjeftion ; 
and marching with reſolute Armies againſt him in the end deprived Evil-Merodach 
both of life and reign ; whom nevertheleſs Balthazar called Belſhazzar in Daniel ſuc. 
ceeded, a Prince of that tyrannical and diſ-obliging nature as rendred him nolefs con- 
temptible abroad then hatefu]l at home : ſo asthe period of that great Afſyrian Emi- 
pire which from Nimrod to this Prince had flouriſhed upwards of 1600. years under a 
ſeries of fifty Monarchs, had its ultimate period. For Belſhazzar too fecurely and im» 
pioully feaſting a thouſand of his Lords, (thoſe gold and filver Veſſels conſecrated to 
the Lord, and by his Grandfather Nebuchadnezzar brought trom the Temple at Feru- 
ſalem to Babylon being profanely uſed by the King, the Princes, their Wives and Con- 
cubines) digitx Dei, judgment by Daniels interpretation was pronounced againſt thac 
miſerable Prince, and execution immediately followed; for, the Medes and Perfians 
who then beſieged the City entred forthwith and maſtered Babylon, yea that night

The greateſt of this Princes troubles took riſe from the reſtleſs ambition 
and purſuie of his Brother Cyrxs after the Crown ; heighned thereto by the partial 
favour of the Queen-mother and ſecret -inſinuations of Tiſſapbernes his pretended 
Friend, who firtt made him believe he had moſt right to ſway being born after his 
Father was King 3 but finding that proje& not likely co ſucceed, faced about, in- 
forming the King of the Princes intent: Which occaſioned a fummons to be ſent 
him, and appearing, being ſecured bur in fetters of gold, at the importunity of his 
Mother Pariſatis he was ſoon ſet at liberty and reſtored to his Lieutenancy of Lydis 
and the adjacene Provinces at that diſtance ruminating how to compaſs his ambi- 
tious ends under colour of revenge for the late diſgrace he ſuffered ; and having a 
conſiderable intereſt in Greece they were willing to widen the difference thereby eo 
make Perſia the leſs capable of offending them ;z ſoasthey readily furniſhed him with 
ten thouland Auxiliaries expert in war, But the preparations that Cyras made,made ic 
appear he was in earneſt, and that he reſolved either to win the Crown or find 4 
grave : Accordingly with a confiderable Army of Horſe and Foot he paſſed 
through Syris into Aſſyris, and without oppoſition poſleſſed himſelf of che ewo prin- 
cipal an. of the Empire Bebyloz and S»ſ2, which made him believethereſt his own, 
and was no leſs the opinion of moſt.

The aged King upon the report of her beauty would needs (ee whether: Fame ſpake 
truch; and upon view became equally captivated : ſo as this unhappy competition 
occaſioned a difference not to be reconciled *ewixt Father and Son. The King ne- 
vertheleſs perceiving how extreamly the Princes ſoul was endeared to her, and con- 
lidering that indecors ſunt intuts gave way' to his Son, endeavouring all he could 
to abate his own defire ; which though ſmothered a while broke our at laſt into ſuch 
a flame that he violeatly (cized her from his company, and pretending that ic was in 
zeal, ſequeſtred her within the Veſtal Temple of eFnayz as they call Diana at Echatan. 
Which enraged the Prince ; and being further heightned in his jealoulie by Terebates 
an Eunuch in near relation to the King, withour the leaſt conſideration (finding no 
other way how to recover Aſpaſia) he praftiſes how he might aſſaſſinate the King his 
Father in his own Cloſet : A Treaſon of an ugly dye, and according to i:s demerit 
no ſooner known but that the conſpirators were flain in the attempt, and the 
Prince himſelf (though Heir apparent) ſecured, tried by a Councel of War moſt 
of which were Princes, condemned, and the ſentence put in execution. Now albeit 
tac King for his own preſervation approved thereof ar ticſt, yet afterwards the loſs of 
{0 hopefull a Priuce ſo overcharged his thoughts that in a languiſhing: condition it 
at length broke his heart. Such was the end of this-great Monarch after fix and 
thirty years Reignz being likewiſe buried at Perſepolis in or about the year of the 
world 3600.

'Pontxs Exxinus alſo has the name of Mare maggiore, 
and. well deſerves that attribuce ſeeing it is well-nigh 'three thouſand miles in com- 
paſs ; (o great, as warranted Ovid and other Roman Poets te denominate all other 
Seas-by-that, as Omnia pontus Nil nifi pontus, &c. And for the Caſpian, though by 
reaſon it is every where encompaſſed with Land it indeed rather reſembles a great 
Lough or pond” then Sea, nevertheleſs from its greatneſs and other properties is 
worthily ranked inter Dei magnalia, and by mographers in the cataJogue of 
other Seas; For Pliny terms it ingens; and Maginus, V aftum mare, alarge and valt Sea;

ſecret infinuations (as ſome imagine ) of his Uncle Maſtsphz whom thereupon the 
martinous Janizaries tirft mounted into the Throne and as quickly dethroned, having 
2 better opinion of vAchmat the Brother of Ozman, whom in that confulion they pro. 
claimed King. '

10:8. after he had lived full fourſcore years, and ruled the Empire forey 
three. His body was from Cabs tranſlated to eFrdaveil, and buried near the corps of 
his great Anceſtors,and in his place, Soffee his Grandſon was proclaimed King; who af. 
eer he had ſwayed the Scepter abour fifteen years being likewiſe ſummoned by impacrtia| 
Death was buried atCoom, and ſucceeded by his Son Abbas, a Prince of great courage 
and prudence at this day, and likely to preſerve what his royal Progenicors commit. 
redto his inſpetion and government. 

Thus having run over the Series of their Kings 3 in the next place I ſhall offer my 
mixt obſervations concerning that ons: together wich a little ſupplement rela- 
ting to their Religion; after which I{hall proceed in our Travels.

Hence ic is, thas 
they continne their maimed calculations, out of a blind coneeit that Antiquity com- 
manded them ; for they have uſed to compute their years rather by the Moon, then 
by that motion of the Sun; affirming, That the Firmament or eighth Heaven finiltes 
ies revolution in two and thirty years: which is falſe; his diurnal motion from Ealt 
to Weſt compleating it ſelf in four and twenty hours ; his other from Welt co Eaſt,bue 
one degree in an hundred years; ſuch js the violence of the firſt mover. Notwith- 
ſtanding, it is probable they mean the heaven of Saturn which adjoyneth it, (whole 
revolution comes near their time) finifting its journey from Welt co Eaſt in thirty 
years, Hence their Lunary account is becomeſubjet co errour, reckoning from the 
Autumnal ZXquinox twelve Moons, the number of days in a who'e year three hun- 
dred fifty three: ſo-that our Solar computation exceeds theirs twelve dayes at leaſt 
every year z whereby ic comes to paſs, that thirty of our years make one and thirty 
of theirs ; whence, the difference ariſes *ewixt us and them in their Hegyrath, which 
by protra& will doubtleſs occaſion more confulion.

A large allowance in that juvenility of Time, for we (ay plures opes nunc 
ſunt, &e./ yet credible-when- the vaſt Revenue the Perfiav Empire -extratted fron 
many Nations is conlidered; for, what accrued out of thoſe hitndred 'tirenty Tehtn 
Provinces, was not leſs then forty thonſand and -five himdred Atric or' Euboit Tx. 
lents, in,our account forty hundred thouſand Crowns or thereaboitts:* Our of Indiz 
alſo thay-yearly received three hundred atid chreeſcore Talents of gold in duft. © 'Nor 
is the Crown-revenue at this day much leſs, albeit tis Territory be fot half ſo grhar ; 
tor Tabamss An. Dom: 1560. received eight millions'of Crowns, 'gathered fron; fift 
Sultans who farmed hys In-come ; befides annual preſents from great Officers, ſome © 
py hich may be conſidered by the wealth of a late neighbour of theirs, the Governour of 
Lahore; who at his death bequeathed unto his Mater" three millions of coined gold; 
2 great quantity of bullion, Jewels of -great-price, and'many Elephancs, Camels,” and 
Hoxſes. of. great value: it is welt known, chat Leventbibeg ſeldotme failed ro fend 
him yearly- che value of twenty thouſznd Crowns as'a Nex-years-gift; twelve thot- 
fand Horſe the Curdyes *twixt the:two Seas allo yearly prefented {and Abbas atthis 
day from Silk and other duties receives yearly above nine millions,” fonrteen mitlions 
and two hundred and eighty thouſand Florins ſome fay,tliree hundred fifty ſeven th6n- 
ſand Tomans in Perſian money, which in ours, is about eleven hundred and ninety 
thouſand pounds,ſterling. | |

Theſe were Abuboker, Omer, and Ozman ; by the Turks venerably accounted of, but 
by the Perſians (as appears bythe commination invented by Syet Gamer) reputed He. 
reticks ; from whence ariſes ſuch hatred betwixt theſe two mighty Monarchs, that to 
Exropes good they divide, and proſecute each other as it were with: hatred: irrecon. 
cileable. 6 4 214d. ** ; 274 | 
MAHO MET (ſon of Abdzr a Pagan and Emma a Jew) was born at Fathrth for 
Itrarip, Fezrab Poſtellwcalls it). in Arabia, the year from the Crextion+45 44. of 
Chrik our bleſſed Lord and Saviour 574. Juſtinian at that time governing the Roan 
Empire, and Cozrboes (latherto Hormyſda) the Perfien. *T 
His Parents. were poor, -cheretore-as. an apprentice with much patience he ſerved 
Zayed-ben- Hartab. a rich Merchant ; who Uy ing, left his ſervant a conliderable legacy; 
but by reaſon of thoſe broils ewixt Cozrboes and the Romans, TI rathck decayed, and 
moſt men were compelled to dance after Bellona's mulick ; (0 'as Mabomer among(t 
others enliſted himſelf and (ſerved under Heraclius, and atper that the Ferfian 3 nor 
caring who was vanquiſhed, ſo be gained. Nor did-ke err in his imagination : for-by 
the great eliate left him by Ben-Hartab and acquired in the Wars, he had thecregit 
to command ſo many Tattars and Argbiens, as at length he adventured to (et up fot 
himſelf; and had the hap firit co beatche Chriſtian forces and. ſoun after the Perſig 
which got him more reputation : inſomuch as having acquainted his Army wickand 
diſcord at that time hapning in the Rovman State, (for (o it was that Pha having Alain

The:Jews,alſb ſeeing his glorjous 
riſe, cried him up for the Meſſiah, till they perceived him-to eat Camels fle(h, and 
then they abhorred him : but che ill cape Savages admire,and (though ſome.thouglit' 
meaaly of him) molt part hoped he 7?) effet his promiſes, and accordingly credit: 
his pretended revelations. - TOPETD, \ 
But ere he conld finiſh this new. model by him called an Alcoran, or Laws-more 
reſembling Ordinances of War then Ilaſtruftions to conquer Luſt, as one hag noted; 
the Perſian ſuddenly broke in among._thery, and in memory of their late hoſtility dg 
plunder retaliates-them ſo to purpole, that Mabomet (to ſave his life) made uſe:of 
his Dromedary, leaving the reſt of his company to che fugy of the Perſian. |

With a ſad heare Mahomet thus haſtens back to Mecca (Mocara and Menychiates of 
old, and then the ſtony Arabian Metropolis :) but when he calls to mind his miſerable: 
eltare, by this lait defeat being defeated both of his money. and men, yea ſuch mea 
whoſe impulſe was prepared to propagate his Alcoran, conſumes in the meditations;

Some lafer way he therefore ruminates. And in the firſt place, to ſolace his unquiet

her begot chree Sons arid three Daughters, namely Ebrabim, Tajeb, and Tabor, whica 
three died young, Fatyms and Z2ynab (both married to Mortzs-4lly,) Om: Kaltbon 
and Rachya, Wives to old Abuboker. But his tomack growiag weak, one ſort of

imitation of our Lent, or rather the forty dayes Moſes was. in Horeb, by ſome ſaid in 
memory of Mabomets forty dayes obſcuring himſelt in the Deſart, when he fled from 
the rage of Meecs's lahabitants, and for that in this monech be divulged his Alcoran : 
but molt likely (as in the 47 Azoara of himfelf, and 25, in which he treats of the 
excellency of the Alfurcan) fron his being ſo loag in the fixth heayen called Alabsl, 
where this Anthcopomorphite blaſphemoully reports he had the honour- to ſhake 
hands with che Almighty (which he ſayes were levemcty times colder then Ice;) and 
chat being upon the earth co make che people. credic him the more, he commanded

curifing in all kinds of delights and pleaſures pollivle. Proſpers ſaying That to falt 
from lin is the beſt Faſt, is here no good Doftrige. So ſo0u a5 the nine and twencis 
eth day is paſt (for though the Alcoran commands forty, yet by thoſe of the late re- 
formation, it is limited to one Moon) they begin the Byram (as we do Eaſter) and 
continue their merriment «ill che third day beended : the two dayes after the Byram 
are commonly called Chutfi-bobreom (or Byram.) The lat hour of the lall Feltival 
they uſually reſolve upon a pilgrimage to vilic their Prophets Sepulchrez not magne- 
tically attrated, nor intombed in an Iran coftin as ſome report, but laid under a fair 
Marble, poliſhed and engrxavea with Arabic ſentences out of the Eleſalem ; and in the 
way (as we have obſerved) they wallow in all kind of curpitude; yet no where per- 
ſecuted, being palliated with a Pilgrims coat and hypocritic ſantticy.

- To conelude, 
Gabriel the Parter of Paradiſe has. ſeventy chouland Keyes which pertain co his Office, 
every Key being ſeven thouſand miles long ; by which you may imagine the Doors aie 
no Pigmie ones.

] have obſerved; and here (as the cover of their Legend) ſhut up, ranking them in an 
Alphabetic way, leſt ſhould any way injure their ſeniorities,

tyrem. And tis well obſerved, That theſe falſe Teachers are (o raviſhed and trarifport- 
ed when they have found chat they have a dominion and foveraignty over the Faith 
and Conſciences of Men, as no- perſecution nor torture can ever make them to relin- 
quifh ic. Now figce this blaſpemous Anthropomorphice per{wades his SeQaries That 
at. his aſcent into Heaven the Almighty couched bim with his hand, ie ſeems he was 
ignorant That God is Infinite agwell as Eternal, and without any compoftion : (o as 
that tenet of his is an Errour againſt the very Eſſence of God. Maleditias eft (Gayes 
Auguſtin) Qui Deitatem ad bominis lineamenta refert. Dexs enim non eft buman# forme 
particeps, neq; corpus humanum Divine. Yea, Triſmegiftus could fay, Anim? tft imago 
Mentis, Mens imago Dei ; Dew enim mentis preeſt,mens anime, corpori anima * The Soul 
is the image of the Underſtanding, Linderſtanding is the image of God; God rules 
over the ſtanding, Uunderitanding over the Soul, as the Soul doth over the 
Body. o 

Their rules are various. The Mufti is chief in heariag and deciding in caſe of errour: 
which if he fail in, the Meccan Protomilt determines it. Tbe Caddi, Cadale(hi, and 
Muſtaedini are next in Eccleliaſtic dignity. The Hodgei, Emeri, and Mulai the firſt 
are Expoſitors, theother Mendicants, eating their bread in idlene's. The Fylalli con- 
verſe moſt. The Deruiſſt are wandring Wolves in Sheeps-cloathing : (Derwſtez oratores 
Perſici are mentioned by Herodotus lib.g.) The Taliſmanni regard the hours of prayer, 
by rurxing the four-hour'd glaſs. The Muyezini cry from the tops of Moſques, batto- 
logizing Llals Hyllula. The Calenderi, Abdalli, and Derviflari be Pzderalts, and dan- 

erous to meet in ſolitary places. The Terlaqui and Cobtini are of the Family of Love, 
he Leſhari and Papaſh, fortune-tellers and {tar-gazers. The Sunni, Naappi, arid Teck: 
nai yow filence, and affaſſinate, TheSietti and Imami ſomerimes pull out their eyes, 
having once ſeen Nedina-Talnabi: others of theſe-have pulled out cheir tongues. 
The Huquiemali fing amorous (ongs : ſome for penance go naked, other-forhe are co. 
veredin aſhes. The Dooanni are fools or mad-men,yet thought inſpired. The Men- 
dez aftlit their bodies by thirſt, laſhigg and wounding themielves; and, in Charity, 
carry burthens or do any fervile labour gratis : ſome abjure fleth, h{h, wine, and roſe- 
water; ſome live Eremitesz and ſome built houſes to (ate-guard birds and beaſts, feed 
them, and have Mutic to prevent their melancholy : Ocher-ſome build Hoſpitals, Inns, 
Baths, Moſques, and the like. Some are Poetalters or Mimographers: other-ſome 
have ſeeds and charms to make women fruitfull, Some ſcorch their skins in the Sun : 
others of more pity and piety oyl their naked bodies, and to allure the poor Flies to 
palture. roft themſelves in the burning Sun. Theſe and many other pathsthey tread,

eſt Lex (ayes Tertllian) que ſe probarinon andet. From whence, few except they be Ec- 
clefiafticks,trouble themſelves to read or ſtudy itz hoping by a reverend ignorance and 
the Colliers faith to be ſaved ' But by your fayour 1will anſwer you out of Martial. 


Decipies alios verbis, Others with words and pleaſing looky

Howbeit, the Perſians (lince Gznets reformation) have contrafted the Alcoran into 
alefler Volume. Ozmans labours they (leight : the four great Doftors who had their 
original from the ſweat of Mabomets brows Gunet allo execrates. Theſe are the mot 
material difference. 'twixt Tark and Perfian. And yet lct none think that Syers was the 
firſt ſchim : for Ozman was noſooner dead; but according to the Adage Poſthnmi He- 
reſis filzi, Ibnul to infeeble Ozmans labours commented upon the Alcoran, and differed 
from his opinion. Aﬀeer him, 7bnu-Abel-baſen of Balſora, An. Heg, 88. by his auſtere 
life and eloquence not onely oppoſed the Melchian, but in compariſon of whom Thnul 
himſelf was counted erroneous. At his death chey Sainted him : but truſting to I ra- 
dition (for they could never prevail with Haſſen co commit any thing to writing) his 
Diſciples differed (o far amongſt themſelves, rhat it came co blows,which had but courſe 
Logic, not agreeing in any point, till Elbaru-Ibnu-eſed of Babylon did his beſt in an 
elaborate Paraphrale not obely to reconcile them but withal co make Canonical El- 
hens expolitions. It ſeemed calm weather a while : but ere long a thunder-clap was 
heard from Meccs's Territories ; anathematizing Elbaru-Eſed, perſecuting him and all 
his fautors, Purſuant to which,by Melec-ſoz's command they not onely burn his papers, 
but, excommunicate him from the coaverſe and ſociety of Mufſulmen. 
| | Neverthele(s, King Cazel afterwards was induced to have a good opinion of Elbars 
and his Teners; and at that time being a Favouriteto his Uncle the great Melec-foz (2 
Turk, and late Vitor over Babylon) makes uſe of his power, deliring ſome favour 
for the late excommunicated men. Melec could not eahily be perſwaded : but Nydam 
Emual another Courtier of note and favourer of Elberu*s doftrine, feconds Cazel, 
and prevails to have the Anefian SeRaries called home again. Elgaz-zxli a nimble. 
witted man undertakes it, and by little leſs then miracle cloſes the late made breach : 
ſo as as now Mabomet ſhines without interpolition z/but an alteration quickly followed, 
For Saint Azmulli from the Caſpian ſhore defies all ſuch as chought well of CHabomets 
three intruding Succeſſors. This ſeemed a terrible Apoſtacy at firſt : but while all 
Aſia were in admiration what the event would be, a crack of no leſs amazement comes 
fromthe Welt, where Almotannabbz exalts his own piety and learning above Mabewets. 
This ſeemed intolerable ; ſo that being apprehended, as a reward of his Apoſtacy and 
co prevent further (chiſm that upſtart Doitor was put to a wiſerable death. 

After this, both che Clergy attd Laity grew exceeding voluptuous : a fooliſh ching 
it wasthen to affe& learning, or-to apppear honeſt. Laſcivioug Poems was the onely 
delight, and Mabomets Paradiſe ſeemed then in being. This corruption in good man- 
ners was nevertheleſs inveighed againft by Eſſebraver Diſſeraverd a Barian; whoſe 
ſevere Satyres (o ſtung thoſe Epicures that rmpany began to examine their lives and 
converſation : of which being convinced, made them aſhamed ; and being perceived 
by Ibnul-Phbaryd, one well learned in his time, he (as one well acquainted with the 
lumour of the Perſian) (weetned all by his amorous Poekie : which was ſeconded by 
Elfargany, whole Lines were applauded by ſome, but by other-ſome exploded as a 
bule Gabaliſt. A Chaos ſeemed then to cover that face of Perſia, till Elifarni a ſober 
Hiſtorian cook upon him to ſet right what was amils: Seventy two SeCts he reduced 
to two, the Lelhari, and Imami : the firſt of which Eulogically extols Mahbomer, and 
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1s received through all Morea, Natolis, Egypt, Poalefline, and lefler Afisz the other 
Ally, which is received all over the Perſian Monarchy, and beyond Indus, In the jait 
place, Syet Gmner diſplayes his Enfign, eo ſuch effe& as keeps its credit co-this day in 
vppolicion to the Turk. Ic would here be tedious to rehearſe their brawls, wherein 1 
have gone1l fear too far already : I wilMhcrefore ſhut up with char of the Paſtoral,

Fter this repoſe let's abroad again, and ſee what obſervation we can make in 
other parts of India : then which, the world (for pleaſure and wealth) has 
none more conſiderable. Toencompaſsit, we muſt to Sea again ; for, with- 
out ſuch helps ic cannot be accompliſhed. To which end, 

April 12, Wetook ſhip at Swolley ; and being three or four lcagues off at Sea, the 
wind came fair and made the liquid billows ſwell fo advantagioully as next day we had 
fight of (ome noted Towns, viz. Gandavee, Daman, S. Jobn de V acas, Choul,Dabul &c. 
moſt of which were ſubjeQted by Albuquerg to the Crown of Portzgal about the year 
1512+ Dabul (Danga of old) excepted, which yielded to the mercy of Andradius 
Governour of Choxl, from whom *ewas ſoon rapt by the Necanees: but by that made 
a Balis of greater miſery, For, Almeyds a few years after recovered it by ftrata- 
gem and burnt it to the very ground : Howbeit, by command of the Goan 
Vice-roy *cwas again repaired, and ſtood in good condition, till Caprain Hall ( if 1 
miſtake not his name) about the year 1620. took the Town, and made the daring 
Portugal know their bravadoes to the Engliſh were not terrible. | 

The South point of DABUL as I obſerved has Artic elevation 17 degr; 35 min. 
variation Welt 15 degrees 34 minutes. Heretofore it-obeyed the King of Decan, bur 
at this day the Lzſitanien ; ſeated at the foot of a high, pleaſant, and truicfull moun- 
tain; whence ſtreams a rivolet of freſh water, which is beyond meaſure uſefull in that 
hot Climat. The Road gives reaſonable good Anchorage, and th&Town it (elf {eſpe- 
cially towards the Sea) appears beautifu]l co ſuch as view it : albeit the houſes be bur 
low, and tarrafled at the top ; a mode that beſt ſerves co quality the extremes of heat 
and cold, An old Caſtle and a few Temples at this day are all ſhe boaſts of ; for the 
Buzzar is but ordinary, and the ſtreets narrow : nor is ber Mart now ſo conliderable 
as ar firſt, ſeeing that Surat and Cambays to the North, Gos and Calicut to the South 
have eclipſed her ; (o as now ſhe condoles with other her diſconſolate Neigh- 
bours, and is to acknowledge there is a deſtiny and decay in Towns as well as other 
things. | 

CH OUL (in Ptolomy's dayes called Comane, if Caſtalgwt gueſs right) is removed 
from the ZXquinoGtial 18 degrees 3o minutes North: raviſhed from che Diadem of 
Decan þy Almeyda in the year of our Redemption 1507. and in which (to perpetuate 
his Conqueſt) heerefted a Fore which he fortihed with Cannon. Howbeit, Anno 
Dom. 1573. it was for ſome moneths belieged by Miſamolxc the Decan Prince with a 
numerous Army of Horſe and Foot, beſides Elephants : but by che gallant defence 
made by the Portzgal, were forced to riſe with loſs and ſhame. The lubabicants are a 
mixture of Portugals and Baxnyans: it affords little elſe worth noting. 

Here the Expedition bearing up to ſpeak with us,bothfell foul one anothers houſes, 
through which miſchance her bolt(prit gave our mizen {hroudsaghurlifh [alute;bur by 
a happy gale were parted wighout further damage. Aﬀeer five dayes fail we were again 
Nadyr to the Sun, his declination being fifteen degrees North: we were then cloſe 
by the Ile in which Goa is ſcituated- Ere long we were becalmed, whereby the aic 
ſuddenly became inflamed, ſo as we forced to (weat and live like Salamanders. This 
extremity continued not above 4 week : for then we had afreſh gale, by help whereof 
the three and ewentiethy day we came to an anchor at Mangalrre a Ciry chat obeys the 
Mallabar. Ja the road we found towards forty Mallabar men of War riding, who 
notwithſtanding their numbers and appetite to do us milchief hoiſed fail cowards 
Goaz one onely miſcarrying, that ſuffered che Jonas's Barge to come up with her : buc 
after variable ſtrife by rowing and making more fail gor away, yet not without ſome 
ſhot in her Gde which ſhe unwillingly received. That night we came to an anchor 
in Mott Elly or Delyn; Bay, a Port under the vaſſalage. of che Mallabar : we rode in 
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Rare Indian fruit.

durſt not be too prodigal of our belief; for albeit the Natives ſeemed willing to have 
us come aſhore, we knew them to be treacherous: but ſeeing we would not truſt them, 
they came aboard our ſhips, as daring totruſt us 3 and in their Canoos brought us 
Cocoes,; Mangoes, Jacks, green Pepper, CaMvance, Buffols, Hens, Eggs, and other 
things, which we were glad to buy, thongh not at very calie prices; bur for every 
tun of Water lcfs theh a Ryal would not content them, albeit they had plenty ; by 
that barbariſm infringing the very Law of Nature aud Nations. Accordingly the Poer 
brings in his Goddels blaming the Ruſticks for their immanity.

ſweet, and fine; or 'in Taffacaes of tranſparent fineneſs. Ot all forts of wood they 
molt affe&t that called Aquils ; and nexe to that, Calamba or Calambuea, which ſome 
think Lignum Ales ; trees very rare, growing but in few Regions. Ic is (weet and 
deli | co the {mell, high.and even, and found commonly in the lofty mountain 
of Chemoys in Cochin-chyna ; and being rare and hardly got, theſe people (ell at ex-

but in taſte is moſt gleaſant : they ripen though you crop them immaturely ; and from 
a dark green, turn into'a bright yellow : the rind peels off eaſily ; and the fruit be- 
ing put into the mouth, diſſolves and yields an incomparable reliſh,

Many deformed Pagotha's are here worlhipped ; having this ordinary evalion, That 
they adore not Idols, but the Deumo's they repreſent : moſt of which, at one 
time or other have been defaced and deſtroyed by the Portugal. The Chappel where 
the grand Caco-Dexmo uſed to (it, was uncovered, and about three yards high; the 
wooden entrance was engraven with hideous ſhapes: within, their beloved Priapw 
was enthroned upon a mount ; Oculis mirabile Mouftrum ; for .upon his head he wore 
a Diadem, whence iſſued four great Rams horas, ſuch as Fxpiter Aoumon in memory 
of the Ram that condufted Bacebus and his female Army through thoſeDeſerts was 
repreſented, and being diſtreſſed for want of water had it given (upon his prayer to 
Fupiter) by a ſtroke of the Rams footupon a Rock : and if not that, typing out ſome 
other myſtery hicherto concealed. His eyes were ſmall aud {(quints his mouth large, 
and opening like a Port.cullice, from whence branched four great tusks ; but his noſe 
was flat: his beard ſpread like the rayes of the Sun; his hands reſembled the claws of 
a Vulcure ; his thighs and legs were ſtrong and hairy ; feet and tail molt like that of 2 
Monkey : which put together, rendred che Devil not unlike himſelf, wickedly de- 
formed , and the men beyond meaſure groſs Idolaters. Other Temples 'they 
had, ſtuffed wich other Pagods; ugly all, yet all differing as to invention: for,ſome of 
them were painted black, others red ; ſome devouring louis; and uſually ſuch as were 
in Hell were white ones.

perſwafion how ſtrange foever it be to us, was not ſo of old to our Countrey-men 
the Draidz; who 'not onely believed the immorcalicy of the ſouls of men, bur after 
ſeparation from the body that they paſſed from one man unto another, Ovid ſeems

Andaccordingly, Hiſtory abundently acquaints us, that in both the 4/12"; che Gol; A 
was throughly preached ; but for their ingratictide removed,and chrough the (ii 
of Satan that carnal Law of Mabomet hath inſeted thele parts,ſo as it hath ſpread ic 
ſelf almoſt through all the Oriental Iſlands and Continent. Norwlthſiendin which, 
Chrift has his flock ; which chough ſcattered, in due time will be gathered For itt 
Perfis are many thouſand; and in Indie a no lefs multitude : nevertheleG, compated 
with other Idolaters, but 2 handfull: Which mylt got diſcourage, feeing *tis bexcer'g& 
to Heaven alone, then to Hell with a multitude. Arnobiue of oidcoul ay Nationibus 
cundtig nos ſums Chriftiani: And we find in many chiefly marititne Towns of Indie, 
that Name of late years has been honoured; and that in Meliapore, Narſinga, Coolam, 
Cucurran, Curigan, Bipnzr, Tanor, Baittacala, Oner, Cranganor, Goa, and other places, 
Chriſtianity is owned ; yea, in many of the Indian Iles ſome are found. And one 
reaſon is, for that among Mahometans liberty of Conſcience is atlowed: agreeable 
to an Azoara in the Alcoran, which declares That none are co be dIfſwaded from the 
Religion they ſucke from their cradle : which gains them peaceful! habications, and 
inclinesthem to live without diſturbing the pablique. 

Now theſe Indian Chriſtians have ſundry Ceremonies and Forms of tong time 
praftiſed amongſt themſelves,and differing from thoſe the Papacy nſe,or the R ed 
Churches of Exrope. Their Churches are tow, and pootly furniſhed : yer neat chey 
are, and ſweetly kept 3 matted, and without painted Images, which the Greek 
Churches abound with, They afſemble chearfully, and at their entring ſhue their 
eyes the better to contemplate the exerciſe they come about, with their own unwor- 
thineſs: kneeling, they look towards the Altar, near which the Prieſt is ſeated: Him 
they ſalute with humble reverence ; who returns his bleſſing by the up-lifting of his 
hands and eyes : and at a ſet hour begins Prayers, ſeldome exceeding ewo hours in the 
whole exerciſe.

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Edamite) that as to a King, Prieſt, and Propher, offered Gold, Frankincenſe, and 
Myrrhe unto our blefied Saviour; fore-rold alſo by rhe Perſian Sibyt and by anew 
Scar as by the finger of God miraculowlly-direfted, is the Tradition of this plate; 
'und alfo chat at his return he made known the myſtery of Gods Incarnation for Mais 
Redemption, and by his laborious'teaching , many Profelytes : which ſome to 
this very day maintain for eruth. Bat more certzia ic is, the feeds 6f Chriftian know- 
ledge have there been ſown, whence ſprung Profeſſors, though the Jy yr part 
are lince turned Apoſtates. Howbeit, this is obvious in Hiſtory* That Candace”; Fit- 
nuch baptized by Philip preached Chriſt in many parts of Arabia and ſundry liles 
chereabouts, and Indis alſo; as Socotors, this, and Taprobatte or Sumatra ; if Dorotheis 
Biſhop of Tyre who lived in the dayes of the great Conſtantine had good Authority 
for the reporting it. 

In Claudius Cofars time, ſome of the Natives of this Iſland having made ſome ſhift 
to croſs over into Mallabar travelled rhrough Perſis unto Rome ; where, albeit they 
pretended ſome knowledge in Aſtronomy and the Sphere bewrayed their ignorance

MELIAPORE, a well-known Town upon the coalt of Chormandel, and in the 
Kingdom of Biſnegar. The Artic Pole there has 13 degrees 20 minutes : It was firſt 
called Salamina, then Melange, but Melizepore after that, and now $. Zbomas, for that 
in this place he ſuffered martyrdome : Diſtant ic is from Cape-Comtbyn two bundred 
leagues or thereabouts. Ar this day it is but ſaiall and poor, and under 8 Mooriſh 
command : it yields little for Trade ſave Cotton-ware and ſuch common commodi- 
ties; bowbeit, is exalted in her memory, in regard that (according to Tradition).this 
was the place where that holy Apoſtle finiſhed his labours after he had publiſhed the 
glad tidiags of Salvation ghiough Perfis, Hyrcania, Bris, Sogdians, and many parts 
of Indis, and by DivingGrace obtained many Proſelytes, and thoſe converts noe of 
the meaner ſort z for Fygames the Emiperouc himſelf was baptized, and by his good 
example ſeveral ocher of the Nobles: who in teſtimony of their change, converted 
the Heathen Temples (by ſome (aid to be three hundred) into Houſes of Prayer and 
Preaching of the Goſpel. Howbeit, the Devil ſo wrought, that ſome Apoltates en- 
raged the multicude, (o as in a blind zeal che Apoſtle and the King both ſuffered, the 
one being (hot to death, the other brained, but both crowned with glorious Martyr 
dome : This happened about thirty years after our Savivurs paſlion 3 and in memory 
thereof a commemorative Feaſt is celebraced ghe ficft of Faly by the native 
Chriſtians through Indis. And, Abdias Babylonicus who writ That after 
death they appeared and preached ir former Do&rine may ſeem queſtionable, 
this is more certainly reported and credited, That in memory of their ingratitude, 
Divine Juſtice hath marked their poſterity, (as ſome Jews, how truly I know nor, ſay 
the Tribe of Benjamin are to this day, who of all others were moſt fierce againſt our 
Saviour who was of the Tribe of J«dab) theſe having one leg bigger in the calf ehen 
the other : which 'cis probable gave Piny lib..7 cep.2. the occafion to feign them to be 
the Monoſceli, Bi umbra pedis ſe protegant ; and as a falſe light mif-guided our Coun- 
crey-man Sir John Mandevile in his relatidn concerning them. Notwithſtanding the 
peoples rage, the two Martyrs had each his Sepulchre there, honoured and re- 
ſorted to by the Chriſtians inhabiting Indie; till abour fiſty years fince, their (culls 
and bones were brought away and (as holy reliques) at this day preſerved ia the Vir- 
gin Mary's Church in Goa, according to the command of Fobn 3. King of Portagal, 
who ſent Emenzel Frias (direted by Alpbonſis Souſa) to Mediepore for that purpoſe.

Mogul ſabjefted them. Mabomet was firſt blazoued amongſt chem by a Colony of Per- 
fians who were condutted thither in the 28 year of the Hegyra, of our account 649. 
by Abdal-ben. Hemyr a man of no ſmall command under Ozmaen then Calyph of Zs- 
bylon : ſince which invaſion their oft-ſpring have here continued. The Town ic ſelf 
now neither for bulk nor beauty is confiderable : one reaſon may be, for that fifty 
years ago by a raging mortality and famine it was a\moſt unpeoplicd and made deſo- 
late. The ſtreets are but few, and thoſe narrow 3 the houſes low,and the fields parched 
by the extremity of heat, which here rages from March to July ; from whence to No- 
vember, wind and rain as inceſſantly diſturbeth them : ſo az of twelve monerhs they 
have but four,that is to ſay, from November to March ſalubrions and moderate.

Hence remove your chaſt@yes co an unchaſt Town, c Cafts by name ; a Town 
no leſs infamous for Idolatry. The Moſques ſhew Art in Sculpture, bur are hatefull 
in the ſtink of cheic devotion : for, here the ſhapes the Pagods bear have ſome reſem- 
blance with Priapws and Pan as they are deſcribed by Serviss in the 2 Eclog, of Virgil z 
great eyes, flat noſe, wids mouth, four great horns, a long beard ſhaped like the ra- 
diance of the Sun, having claws for hands, and crooked-legg'd 3 fo, as it is all over 
deformed. 

Among other their ſolemn Feſtivals, the myſtic fopperies dedicated to Bacchus, in 
theſe parts are not utterly extinguiſhed : as may appear by the dre(s, mimique frisks; 
and nightly paſtimes che women praftiſe. They cover themſelves with skins, adorn 
their heads and trefſes with Ivie, in one hand holding a leav'd Javelin, and Cymbals 
of braſs or Timbrels in the other, attended by many Boyes and Girls who ramble 
like diſtrated people up and down, ftriving to rend the air with their continued clas 
mours: Licele differing from that deſcription we find in Avienas the Poer,

And albeit Baccbas was che firſt known Conquerour of the Eaſt, the 
firſt chat circled his brows with a Diadem, 2nd in an Ivory Chariot, drawn ſomerimes 
with Elephancs at other times with Lynoxes, rode in triumph, (ſeconded ſome Ages 
after by Terquinius Priſcns at Rome as Plutarch records in the Life of Romulw,) the 
great diftance of place and time (for he was ſome think contemporary with Moſes)

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might have put this with others in oblivion. But the vaſt extent theſe Bacchanalis 
ſpread, is no leſs obſervable; eirher proceeding from the pleaſure of the grape, or 
toleration they gave co all manner of debauchery ; inſomuch, as uoder var tous names 
and attribates alluding to its ſeveral operations, through moſt noted Kingdomes of 
the World this Wine God has been acknowledged; as in part may. be colleted 
from Elia Venetw, who thus enumerates.

praftiſes amongſt his deluded Voraries z and for his greater variety finds that 
Virgils monitrous brood of Deities are here exceeded : for not onely the Cow is 
equally adored with che old Egyptian Apis or pide Bull, but the Sun, Moon, and 
Stars as ſouls celeſtial ; and very much reſembling thoſe miſerable Idolaters regiftred 
in libro Sapientie cap. 13. Qui Ignem, Spiritum, ant citatum Aerem, ant gyrum Stell a= 
rum, vel nimiam Aquam, axt Solem & Lunam, Reflores bis Terrarumq; Deos putave- 
rant, Who acknowledged the Fire, the Wind, the (wife Air, the courſe of the Stars, 
the great Waters, or the Sun and Moon, to be the Gods and Governours of the World. 
Not content with which, others there be who have Rivers and Trees in like venetati- 
on ; parallel with the Celte our neighbours deſcribed by Tacitus, Qui multa Simulacrs, 
multum peregrine ſuperſtitionis veſtigium videre liceat. Scarce credible are ſome (0- 
lemn Feſtivals rhey keep : in one of them they had a lewd cuſtome to faſten fick or 
needy men (ſtupid by too much zeal) to an Engine, which being hoiſed elevates him 

with the Pagod ; the blood trickling from his wounded thoulders (it may be ſaid 
| medicins modum) at his diſcent (as a meritorious ſacrifice) is daſhed againſt a 
Tree; and after he has invocated the Dexmo to accept his offering, returns with hope 
eo thrive the better ever after. This bloody or rather burcherly Sacrificeis mention- 
ed in 2 lib,Virg. En. Sanguineplacaſtis : and of old was uſed by the Rhodians, Cretans, 
and Carthagenians, who when their City was beſieged, cauſed ewo hundred of their 
principal youthsto be (lain as a double Hecatomb : In Africa and America the like hel- 
liſh cuſtome is co this very day ebſerved, as we read in Acoſta. They oft offer 
in the night ; but firſt make the ſtreers bright with lights, and then ſtuff their hands 
with Rice, and glomerate in dances; in every corner (where a Pupper fits) throwing 
Rice or fruits ; but being once out of-the ring, haſte away, not daring co look back 
left che Devil tear them by way of gratitude. I o which poor wretches give meleave 
ro apply that in Ecelns. 30. 19. @uid proderit libatio Idal6? nec enim manducabit nec 
odorabt, This, Tuledenſis and others witneſs : but many of thoſe abominable praftices 
are prohibited and diſcontinued fince the Mahometans have born rule ; who as bad as 
they are have nevertheleſs expreſſed their abhorcency againflt chat cuſtome.

And firſt concernipg the Name: Itis agreed by moſt; That it is derived from Ophbyr 
ſon of Fokten mentiched in Genefrs chap. 10. ver(. 30; upon the fixing = 2 wr 
which albeic the Scripture clearss nevertheleſs, from analogy of the Name and from 
abugdance of Gold and Ivory found In ſeveral oppefite parts of the earth, the place is 
talſed too and fro, whereby the diſtovery of the true place is obſcured and becomes 
more difficult ; yea; not any Hiſtorical pare of Scripture more controverted, that I can 
meet with, then is Opbyr. Amonglt many others, I ſhall inſtance Rabanus Manris,; 
and from his light Chr. Columbus, whoſe Autherity Stephan inclines to, and whoſe 
joint Qpinionar is, 2 great l{le that verges towards the guiph of Mexico, was Opbyr ; 
to which conjeturethey ace led by no other reafon'I can find, then that the Spaniard 
has thence extrated a'maſ& of Silver, Gold, and'precious ſtones ; but no Ivory: al- 
beit, what they have drawn thence is little,compared with what other parts of the Ter- 
ra firma in America eſpecially. about Potofi have afforded; which mines nevertheleſs are 
far more uberous in Silver then Gold; the laſt being'the'emphaſis of Opbyr : 2 mercal 
we ſee by daily experience much more plentiful in Afric and Afia, then che new-found 
World, that hath hicherto been diſcovered. Howbeit, *tis probable that removal of 
Opbyr into the Occidene, but eſpecially che fimilirnde of the Name in like manner 
perſwaded Goropius to inferr and not without ſome vehemency that it was rather it 
Pers, Now the reaſon he gives is, Becauſe Perxaym and Perx are harmonious infound ; 
and indeed is not denied that Ophyr and Peruaym are terms convertible ; as may ap- 
pear by comparing the 1 Kin, 9.26. with the 2 Chron. 3. 6. Where for the better for- 
tifying that conjeure, they with like reaſon perſwade their Readers that Sepbey is 
that mighty Mountain or rather Chain of Hills now called the Andes which ſurge to 
a marvellous height and penetrate the heart of Per, not cealing their conrſe until 
they come in fight of the Streights called Magell4ne, Notwithſtanding which,

thei: eads, they wreſt it; altFir Saint Ferom by that name ingends Sepber. But which 
Is more ſtrange, Pynedz a learned man, for the greater honour of his Countrey, from 
the like Analogy of name fancies That the Iſle of Cadiz was Opbyr : which Mantanas diſ- 
likes, and thereiore removes it into.Afric as far as Carthage : and (oride others dif- 
approving his, into Gzines and the River Gambra, which for plenty of Gold gives not 
Place to any part of the Univerſe. But Danews no leſs tiken with bis conceic, pre- 
rends that he has founditac Ormas ; upon no other account I can find,then the golden 
Tradeit had iu kistime. So that we (ce, meeily co pleaſe the imagination (everal 
otierwiſe learned-men have laboured to diſcaver Ophyr ia (everal quarters of the 
world, oppolite to'the opinions of Saint Jerom, Saint Augaſtin, and other reverend 
and judicious Authors who have more accurately ſuffered their realon to be diretted 
by che un erring Rule,which plainly inſtru That Opbyr and Havilab with the reſt of 
Joktans (ons had cheir dwelling fr om Meſha as thou goelt unto Sepber a mountain of the 
Ealt, Gen. 10. 30, Eaſt muſt be underſtood from Babe!, where the firſt divition was

through length of Time, revolutions of Scate, and divertity-of 4djoms, they as well 
other things have been ſubje& to variations. Inthe firft of Kings: chap. g.: verC. 26, 
alſo in 2 Chron. chap. 8, verſ.'1$. it.is' recorded That King Solomon made a Navy of 
ſhips in Exion-geber which is befideg Elatb- and tbe brink of the Red- ſea, in tbe land of 
Edom-: and Hyram ſent with the Nawyrbis ſervants who had knowledge of. the Seg,, with 
Selomons ſervants, ond they cameta QP HY R, and from thence brought four bundred 
and fifty Talents of Gold; in our money about three million and-fix hundred thouſand 
Craqwns. .In the 2 Chron: g. 10, [Hyram and Solomons (ervants who brought Gold 
from Opbyr brought alſo Algumatin-wood. And in 1 Kin. 10+ 22. Solomon bad wpon 
the Sea vbe Navy of \Tharſis with Hyrams Navy; and once in three years came the Navy of 
Tharſis, whieh browght Gold, Silver, Ivory; Apes and Peococks, &c. By which it appears, 
the Port from whence that Fleet ſet (ail was Ezzon-geber.

and Silver a8Lead, So was he the wiſelt ; for he was filled with Underttanging as with 

a flood, he furniſhed che Earth wich grave and wiſe Sentences by reaſon of his 
Songs , Proverbs, Similitudes, and Inrerpretations 3 for he diſcourſed of Trees 
from the Cedar in Libexon to the Hyſop upon che Wall, and people trom all the Kings 

of the Earth came to hear and _— his wiſdome, 1 Kir. 4. 32. whence it way 

be conduded That his knowledge was admirable in Nacures fecrers: Nevertheleſs, 
chat heexpr his knowledge concerning the wonderfull nature a 14 uſe of the Mag- 
net is. not mentioned in any of thoſe of his that are are extant. Forthe ule of the 
Magnet was found by Fla. Melphi a Calabreez; Offuch vertue and uſe (aith Bodyn cap.7. 
that, Tota rerum Natura nibil admirabilins ; uſiu enim ens eft plane Divinw, &c. So as 
had che uſe of the Magnet been then known and pradtiſed,the Voyage in all probability 

might” have been overcome in {ix moneths ſpace, as (hips ar this" day give frequent 
proof of. But we do not read that the vertue of the Magnet was known or made uſe 
of 1n.that Age or long after by the Phenicians, who nevertheieſs were: the firſt that 

_ perſeted Navigation. For that the Polary Dire&ion was altogether unknown unto 
the Ancients, is agreed by molt ; notwithſtanding that -noted ſpeech Phautis wriie 
two thouſand years ſince, Ventas jem ſecundas e/t, cape modo Verſoriam, The wind being 

fair ſteer your courſe , ſeems applicable z. for the moſt qudicious rather think 

the Tackling or Sail by which the Veſſel was to be curned is meanc by thac direftion. 
bs. that choſe parts abound with Load-ſtones is well known, ſeeing che 

King of Zeylo-n uſed them as others did Porcellane: beingin ſuch plenty, that ſome 

have from their attrative property marvelled how Ships could pats with large An- 

ehors and Iron Sakers; and no leſs, that there is no greater increaſe of variation, as 

Pliny and Serapion have imagined. For confutation of which, we need no other ex- 

ample then that of E!ba an l{le inthe Thuſcan Sea, whete ftore of Magnets and bue lic- 

tle variation are found and obſerved. But to recurn, 

Foraſmuch as ſacred Wric inftruQts us That Opbyr and the reſt of Foktan; ſons (up- 
on that memorable diviſion of the Earch which hapned in the dayes of Peleg brother 
of Fokten (ons of Eber) had their partition or lot alligned chem in the Orient, viz. 
from Meſhs unto Sephber, without further argument that ſerves co confate thoſe ſpe- 
culations of Columbus, Manrus, and Stephanus, as tothe pretended diſcoveries of place 
in contrary quarters of the world. And in anſwer to Goropius concerning Pers, by 
reaſon of the aftiqity ic has with the word Perxaym, that criticiſm will not avail, ſee- 
ing there are Towns in Syam and the neighbour-hood of Malacca now called Per 
and Perxa which better preſerve the memory of old Perxaym; albeit, if 1 may be al- 
lowed the like liberty, the Iſle Toprobane ſeems molt to ſhadow ie, being according to 
the Tranſlation of. Junius and Tremelixs from the Original writ Taprowaym and Ta» 
perxaym,words that have very little diſcordance with Perxaym, by which is underſtood 
Ophyr. But that Teprobane is an Iſland under or near the AquinoGial is agreed by all, 
although ſome difference there be whether Szmatra or Zeyloon be it, Mercator judg- 
ment being for Szmatra, and Ortelius for Zeyloon: howbeit, moſt incline to Sumatra, 
both for that it is nearelt the Continent and conſequently the more ealily diſcovered 
by Oneſecritus Alexauders Vice-Admiral (who wanting the uſe of a Compals, doubr- 
le(s crept as near the ſhore as well he might,) and for that ſtore of Gold has both of 
old and yet is obtained at Samatre more then in Zeyloon ; whence it was called Aures 
Inſula by the Anciencs. Howbeit, that great and learned Expolitor Saint Hijerom in 
his Paraphraſe upon 1 Kn. 22.48. where it is writ That Febyſhaphat made {hips of 
Tharſiſh to fail to Opbyr for Gold but broken 1n pieces at Exi9n-geber, the Lord di(- 
approving his delign; from the word Tarſhiſh inferrs That Opbyr eſt locus Indie, in 
que. Aurum optimum naſci, Opbyr is a place in India where is the pureſt Gold. And

all choſe Regions that verge Eafterly from the River Ind ; (eeing all that Oriental pare 
of the world even from{nder to Poliſanys (if fuch a River be not feigned) and moſt 
Ildands from the Maldive Inſule to Fapan more or. leſs have Gold. Which if ſo, I 49 
not know: by what Auchoriry V arrerius- confines that mertal to Pegs and Samatre, 
maintaining That no-other place in-the Eaft-Indies produces Gold on either fide' the 
River Ganges : His wordsare thieſe, Citrs & ultra Gangem nulla pars Indie fit que At> 
rum gignat preter Peguam & Sumatram, An Hypothietis,found miſtaken by ſuch as drive 
a Trade for Gold in: thoſe macitim parts that” verge towards Cochin-China : Upon 


' which;conhiderationir.is as | ſuppoſe that Mercator -{tretches Awrea Cherſoneſus from 


Sumatra to Japan, both in reference to the Iles and Coaſt :maritimate : too great a 
ſpace. doubtleſs, and diſagreeing with a Peninſule : therefore upon betrer grounds 
it may be reduced to ales, as of late ſome have confined it to Mallabar, albeit Prolo- 
my and Niger place it about Malaccs, Foorand parts thereabouts: Bur Solznus converting 
the ſpecies calls it Argyre,which Pomp. Mela lib.3.cap.$. ſeems to reconcile, Ad Tamunt 
enim Indie promontorium, eft Inſula Chryſe ad Gangem Argyre &c. by that promontory 
meaning either Cape Comrbyn,or that other which [hoots into the Sea and becomes an 
equal boundary to the two Straits of Sunda and Malacca. And by Pliny 1.6. c.21, Ex- 
irs oftium Indi Chryfe & Argire, fertilis metallis ; ſed quod aliqui tradans Aurum & Aryen- 
tum cum eis ſolum eſſe, baud facile crediderim.

But that Ophyr was at and about Malaccazat lealt in Come contiguons tna- 
ritim part of Esſt-Indis 3 and that Foktan with all or moſt of his ſons planted in the 
E.Indiesg& thattheir Colonies though diſperſed for better accommotiation were m the 
voicinagepf one another,will appear by the continuation of the names of the principal 
Planters z. as may be imagined, yea proved,by whart is this day extant, notwithſtanding 
tac alteration of Names and change-of Language that un- avoidably hath hapned. 

Aud firſt, concerning: Meſa and Mount Sepber : That their ſtation waz thereabours, 
has been the' conltanc opinion of moſt ; unti] of late a modern'Writer finding Meſh 
the ſon of Aram ſon of Shem in Meſopotamia, thence 1magines thoſe places are to be un- 
deritood to be in that Countrey : but chat Countrey being neither Eaſt fro:n Shinaar 
nor the ArabianDeſert, that conjetture is not forcible. Another finds it in Arabia Fe- 
[ix, upon that old miſtake in nor diſtinguiſhing the plantation of Havilah the deſceu- 
dant of Cham, from that other of Havi/ah who deſcended from Shem: which errour 
alſo miſ-led the Septuagint, by the River Gihon (a branch of Ewpbrates) underſtanding 
Ganges. But Ptolomy with better conſideration tinds it in Eaſt India, calls it mons Ma- 
zius, and places it under 36 degr. notwithſtanding all that i. craft the ſame Geogra- 
pher extends from the promontory Minancomum to Sabanna being above 109 leagues, 
is by Strabo termed Terra Muficani or Meſhicani, as ſome wrire it. Nor 
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. Nor is Sepher that noted Mountain in the Eaſt at this day utcerly forgotten; leeing 
ſome there be who find Sopba there ; as alſo Sybs and Sygho, which differ bue liccle 
from the ancieng name it bore, or from the latitude allowed Mins Mazeus, out of 
which it is ſuppoſed Ganges ſprings : albeit ia the Eaſtecly pare of Aris another Sypha is 
known of late to the Eaſt of Mazews ; whoſe diſtance may be falved by chat of Caucaſus 
which keeps its name a vaſt diſtance and chrough ſevera) Regions: but Poſtellus helps 
that ſuppolicion ; for he takes the great Mountain Bellagate (which in that Dialect 
lignifies a high Mountain) co be Sepber ; albeic Bellagate branches from Imazs, and in 
a continued ledge. of ſpiring hills pierces through che heart of Indultent, Decan, and 
the Narſingan Countreys, in the middle becwixt che guiph of Bengals and the Indian 
| Ocean un-jatercuptedly as far as Cape Comrbyn,, not unlike the Appennine, which in 
a chain of hills cuts: quite chrough 1taly, And concerning it, Saint Ferome vouches 
That S opbyra (as he calls Sepher) mons eſt Orient in India, juxta quem, filii Folan babi- 
raverunt, Sepber is a mountain in the Eaſt- Indies, near which,the (ons of Foktan inha- 
bited.

Concerning their ſeveral Plantations, it may warrantably be ſuppoſed That Foktan 
the Father of thoſe thirteen Sons mentioned in Gen. 10. 26. ſeated himlelf ſwme- 
where near the River Ganges : the rather, for that ic is granted by ſome and thoſe 
not the leaſt learned, that Noob, before Nimrod and his affociates removed Weſtward 
towards Expbrates, fixed his Quarters ſomewhere in Mergianz or upon the banks of 
Indds ; that beiag the richeſt ſoil ; and the firſt choice was doubtleſs allowed him, 
both in the relation he ſtood, as upon-the account of Senjority, Thence it is,in ſome 
Authors we find that River called Joktsn, and alternately Fokzan called by the name 
of Ganges. -Now the Father having made his eleftion, the Sons in all probavbilicy diſ- 
perſed themſelves about contiguous places ; yet ſo,as to continue a neighbour-hood, 
both for their better aſſociation and preſervation ; and accordingly by aa ealie inqui- 
ſition we find the ſeveral plantations of Opbyr, Havilab, Hadwram, Abimael, Obal, Fe- 
rab, and Sheba, ſeven of the ſons of Fokyan, originally ſeated on either lide Ganges : for 
thoſe Nations the Ancients called the Orites per apberiſin the Opbyrites and t he Ta- 
piri, which ſome who take a little liberty to pleaſe their fancy without much torture 
of the word write Tophiri, were inhabitants intra Gangem, and in good meaſure pre- 
ſerve the rhemory of Ophyr their Originary Planter, who either removed orextended 
his dwelling toward; Malaccs and that maritim coalt which js extra Gangem, may be 
acknowledged; ſeeing it is the belief of (owe, both in rages Malacca is a Cherſoneſt, 
and that it has irs (cituation upon the Sea bur principally, for that inall Ages, there 
and in the neighbouring Iſles, plenty of Gold,lvory,and Ebony (which was moſt likely 
to be the Almuggim-wood, ſecing it was nſed for the garnithing aad erimming the 
Stairs and Pillars of the Temple, awd there was none ſuch feen before in the Laudl of 
Zadab, which excludes Cyprels and Cedar-wood, of which there was plenty, bur 
of Ebony no where but in 1ndia if we credit Virgil) and in regard that Apes, Pea- 
cocks, and precious ſtones, &c. have at all times been had there, it is the more cre- 
dible Ophyr was in that part of the world placed. For the name Mzlaces is but new ; 
and varied from Tacola, as 1 find it mentioned in ſome Authors; and more particu. 
larly by Plutarch vita Alex. where tife people of that place are called Taxili or Ta- 
ſhili ; they,who with the Sabei were ative for the defence of their liberties upon the 
Greeks threatned invaſion. After which, it was named Malaza; where Geographers 
of old placed the Ares Cherſoneſus ; and after that Maleicola, which with lictle altera- 
tion was contrated to Malacca, in which name it now reltech : and is the better de- 
monſtrated, for that the River which ſerves that Town was called Gazz 3 a proper 
Name where Gold is hoorded, and holds the name in part as yer; and npon thoſe 
banks it was, that noted City Barigaze was built whoſe foundation was laid by the 
Aratrii by ſome thought the Oriti lately meationed who ficſt inhabited the Gedroſiau 
Territory near Cambays,upon the Eaſtern banks of che River Ind. So that upon the 
whole matter, Mzlacca may warrantably be concluded the place which in old times 
was called Opbyr : alveit the Gold had at that particular place from che neighbouring 
Wlands,came likewiſe under that general denomination, >= 
Moreover, to trace the foot-lteps of the mw Sons of Foktan : In Pegr; we find the 
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memory of Havi{ab ; ſeeing part of that Covintrey now called Barma and Brama, bux 
of old Bracmanorum R at this day called Chaves and Chavilab and a contiguous 
Principalitylate a feudatory to the Crown of Pega and fince co Tangy is called Aves ; 
which apparently continues the memory of Havilah brother of Opbyr, Of Haderom 
the Aramei or Aremite in the Guzurat Province are deſcended. Of Abimatl, i. e. Po- 
ter CMalloriem, thoſe that planted the coaſt of Metlsbar ; thoſe al inhabiting Malus 
a Province in Induftan ; and the Matli noted by Plztarch to live thereabouts ; for (6 
wete thoſe called of old ; and at this day his name is contimned by fone confiderable 
Towns npon that coaſt, as Maliba and Maleta ; all or ſome of which in all likelihood 
from Abimael deduce their Original. Of Obal are the Obalites and the Abelites men- 
tioned by Hiſtorians and placed about Ganges. Bur concerning ferab, albeit they of 
Fearoon near Larr pretend ſome Intereſt in chat Name, as I mentioned at that place; 
upon better view I may diſcover his Veſtigis near Malacca amongſt his other brethren, 
ſeeing the Town and Province of For or Febor and Foor (as ſome pronounce) preſerves 
his Name in that partof Siam which confines Malacca and affronts the Iſle Sumatra to 
the Eaſt: for 1 likewiſe find that Countrey called Feria of old,part of which was water- 
ed by the River Cophen; yea, by the names of Seris and Siria (doubtleſs miſtaken by 
che Emanuenfis or in the tranſcript) glanced at by Foſephws. And as to the laſt of the 
Sons of Foktan named Sheba, here are ſufficient 'remains, both from che Sybe and the 
Sabei, who in confederacy with the T acole lately mentioned 'gave ſome ſtop to the 
Macedonian torrent: alſo from that River which ſtreams not far from Joor thrqugh 
the Malaccan Territories into the Ocean ; and from that promontory likewiſe which 
chruſts jes head into the ſalt-water near Sincepure, Ptolomy and others of ol\ called 
Magnnm. The Kingdome of Syam withal was heretofore termed SabanneRegio, as 
atteſted by Strabo ini his definition of the Terra-Miſicani : and not many leagues from 
Malacca there is at this 'day a Town (o named. Dionyſus alſo in his Periegeſis makes 
Sabalaſſs one of the Oftiz of the River Ganges. : 

Now albeit this may ſerve to point out Opbyr, yet —_ Tharſiſh is an adjunQ with 
Opbyr, and a word'xdmitring a various fignification, it will not be lolt Jabour to di(- 
c:ils that aliccle, being a term chat by curious pens has been no lefs argued then Opbyr. 
But by a parentheſis hirſt accept the deſcription of what has been the ſubjet of this 
diſquitition, Golds diſcovered very 'rarely ; for chat the Awrarie run not in Mines 
and Veins ſo apparently and ſo plentifully as Silver doth, but for the molt part is hid 
and undiſcovered nll found in ſhallow Brooks and Rivolets near to Mountains, uſual- 
ly aſter ſtorms and rains, ſometimes in duſt and powder but at other cimes in grains 
which for bigneſs and ſhape reſemble Melon-ſeeds ; and that fort is moſt moſt pure and 
need; lealt refining. The quality or nature of it, ſuch, as exceeds Silver twelve times 
in value: ſo pure, as it is not ſubjeR co ruſt ; and (o ſolid, as endures Age and Fire 
above dther Metals: yea, moſt improveable in its produd ; for Pliny lib. 33, cap. 3. 
obſerves, Tint one ounce may well be beaten with che Hammer into ſeven hundred 
leaves, every leaf being four fingers broad, and length proportionable. In Afric and 
Aſia is ſtore of this precious Earth + ſo much being imported by David and Solomon 
(as provilion for the Temple) that as mentioned in 2 Cbron. 9.22. Solomon excelled 
all the Kings of the earth in riches and wiſdome;z for Silver was there as plenteous as 
Stones, and Cedars as the Fig-trees that grow abundantly in the plains. And from 
thoſe two parts of the world much more Gold is brought into Exrope (where the 
lealt quantity is concoted) then from America ; albeit of Silver-oar, America yields 
more then Afric, Aſia,and Europe put together. And yet I have not heard of any lump 
of Gold thence (o great as Oviedo reports he ſaw in America: one of which was an en- 
tire grain or piece of Gold of ſeven pound weight, valuing ſeven hundred Pezo's ; 
a Pezo is thirteen, Ryals : the other was five pound weight. Peter Martyr alſo ſaw an 
Ingot there that weighed 3310 Pezo's, entire of jt ſelf withour any artificial additi- 
on. Ararity fic to be preſented the Portugal King; to whom it was accordingly car- 
ned in the Bozdilla, but miſ.carried by tempeſt. - 

Now concerning the word Tharſiſh, ſo much criviciz'd, it is Verbum ambigunm and 
admits a various ſence: For,ſomerimes it ſignifies a City z other-ſome a Region: as alſo 
a precious ſtone of the colour of the Sea: but at ſome me the Sea it ſelf, as may be 
gathered. That there was a City fo called in.C:/icia appears by that of rhe wo 9s 
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Jonas, who def Se the Almighty to admoniſh Ninivy took a comtrary way, 
and ar Foppa ſhipped himſelf for Tarſ3ſh : of which Ciry Saint Pax! the Apoltle was 
a Native, AQ. 22, 3. The nathe is probably deduced from Tharfir the Son of Zevar, 
Get.10. 4, who in the dayes of Ped planted in that part of the lefler 4ſis which che 
Twrks at this day call Hamzs. * But whereas Tarſhiſh is mentioned in 1 Reg. 10. 22, 
and in ® Chron, 9.21. that Solomons ſhips went ro Tarſhiſh with Hyrems (ervays ; cve- 
ry year once came the ſhips of Tayſhiſ bri Gold, and Silver,and Ivory, &e+ ſeeing 
Gold in the 10'verſe of that Chapter is Gold of Ophbyr, with ſubmiſſion, che 
word Therſſh there may bgniic the Sex. For, it appears by the 1 Reg. 9.26, chat 
King Solomon built his Navy at Exion-geber which ſailed to-Opbyr. So as albeic 'cis 
ſtiled the Navy of Tharfiſh and Hyrems Navy, *cis probable £wo neighbour Prin- 
ces were concerned in the returns of thar Voyage ; the Phanicians at that time being 
more expert Sea-men then the Fews. Nocwithitanding which, that choſe ſhips were 
either riding in the Mediterranean or upon the Nyle, ualeſs brought over by (ledge 
from {optos or Pelufiem as Cleopatra's was, is very improbable ; For otherwiſe it will 
be ſaid thoſe Navuies went to Cadtz, which place at that cime being called Tarteſhxr, 
Pineds fancies were Veſſels belonging thereunto:” otherwiſe, paſliog that Scceight, they 
failed through the Atlantic, and doubli ry Bona Speranzs made that this way 
into the Red-ſea, as ſome have conceited? *Bur a vain conception ir is, ſeeing che 
Scripture ju expreſs terms acquaints us That the Navies were built at Exion-geber near 
Eloth upon the ſhore of the Red-ſea : ſo as had Opbyr been in any part in or near che 
Mid-land Sea, or come from Tarfiſh in Cilicia, then the voyage might have been ac. 
compliſhed in far leſs time time then three years, ſecing that Tarfiſh was not aboye a 
weeks fail from Jopps a Pore twenty miles Welt from Jeruſalem, and not above 
three dayes ſail from Scandroon ( Alexandretta of old) the molt noted Syro-Phanician 
Port at the boteome of the Streights. But thoſe that think by Thorfiſþ 1s meant 0s 
- or elſe that there was ſome Countrey in Indiz of chat name, are moreto be credited. 

Further, from 2 Chron, 20. 36, where it is written That Jebolkophat built ſbips in 
Exion-geber, which — were not able t0 go to Tharſhiſh, ſome judge that Thar= 
ſhiſ# there fignifies the Sea z and the rather, for that the word carries it in ſeveral 
other places, as noted by ſeveral learned Expoſitors, Saint Hierom is one, who in his 
Paraphraſe lately mentioned ſpeaking of Opbyr, Locus eft Indie (ſayes he) in que Au- 
rum optimum naſcitur : adds, Tharſiſh vel eſt Regio Indie ut vult Joſephus ; vel certe omne 
Pelagins, Tharſiſh appellatur : Etenim, Hebrei Tharſis Mare dici, generaliter antumant ; 
ſecundum illud, in Spiritu vebementi confringat Naves Tharſiſh, 3. e. Maris. 1a Eſay 
alſo chap. 23. verſ. 1. Ululate naves Thorfih is interpreted Howl ye fbips of the Sea. 
And in the 6 verſe, Go over to TarſÞiſh, in the Vaulgat Latine it is Tranſita maria. In like 
ſort the dawghbter of Tarſhiſh is in the 10 verſe tranflated filia maris. And in Exzek, 27. 
12,25. The ſhips of Tarſhiſh is rendred Naves Maris 4n that Edition. Bur by being 
thus variouſly conſtrued, thence it is that by Tharſhiſh ſometimes is undertiood a 
Chryſolite, for the colour of that ſtone hath a reſemblance with che Sea. Howbeit, 
to find it an Indian Region, as that great Author I lately named conjefures, is 
paſt my undertaking. 

Return we therefore to Malaces it ſelf, where the Pole Artic is elevated five de- 
grees: a City within the Kingdome of Syam, to whoſe Scepter it was ſubje& until 
about the year of our Lord 150$. when by the Portugal it was forced from Abdal 
at that time King ; whoſe life chey alſo very inconliderately took away, as ap- 
peared by a dangerous mutiny ſoon aſter hapning in the Town, which Albuquerg 
quieted, and by Sequyrs's advice was converted into a Garriſon : It had a ſufficient 
number of Ocdnance planted to fortifie the placeyſceing it is reported Chere was noleſs 
chen three thouſand. Alſo ſeizing the Kings Exchequer into his bands, by Inventory 
then taken, ſo much minted Coin came to theKing of Portugal particular (hare, albeit 
bue a fifth, as amounted unto two hundred and tifty chouſand Ryals of eight. But 
the unexpeſted and undeſerved death of the King was fo ill reſented by rhe Syem

great, and in a manner now give Lay to the greatelt part of thole indefenſive people, 
who though they want no will, want power to obyiate thoſe intruſions. Whereas the 
Engliſ by a joint ſtock and (elett Company content themſelves in managing* their 
ories under the ſuperincendence and 1nſpettion of Prelidents and Agents, who it 
cannot be denied live both in India and. Pgrfis with (plendor and reputation, and make 
frequent and conſiderable returns : Neverthele(s, by living wholly amongſt Maho- 
metans and Gentiles in places where they exerciſe Authority and Heatheniſh Superſtj- 
tion and Idolatry, their men are under a conſtant offence. to ſee God diſhonoured, and 
have nor that proteftion aad indulgence they expe and merit;ſecing that many times 
they are ſubjefted to the cauſleſs bravadoes of the Milicary, as alſo to.the craft of the 
Civil ſort of Tndiens; and upon fleight cauſe and falſe information have too often been 
expoſed ro the rapine and arditcary diſpoſition of thoſe Intidels; who of late times (if 
report fay true) have been known co caſt our Merchants jnto priſon,where they haye - 
been ferrered in chains,and not ſer at liberty without confiderable ſums extotted from 
them 3-and all this without any juſt cauſe or provocation: which aftronts would have 
been avoided had our Eaft-India Company fixed. playtations ig ſome ſecure places 
either upon Iles or Seg«coaſt there, where men might exerciſe their Religion with 
more freedome and purity, and with more ſecurity co their perſons and eſtates, then 
poſlibly can be expeRed in the moving Faftories they onely for ſome time are relident. 
The Portuzal found it fo,when they had Ormw,G02,and Callicxt; and the Datch no leſs 
by their commanding in Cocbeen, Malacca, and Facatra, they nuw call Batavia, a moſt 
conſiderable Port,and kept all along in delpight of the numerous and reſolute Favans, 
Upon which conliderations, 1 have ſometimes thought, That if bur one half of thoſe 
Engliſh which have removed into the Caribe Iles and planted Colonies in Virginia, 
New-England,and other parts of Norumbega in the W.Indies,had(if che Royal Authori- 
ty held fit) been imployed upon plantations in E.India, Madagaſcar Mauritiws,or other 
fie places, that delign in all probability would is far le(s time have made another kind 
of produQ&,both as to command, by Land,and power by Sea; enlargement of Trade, 
and propagation of the Goſpel: che Oriental Countreys being (uperiative to the Oc- 
cidentin reference to. all ſorts of mechanick Arts, and alſo ro a more valuable com- 
merce in Jewels, Gold, Silks, Spices and Drugs then Americs : and the Eaſt being 
over-ſpread with grols Gentiliſm gives no leſs invitation for the preaching of che 
Goſpel and reſcuing thoſe poor wretches out of Satans Tyranny, then any part of the 
New-found-World ; which is and ought to be the chief end of all ſuch generous and 
publique undertakings. And this in all likelihood might have been compaſſed by 
ſuch a number (for as 1 apprehend, there are in our. Weſtern Plantations donblethe 
number of Portugal and Dxtch now extant in the Eaſt Indies) and by perſons of ſuch

SYAM, (SabannaandCortatha of old, a City and Kingdome fo named, declining 
North from the Xquinoftial 14 degrees) is a great and famous'Part of India, having 
Patania to the South, to the Welt Pegs and part of the Bengalan gulph 3 Foor, Ma+- 
laccs, 
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lacca, a great part of Pegu, Brama, ahd Cambogid were tributary to him; Patanjs 
alſo, Zamobay, Odjes, and other Te ies watered by Ganges alſo acknowledge him : 
ſo as his power is large, ang well-known that within the memory of man he was'able 
to bring into the'field five hundred Elephants, :and two hundred thouſand fighting 
men armed with good Swords, Bows and Arrows, Shield and-Larice. The King pre- 
rendsto a large race of Kingly progenitors. The Zone is hot,: which makes the men 
black, and in ſuch places liccle cloxthing is requiſite; ſo that they content themſelves 
with a Cambolin of Lawn of a (ad colour, which is trebled about their ſhoulders: 
Howbeit, ſome tie a leather skin about their neck!; and as a badge of devotion gird 
theic middles with a' thong, and hold. a Sumbrero in their hands co abate the heat :

_ Tallapoi. may be thought meritorious. Now albeit liberty be allowed Chriſtians, 
and indeed Moors and , other ſuperſtitions, nevertheleſs the Natives are tranſcendent 
Idolaters, carving their Deities after the (hapes of Pan and Priepus, with other goatiſh 
fancies 3; yea, in poſtures not fit co be remembred.: They have Groves and Alcars alſo, 
whereon they offer fleſh, fruits, flowers ; and many-times when:the Tallapoj rell them 
them their Deumo is melancholy, they warble out harmoniour mulic, and do what 
they can to make fiim merry, Others by break of day run £o-their Pagods with a 
basket of Rice, hoping that day will be bappier,.

'Amonght others, Noba« 
dabeg him(elt, who bled not, albeit chey had flaſbe and wounded him in ſundry places, 
They were amazed at the light, and thought it magical; till having taken from his 
acm a bracelet of Gold wherein was ſet the Cabriz-itone, the reaſon then appeared t 
for that was no ſooner removed but blood iffued abundantly from every wound he 
had, Doubcieſs this is the beſt Blood-ſtone in the World; and could ir prevent 
wounding as: well as ftaunch blood , might worthily be ranked amongſt ſtones 
molt precious.

PE GU, Leſtarum Regio in Ptolomy ; confined by Syem, Ganges, and the Ocean; i 
Monarchy of greater extent filty years ago, and till the Syamite plucked forceably 
from that Crown ſeveral great and wealthy Seigniories: Howbeit, ſhe is yer Com+ 
mandreſs of many large Territories and I{lauds, as Monym, Barongs, Nogomallo Duradura, 
Cacos, and others. . 

By Caftalds it is ſuppoſed to be that old Triglipton or Trigliphon which is mention- 
e&d in Ptolomy, and by him placed under 18 degrees: it has Artic elevation 16 degrees 
49 minutes. The City is walled with ſtone, beautified with Turrers, and to ifſue 
out and in ſhews four fair Gates, and thrice chat number of Poſterns : but made moſt 
defenſive by 2 deep graff that circumvolves her ; ſo Jargeand deep, and tras ſuch en- 
tercouſe with the Sea thar Cracodiles are many times ſeen to ſwim there. Theſtreers 
are not many ; bur thoſe that be are large aad broad (which 1s rare in hot Conntreys) 
aad ſeldome crooking, Afore molt doors grow Trees whole fruit and ſhade make 
them uſefull and acceptable. It is divided into the new and old : the old is greateſt 
and beſt inhabited. The Ceuntrey is now very bare in wood, albeit in old times ic 
abounded with Timber of great height, of which, Virgil in his 2 ib. Georg. ſeems to 
have ſome knowledge ;

_ ., About an) hundred! years ago the Peguan Monarch was far more formidable then 


he is at preſent ; His|[Diadem then ſparkled with the Juſtge of twelve wealthy Pro- 


vinces, Which acknowledged Pegs their Soveraign: ſome of thoſe were Syam, -Anva, 


Chavilen, Bormar ot Brams, jengomer, Tangram, Cablan (where are found ſtore of 
Rubies, Saphyres, Eſpinels, and other precious ſtones, which are'digged our of che 
rocks,) Lawran, Meliotalk,, &c. out of which, he yearly extratted two millions of 
crowns and a million of men to ſerve him upon all occaſions. This hardly could 
content him (for what will (atiate the ambirious ?) ſeeing that by a coo lofty conceit 
of his greatne(s he had his neighbour Princes in contempt x Tyranny ſucceeded his 
pride, and that begort deſtruftion, For the Vice-roy of Auva when he found no pri- 
viledge by being his Uncle, nor that he willingly ſubmitted under his Government, 
brokeaſunder his filver yoke of ſervitude: Howbeic, ere he could ripen his delign the 
__ having notice ſuddenly arreſts him ; ſo that in amazement heacknowledges his 
fault, and begs the others mercy : but thePeguan King not liking a reconciled enemy, 
quickly made his Uncle ſhorter by the tiead; and to-rerrifie others by that example, 
made Wife, Children, and forty other whom he moſt reſpe&ted bear a part in that ſad 
Tragedy. It was Juſtice upon the Rack no doubt, and ſerved rather to exaſperate 
others, then to lecure their Loyalcy:; 'as appeared by the Vice-roy of Syam; who per- 
ceiving his own uncertain ſtanding, (the leaſt cauſe breeding jealoutie, and che leaſt 
jealouke ulhering death). he ſuddenly rebels, and with all the force he cuuld raiſe (ere 
the Peguan returned from Auvs) enters Pegs in a hoſtile way. But the King having 

proclaimed

_ proclaimed him a Rebe] and threatned terrible revenge, marches againſt che S;amite 

**with-an Army as ſome report of nine hundred thouſand fighting men: That world 
of men could not contrary the Decree of the Almighty : tor ſuch was the confuſed 
haſte he made precipitated by fury, ſuch the hate his cruelry had gained him, and 
ſuch che affright his Uncles Malus Genius evety where preſented, that after three hours 
fight his monſtrous multitude turn tail and yield themſelves a prey to the enraged 
axe of War, which-was glutted with blood ; ſo as by that dayes viftory the Siamite 
advances in Triumph. Homwbeit,nort willing to make more halte then good ſpeed, he 
returns, and fortifies the molt conſiderable places in his own Kingdome ; whiles the 
Peguan King winged with rage in the head of another numerous Army enters Syam, 
with a reſolution to purſe him to his very door : but che Siamice (arming himſelf 
with the Foxes $kin) refuſed to fightz not (0 much out of fear, as reſolved upon 
an eaſter way of Foftqueſt.” For, whilesthe Peguan darts many fiery defiances, and calls 
him Rebel, Coward, and what not; che Siamite opened the (luces and gave way to the 
ſwift Rivers Szhan and Medoz or Menon to break their banks, which fluſhed ſo vio- 
lently into the Peguan Army. that for want of Boats above ſeven hundred thouſand 
of the Peguan Army periſhed, and the re(t with fear or tamiae totally were deſtroyed. 
Nor was this [trange,ſeeing that the Suban and the Menan{like Nilus & Niger)overflow, 
and ſupply their want.of rain; mellowing che earth (o as ic compares with Zgypt for 
plenty, and with any other part of Indisfar rarities. In ſolo tents tft fidncia Men. 
Nevertheleſs, it ſeems the King made (hift to ſave himſelf from chat inundation ; for 
notwithſtanding that incredible qumber cheir Records fay were deſtroyed by thae 
accident, the enſumg year he uſed the means to raiſe another Army which entred - 
S;am ; but with (6 Netle ſucceſs, as belides therout of fivehundred thouſand men” 
the death of his Son was added; fo that he made a ſcrrowfull retreat to Martavan 
with leſs then one third of hisArmy. But which was worſe then that, through theſe 
continued brawls of War his Freafure "cow ey Cities w; © pen. by wane 
of Trade, and his Kingdome-th a ſort depopulated through loſs of (o many men : 
Which proved not motives of pity withthe other ſubjeted Provinces, but provoca» 
tives rather to un-fetter themſelves as Siam had done. Accordingly the Vice- 
Roys of Bramaw, of Tanga, #nd of Racban confederate: and whiles the King of Pegs 
was contriying new defigns at-Marzaven enter Pegs with a deſperate Army, forraging 
and deſtroying ſuch as the late fatiine had ſpared ; where th they found few peo- 
ple and le(s foods, yet got they Fiches incredible: For, out of the City of Pegs they 
cook no leſs treaſute then loaded ewo thouſand Camels : and as a period, not onely 
made the w1 King eſs; bat crowned their conqueſt with his life, his 
Wife and three Sons ſorrowfully accompanying him. = | 

Now this ſucceſs was attended with mil-fortane of another kind : for the Sovereign 

of Arrakan and the other ewo dif-agreeing' about the dividing that great ſpoil, were 
beaten home by the Bramaan King ;z who alſo enjoyed ic bat a while, the Siamite en» 
tring (o furioufly that the Bremaan was content with a ſafe retreat, leaving the Sia- 
mite vitorious: who fince, upon a marriage *cwixt one of the Royal F of Pegu 
and his Daughter has quit his claim and gives the right Heir leave to re-pbleſs both .

the eye : Or of his deifying his Elephants becauſe milk-whice and of oreater bulk 

then uſual, would be but repetition : I will therefore content my (elf in giving 

you the proſpe& of that his Deity ; not that he is unknown in England, but 

for other things then his ſhape rendring him worth che obſervation. 

The Elephant ( for growth and underſtanding reputed the chiefeſt of unreaſonable 
Animals) has been the ſubjett of ſundry learned Pens ; as of Ariſtotle, Platarcb, Pliny, 
Strebo, Annian, and others. They go two ſometimes three years with young, an 
have extreme torment in their labour ; the teat is *ewixe their fore-legs, which the 
young eafily find and ſuck with eagerneſs. Ar three years of age they wean them- 
ſelves and fall co other provant, as herbs, boughs of trees, ſhrubs, and like vege- 
tables; but when in ſervice have more dainty fare, as corn, fruits, roots, ſugar- 
cages, milk, whey, and ſuch as may increaſe borh ſtrength and courage. They grow 
until they be fifreen years old, and are uſually eighteen foot high, bue ſome of the 
higheſt mount co four and ewenty : Notwithitanding which marvellous greatnels 
they are not dull and unweildy, but quick and ſpirited. They can and ufuzlly do» 
lie down and riſe as other Beaſts, contrary to the report of '{ome ol Writers : fo 
aQive notwithſtanding their cylindrical form of leg as at Kome' in Nero and Galbs's 
time they were _ to dance upon a cable or great rope, as we find reported by 
Szetenius ; and ſo full of courage as no ſtory gives more commendation co any beaſt 
then to the Elephant that King Ports fought upon againſt Alexander. And albeit his 
Tusks-and his Proboſcis are his beſt Weapons, yet can he frame his mighty body as 
occaſion ſerves into offenſive anddefenfive poſtures. In ructing time (which is com- 
monly when the ſeaſon is hotteſt). the maleg are mad, and hardly to be ruled withour 
the females company. Someconfidently report That their teſticles are in or near their 
fore-head ; which being a tender part, is the reaſon the Condudtor fits there, and with 
hisIron rod or hook there correqs him ; Howbeit, Ari(totle places his ſtones near his 
reins. His Trunk is long and compoled of (mall Nerves which be full of ftrength and 
very agile. His skin is rough and aſh-coloured t his Teeth proportionable co his body ; 
ſome'are thirteen foot long,and weigh upwards of a hundred and etiirty pound. Mud- 
dy Rivers and coo ſhidowed places belt pleaſe :: but Swine, Serpents, and Mice diſ- 
pleaſe them ; Cock-crowing alſo doth offend them: The Perſians call him the Symbol 
of Fidelity ; DON the Hieroglyphic of Juftice ; Indians of Piety ; Siamites of 
memorie ; Arabs the Enſign of ny 3 Stematrans the Embleme of Providence 2 
Pliny in 81;b, Nat.

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SUMATRA. that famous Ifle which Ariſtotle {ib. de Mindo and” others of old 
called Taprobane ; and from the plenty. of Gold found there ſuppoſed to be Opbyr or 
Parvaym, and the Iſle thence called Taparvane, with which agree fwnias and Tremelias, 
as formerly noted. Odoric calls it Symolta; Joſephus, Samotrs 3 others, Alramis and 
Zamara ; Symunds in Ptolomy; by the Inhabiters, Salyca or Salatra : and if fapan be 
not an Iſle may truly be reputed the third great Ifle thoughour the Univei fe : fix hun- 
dred, ſome ſay nine hundred of our miles long it is, and in breadth ſome where ewo 
hundred and forty : traded to as ſome ſixppoſe by Salomen ; was unknown to Alexander, 
unleſs ns Megaſtbenes thinks by Oneſecritas his Vice-admiral diſcovered. Fambulus an er- 
rant Greek, was here ewo hundred years afore Chrilts nativity, if D. Sic. had crue infor- 
mation; and if ſo, may be reputed che firſt diſcoverer : bur of a Chriltian, Alvaro Te- 
lezzo is thought the firſt, who Anno 1506. to fiad vuc Gold tailed whither wind and 
weather guided ; fince when, moſt Merchants of the World have knowledge of ir. 
'Tis Nadyr to the Equinottial : fo that ourPole-(tar is not in the Souther|y part of the 
I{land at all vilible, but depreſt under the Horizon. Many petty Kiogs there advance 
their Scepters ; but the richeſt Crown incircles the ecliptic brow of that Tyrant of 
Acheen : Howbeic, all of them are well ſtored with Gold and Stones, but miſerable in 
their Mawmetry and Superſtition. Moſt of them were not many years lince ſo engulph- 
ed in the abyſs of Paganiſm that they uſed ro adore Cat, Rat, Dog, or Devil ; but 
fincethe Alcoran has crowded in, the worſhip of theſe elementary creatures 1s abohiſh- 
ed, Both Sexes go moſt part naked. The foil is good where Rivers are near, bue 
barren where Gold is obtained.

He. has four Terrarchs or Deputies his Subordinates, Is of chat power that ( as 
reported) he can draw two hundred thouſand men into the field upon occaſion: ig- 
norant in Martial Diſcipline, at leaſt according to our form; but of approved 
courage and dexterity, and ſufhciently ingenious both as to the invention of their 
Arms and Execution. They commonly uſe lances, darts; arrows; and ſhields : bur 
their greateſt bravery is in their Crizes 3 a weapon that is commonly two foot long 
and four inches broad, waved, ſharp both in the edge and point ;' but contrary to the 
Law of Nature and Nations, invenomed: the handle is uſually of wood or horn, 
(howbeit ſome have them of Gold, or Silver, or lvory,) cut into the ſhape of a miſ- 
ſhapen Pagod: Yet were they a thouſand times more ugly, theſe Savages wonld dare 
to idolize ; eſpecially, in chat they ask the Idol on their crelt pardon aſter they have 
perpetrated an homicide, Not unlike what was practiſed by Lewes the eleventh to 
the Crucitix in his Hat. But withal, theſe Favans are drunk in Demonomy ; and the 
more earneſtly embrace it, by how much their corrupt natures abhor honeſty : 
whence it happens that they trade in murther, adultery; thefc, rapine, deceit, and 
all other wickedneſs. Magicalſo and Aſtrology delight them ; a ſtudy their Prieſts are 
excelſentin, and in which Satan *cis chought inſtructs them, the better eo oblige their 
gratitude, and to worſhip him as the Apoll» of knowledge : which we may inculcate 
with that of the Prophet Iſaiah chap. 44. 1s there any God beſides the Lord ( Jehovah ? ) 
yes, there is no God, we know not any. He maketh the Diviners mad, be turneth the wiſe 
men backward, and maketh their knowledge fooliſh. And in Ferem. 10. Let us not learn 
the way of the Heathen, they are altogether brutiſh and fooliſh; bis molten Image is falſhood, 
and there is no breath in them : they art vanity, and in the day of account they ſhall periſh, 
But in the Lord ſhall all true Believers be juſtified and ſhall glory. 

The Natives till of late were not acquainted with Navigation : but in the Art of 
ſwimming (as moſt Negroes) very excellent, And (ceing they are not (for want of 
(hips and marine knowledge) capable of affairs abroad, thofe that liveſome diſtance 
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lava the preater, 


from the Sea make hunting their chief recreation : and ſuch ſpore it is as tries their 
courage as-well as a ility.3 the Iſle having ſtore of Tygres, Qqnces, and ſuch beaſts as 
give- chaſe and Sas. The Alcotan is known: of late years' in moſt parts of 
the Iſle, and as an infeRious air is ſpread into the moſt cenfxe Ilands. Friendly 
they-are towards the 'Engliſb, eſpecially fince the Dutch forced: Ficatra from them ; 
betwixe whom is ſuch variance, that fifteen Rya)s has been givegby. either as a reward 
for 2 priſoner dead or alive: nor is there ever hope of true amity with Barbarians. 
The Oran-kays are the prime ſort of e£;'who are latte aad ſociable, but deceit- 
full, They repute themſelves deſcended from Chyna z and have a Tradition that they 
landed there out of a Junck which was ſeven hundred years ago forced upon that Ule 
by tempeſt. They are a very prond race, wear their hair 'pretty long, and abouc 
their heads ſometimes wreath a valuable Shafh which none but chemſelves dare touch; 
but go elſewhere naked to the walte where they gird themſelves with a party-co- 
loured Mantle which falls no deeper then the knees. T heir ordinary food (and not 
at cafe rates) is Ryce, Wheat, Pinange, Betele, Opium, Goats, Hens, Eggs, Cocoes, 
Plantains,and Jacks ; for drink have excellent good Water ; and for Wine,Rack-a.pee, 
which like the Iriſþ Uſquebaugh drunk immoderately accilerates death ; but cem- 
pecately, exlvlerates the heart, cures fluxes, kills worms, and helps digeſtion. Theſe 

res are for the greater part of the year ſubjeCt co ſnch loud thuriders and flaſhes of 
orc as are very dreadfull co ſtrangers. 

Whence this noble Ile is called Fave, 1 confeſs my ignorance. From Faven (Fa- 
pbets ſon) would be ridiculons to ſuppoſe, in that moſt h. his Plantation 
was in the leſſer Aſia: but in regard his brother Tharfis peopled theſe parts, might 
he not from bis brothers name and to his memory borrow the den2mination? 'Nj;. 

er apprebends that ic is the ſame way called Inſx/e Jabadie, which (ounds like 
ava: fome call it Fomboli. There is another in Morea of that name; ſome alſo take 
It for Taprobane. | 

Nothing fave Pepper and Cotton preſent themſelves in this Ifle worthy our noting. 
Pepper is a ſeed firſt ſown, and in the growth like Hops or Vines ſupported. by poles, 
cill by maturirf ic gees the ſtrength of a buſhy, round, and pleaſant Tree: the Pep 
hangs four inches umn length and one about, in many cluſters ; each yielding they 
or fxty corns which be full, and round, and fragrant : the ſmooth is beſt account- 
ed of. R 
Cotton is no leſs obſervable. The tree is ſlender but ftreighr, a yard high and 
like a briar. Virgil in his lib. 2 Georg. has this alluſion co it, 


Quid Nemora Arhiopum molli canentia lana, Trees grow in AEchiopia white with wool, 
Velleraq; ur foliis deſpectant renua Seres? Ihere, from the leaves the Natives fleeces pull. 


At thetop it divides it (elf into ſeveral branches, each of which is charged with many 
balls which contains the Bumbaſt : che ſhape chereof is round and equal to a Wal- 
nut. At maturity the cod opens and diſcloſes her treaſure ; bur being crop, is 'in an 
entire heap with flails or ſuch like uſefull chough churliſh inſtrument forced our, and 
by the enriched Owner chearfully gathered. 

The Malayan like thoſe of Indaſtant have twenty fix Letters in their Alphabet and 
write like the Arabic. The Language in theſe parts is no leſs epidemic in Indza, then 
are the Latine, Arabic, and Sclayonian elſewhere. Theſe few common words may be 
uſcfull to a future Traveller.

The Molucco Iſles called Solis Inſule in former Ages, confine Tnd:s, and are five in 
number, -Molncco, 'Gillolo, Ternate, Tidare, and \Machan; in which lait, Mageltart after 
his long yoyage{Anno 1520. ended his hte throughuthe _ of thoſe Batbarians,) 
The Engliſh were the firit that ever traded to theſe Iſles of any Chiiftians ; '(0 as molt of 
them, have ever ſince acknowledged our King their Sovereigy : biit by the Dutch 
it ſeews our-men are nov thruſt out, as if all India were theirs by title from the 
Creation. Se” 2.407% nb 

Of theſe, Gillolo is greateſt, and Ternate the higheſt ; all of 'them afford Clover, 
Mace, Nuemegs, Ginger, Pepper,' Oyl, Aloes, and Honey. Moſt of them have che 
AX&quiacRial for their Zenich, and by thoſe diurnaPthowrs and breezes which fail them 
not, with the Sting voicinage, the'fruits ripen ſooher, the earth fmells more aromay- 
cal, and the air (cems/more nutritive there then obſerved in molt other places. - 

The Clove. tree differs in proportion according to the place whence it receives its 
vigour : ſome are comparable to the Bay which it reſembles, the leaves onely ſome- 
what narrower 3 others co Box, or ſuch like trees of humble ſtature : *cis molt pare of 
the year green, having leaves long and ſmall, diftending into many branches. Ie bloſ- 
ſomes early, but becomes exceeding inconſtane in complexion z from a virgin white 
varying into other colours : for, in the morn it ſhews a pap | ny” in the meridian a 
diliempered red, nd (ers in blackneſs.

They are pru- 
ned thrice every year, and gratefully retore a treble vintage: yea,though but perfeted 
in three years, yet counted an advantage : (ceing Phylicians ſay They are hor and dry in 
the third degree,ggorroborate the ſtomack, benefit concuQion, and (fuck up moiſture 
ſo exceedingly thae no other plant will proſper in its neighbourhood. 

The Nutmeg like trees moſt excellent is not very lotty in heighth, ſcarce riling (o 
high as the Cherry : by ſome it is reſembled co the Peach; bur varies in form of leaf 
and grain, atd ofedts more cotnpaſs. The Nat is cloathed wich a defen{fve husk like 
thoſe of baſer quality, and reſemblesthe chick rind of a Walnue; but at full ripene(s 
db(covers her naked purity theMace and chaſtly entwines (with a vermilion bluſh) 
her endeared fruit and filter, which hath a third coat, and vorh of them breath our 
moſt pleafing ſmells. The Mace in few days (like choice beauties) by the Suns flames 
becomes tawny 3 yetin that complexion belt pleaſes the ruſtick gatazerer. In theſe Iles 
onely arefound thoſe rare and beaurifull Birds of the Sun which are commonly called 
Manxceudiate or Birds of Paradiſe. 

Several other I{les of note there are, ſome of which, namely Amboyna, was in the 
quiet poſſeſſion of the Engiihh until difleiſed by the treachery and cruelty of ſome 
Dutch ; who under a (hew of friendſhip invited our Faftors to a Fealt, where moſt per- 
fidioully-and to the perpetual reproach of their Chriſtian Profellion amongſt Infidels, 
not content with the poſlellion of the place, they entertained thoſe innoceat perſons 
with moſt cruel and exquiſite Tortures. Theſe VWles are commonly called the Moluccs 
Iles or Wles of Bands ; thoſe two being accounted the Principal. —_

tan, Lebatacks, Nero, Ticoboſſa, Cunber, Salamo, andothers; all _ eſpecially Pu- 
loway and Paloreen, appear. as if they were continued Wildernefles of Nucmegy and 
Clove-trees, Pepper, Vines, and Olives. Until ſome late violence was offered by our 
emulous neighbours, the two laſt commerced firlt with our Engliſh Merchants and con- 
erafted a perpetual Amity with our King : but in affront to them and us, they 
have forceably expelled our Merchants thence, and now entitle themſelves Lords of 
Bande; caring neither for our Intereſt , nor what right the Tarnatenſian nor Band. 
Kings have over them : albeit *cis well known the Dytcb traded thither after the Eng. 
liſh,and that till che year 1595-they had no conliderable Trade in any part of the Indies ; 


* which how they have improved is underſtood to the terrour and admiration -of the 


Natives. Near theſe is 

BORNEO, (by ſome ſuppoſed to be that Inſuls bone Fortune and Porne we. find 
mentioned in Ptolomy) is an Ifle Nadyr to the AEquator, which in ſhape reſembles an 
oval Shield : the major part inclines cowards the.North z for her Antartic elevation is 
not above 3 degrees, whereas the Artic extends to 7 degrees odd minures. The firſt 
diſcoyery of any Chriſtian Eurogean js attributed to de Brew, who in the year of our 
Lord 1523- accidentally came to an anchor at this Iſland, Ac this day it groans for the 
molt part under Spanilh ſervitudez who where Treaſure is to be had become, ingeni- 
ous and indefatigable ; but what Artifices they uſe is well known, and chat underpre. 
tence of ſacred an infatiate thirſt after Gold is too oft diſcovered : albeit, they cannoc 
well be, ignorant that Calumnulls eft reparabile gaza. 

It has many Villages, and conſequently much people ; but the one as to outward 
things are poor, and the other wretched in. their Idolatry : So as did not that plency 
of Gold, Diamonds, and other Merchandize, as'Bezar, Lignum Aloes, Musk, Civec, 
Benjamin, Amber,, Sanguis Dracooum, Wax, Rice, and Ratcans or Canes make hec 
magnetical, the place would not be fo attraftive as it is, ©o Merchants and Travellers, 
Her beſt Nochim Tong and Ports are Socodania, Which is in 1 degree 35 minutes 
South; and from Fgntem: N. E. a hundred and fixty leagues or thereabours ; and Be- 
mermoſſin ; the reſt be ſcarce worth the regarding. 

Bezar, or as the Perſians call, it Pezar and, Pa-zabar is of two ſorts; found both in 
Aſia and America : Of Aſia. the belt is had in Perfis, Pegs, and this Borneo, and is of 
more value then what is had in the new-found World. It is oft found. in the ſtomack 
or maw of a Goat jn Pegs, and upon the Indian Monntains. Some nevertheleſs, (how 
eruly 1 know not)-affirm it 1s no other then the congealed tears of a Stag ;z and that 
ſuch as are taken from, Beaſts teeding upon Theriacal Herbs are molt ſovereign and of 
greateſt vertue to expel poiſon and ather noxious diftempers. The ſhape allo is vari- 
ous ; for ſome reſemble a Plum,ſome a Date-ſtone,others Doves- eggs;and ſome are like 
Cheſnuts, and Goats kidnies 3 bur all blunt-ended.

The women are 
modeſt; and amongſt themſelves difter not in apparel]; in that a cambolin or yail of 
white linnen covers them ; (hewing nothing bur gheir polt-feet, which from theic in- 
fancy are ſtrairned ; ſo as to make them alla mode, many of them voluntarily become 
lame andcripled.

taſted likean Acorn, what the quality was I could not tell, fave that by ſome experi- 
ment the Chyrurgion made, it was found little leſs then Poyſon. The Africans at Sierra 
L eox have ſuch a Tree as this they call Ogou with which they invenom their darts : 
this peradventure may be of that kind, Many other welaw here, ſome of which were 
like Pynes, others like Lymesand Sycomores, and do not remember that we ſaw any 
Oak, Cedar, Fir or Cyprch>3 nor was the fruit or ſeed they bore ſuch as we kney;, 
though we could reſeppble them to Pyne apples, Artichoacks, Plums, Nuts, Cherries, 
andthe like; but as to their names or properties utterly ignorant ; Yet obſerve we 
could,nothing was loſt ; for what was food for birds, the Tortoyſes would eat ; and 
what the Tortoyſes refuſed, the Hogs did devour : fo as by one or other all was taſted 
of. Again, this noble Iſle as it is prodigal in her water and wood, ſo ſhe correſponds 
in whatelſe a-fruitfll Parent labours in : not only boaſting in that variety, but 1n fea- 
thered creatures alſs'z' yew, in the rdreneffe of that variery : 1 will name but ſome, and 
firit the Dodo 3 a Bird the Dutch call Yalgh-vogel or Dod-Eerſen : her body is round 
and fat which occaſions her {low pace or her corpulencie, and (o great as few of them 
weigh lefſe then fifty pound ; meat itis with ſome, but better to the eye than ſtomack; 
ſuch as only a ſtrong appetite can _— bur otherwiſe through its oylinets, it 
cannot chuſe but quickly cloy and nauCiat the ftomack, being indeed more pleaſure- 
able co look then feed upon: "It is of a melancholy viſage, as fenfible of Natyres in- 
jury in framing ſo maſſie a bady to'bedireQed by complemental wings, ſuct indeed 
as are unable to hoiſe her from the'ground, ſerving only. co rank her amongſt Birds: 
her head bs variouſly dreſt ; for one” half is hooded with down that is of a dark co- 
lour ; the other half is naked and of # white hue, as if Lawn were drawn over it;

which I forbear to enumerate z'but the Parrats in their feathers were curious and 
more eſteemed for their much prattle; Such their curious liveries , and ſuch their

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In the Rivers here we found no leſs variety of flb z ſuch as we took and taſted of 1 
noted ; The Man-atee was the rareſt ; for both in talte and ſhape it <qually oppoſes 
feeder and beholder. This 61h dothuſe both elements : choſe very tins which ſteer 
them in the Sea, ſerve as {tiles aſhore ro creep upon ; in which exerciſe their paps alſo 
befriend them: and though filh, differs hiecle from Veal 1n caſte, but more in ſhew ; 
for the ribs ad encrails as. alſo their face ſome ay is like the Elephant when the pro- 
boſecis is wanting,but from che Cow have their denomination : for it is verily thought 
the Land has not that Creature. which the watery Citizens reſemble not. They 
affe& ſhoald waters, and to be near the (hore to graze upon ; their eyes are very (inal; 
bulk about chreeyards long. and ig breadth but half ſo much : famouſed for a gentle 
fiſh, delighting to behold the viſage of man; molt valuable in a ſtone that is conlol1d a- 
ted in the head 3 which being pounded and put in wine and drunk falting is (as are 
the brains of Sharks or Tuberons) ſoveraign againit che ſtone and collickz yea, of 
more Priſe than his other {ix great teeth, which yer co him are far more uſeful. An- 
drew Evans Captain of our Ship ſtruck one of them with a fiſgig, and for quicker dif. 
patch leapt into the Sea, and ſwimming towards it with a Stilletto wounded the fiſh 
in ſeveral places 3 as Vitor he would needsger upon her back, but the triumph cott 
him dearly : for the Man-atee labouring under pangs circling its body ſocrulhe the 
Captain by. that forceable imbrace as the bruile made him {pic blood to his dying 
day, which hapned ſoon after. 

Give me leave £0 name what fiſh we took ; they were Dolphins,Boneraes, Albicores, 
Cavalloes, Porpice, Grampatle,/ (clic 'S=ſ-marinw)) Muller, Bream, Tench, Trour, 
Sole, Flounders, Tortoyle, Eele, Pike, Shark, Crab, Lobſter, Qyſters,Crafiſh, Cucrle- 
fiſh, (which though ies blood be black as Ink caus'd by a high concoQtion, is neverthe- 
leſs meat very delicious) Rockfiſh, Limpits, and a ſpeckled Toadfiſh or poyſon fiſh as 
the Seamen from experience namedit 5 which albeic laſt named came firſt co net and 
eaten too greedily by the heedlefle Sailers was an error that coftſome no leſs then their 
lives, others their ſences : in ſhape it was not unlike a Tench, bur more black and 
deformedly ſpotted. Other ſtrange iſh we kad which mec with as ſtrange Romacks; 
who either out of appetite or curiohty would not be afraid co taſte : ſome had the 
ſhape of Hedge-hoggs, others of Cats z ſome were globous, others trianguler ; ſuch 
as Gorrew calls Lepus marinw,concerning Which & (ame others,take this 01d caveat for 
prevention.

The Torpzdo or Crampfith alſo came to hand, a fiſh (if Pliny write truth) that 
by hiding it ſelf with mud and dirt catches leſſer fiſh very ſtrangely : for by his frigidi- 
ty he benums ſuch f{h as ſwim over or lodge near him,and (o preys uponthem. Ama- 
zed (not knowing that fiſh but by its quallty) we were,when a ſudden trembling ſeized 
us; adevice it hasto beget liberty as well as co catch hisprey 3 for by evaporating 3 
cold breath it ſtupifies ſuch as touch z nay, which is more, as hold a thing that touches 
it : hear Oppian. |

The Remora or Echeneis is by Fracaſtorins ſaid to beof the ſame nature ; Remora ex 
» atura Torpedinis eft : effanditar e corgore ſuo humorem quendom viſcoſiſſimum & frigs: 
diſſimum, qui tam aquam que & circa gubernaculum Navis vehit, congelat & ad motum 
reddatur inhabilis, &c. which laſt qualities I leave to berter inquiry : albeic, 'tis fre- 
quently ſo reported, and a memorable ſtory chereof painted in the Vice-Roys Pal- 
lace at Goa: Which how far it may ſerve for proof I ſhall not bere determine. Buc 
being dead if has not this quality. Moreover, this Iſle affords Goats, Hoggs, 
Beeves, and land Tortoiſes : Tortoiſes ſo great, as ſuffer two men with eaſe to ir; 
and ſo ſtrong, ascarry them: yea (as ſome report) fifteen men have at once ſtood 
upon them. «evriſtot. concerning this Animal writes, that no oviparous creature 
which either layes egges or ſpawns do urine; the Tortoiſe excepted. Sailers affeRt ro 
eat them ; bur are bercer meat for Hogs in my opinion : they make pretty ſport, but 
are courſe food z ſo aretheir Rats, Bars and Monkeys: molt of which uſefull and 
unuſeful creatures were firſt brought hither by the Fog for refreſhment ina 
their return from 7»dia, but at this day the Engliſh and Dutch reap their Har- 
veſts. Birds had here at no charge and little labour are Hens, Bats, Herns, &c. 
The Hens flock together twenty and forty in a company ; if you catch one you 
may catch all : che ſureſt way is by ſhewing them a red cloth, for it ſeemes that co- 
lour exaſperates their ſpleen, as appears by the aſſaulcs they will make; for when 
one is ſtruck down the reſidue budge not : they eat like parche Piggs if you roaſt 
them. The Herons through a long continued ſecurity (ignorant of the deceits of 
men, and unuſed co the ſmell of powder ) are as eaſily taken; for if one be ſhot the 
other take not wing, neither knowing nor valuing danger, ſuch is their care to con- 
dole their late aſſociates : but if my ſtomack deceive me not, worſe meat carinot ea- 
fily be taſted: a fierce ill-fayoured carrion itis, ever ſquecking, and in offenſive 
noiſe calling ro one another make bad melody. This is the only four-foored Beaſt 
that's volant, and therefore whether more properly to be ranckt amongſt Birds or 
Beaſts as yet undecided. And in this is further obſervable , that no Bird bur the 
Bar doth urine: a rarecreature, bur ſo offenſive ro the Orgyes, that as Poers ſay, 
nothing more deſtroyes ic then the ſmoak of Ivy , which is dedicated to Bac- 
chus. Bats, flying fiſh and Seals be participles of nature and ſpecies of a 
doubtful kind, participating both of Bird and Beaſt : but theſe veſpertillios hang in 
ſwarmes upon the boughs of trees, by claws fixed at theextream part of their wings, 
their Monkey fates in that poſture ever turning downwards ; as I bave delin:ated 
vpon the Coquo-tree, a little before mentioned.

We took another Fiſh, an Eaple-fiſh I imsgined it : the eyes were fie quarters a- 
ſunders from one fin end to the other were above four yards tits mouth ſo wide 
and teeth ſo long, as it reſembled a ſmall Port-cullice : the tail alſo was very long 
and ſmall * a Fiſh take ic altogether, rather to admire than junket on. Here 
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Here are ſeveral good places to.anchor in : howbeic two are moſt frequented ; 
one at the North-Waſt file which bears che form of a Hemi-cicle-and elevates the 
Pole Artic 19 degrees and 30 minutes :.the other at the South-Eaſt direRly oppo- 
ſicero the other; where we found. 20 degrees i5 minutes; and longitude from 
Cape Cemryn 20 degrees. 20 minutes; but from the Lizard g9: both which 
Bayes ſeem land-locke and have oazy ground, .ſo,as Ships may ride ſafe there in 
five, ten, fifteen or ewenty fadoms, being no where dangerous. The Soile of it ſelf 
is ſtony towards the ſhore; but at more diſtance has rich mould, covered with graſs 
herbs, and bearing mood in abundance : it bach alſo ſome ſprings of good water, 
and nothing wants that may cither delight the eye or ſatiate the taſte.

wind came fair aboard we went,and in three hours ſailloſt fight of the Mauritius.Now 
foralmuch as this delightful placeiis within the tortid Zone, : Icannor but rake notice 
of that opinion Aguina; and ſeyeral others both. Fathers and Philoſophers held ; How 
all chat vaſt ſpace of carth gomprehended within the byrning/Zone, was nor only 
uninhabited, but even the Ocean ic ſelf eſpecially under the Xquatornor Navigable :

For anſwer: it is very crue, the 
Sunbeinglimitted his courſe within the burning Zone, by reaſon of that conſtanc re- 
ſidence emics his beams and ſhine#with utmoſt ardour upon thoſe parts and people, 
whether bis g'auces be oblique or-perpendiculer: and from thence ic is the Continent 
is more eſpecially parcht through the extremity of heat, and the air inflamed, Ne. 
yertheleſs, ſuch is the wonderſul wiſdom and geodneſs of God, that in ſome parts 
upon the Terra firma, but principally in Iſlands and placeswell-nigh compaſſed with 
water, the earth.jixy commonly fruitful and che Sun delightfull and advantagious:;

1 degree and a half, anddiſtant thance about ſeven and thirty leagues; but the va- 
riation of the Compaſs is 23 degrees: the ground very high and raiſerh 
it ſelf a good way into the middle Region : the earth every where green, eſpecial- 
ly in trees which mount more then ordinarily to a ſablimity» It had no Creature in ir 
fave Birds, till our Captain ſent his long Boat with ſome Hoggs and Goats of both 
kinds aſhore, that by a bappy multiplication the future Paſſenger might be relie- 
ved.

He was in a dire& line diſcended from 
Roderic the Great, a Prince famouſed for his tucceſs againſtgethe invading Germans 
eſpccially at Berthen, Bangeln, Monegid and Angleſey about the year $46. ſuch time 
ab Burchred ruled over the Mercians, and Etbelwelfe the W. Saxons. The Annals 
of thoſe times acquaint us, That Owen was no ſooner dead bur that the cuſtome 
of Gavelkind (which ſome think has ruined moſt families in Yeles) occaſioned greac 
diviſion amongſt his Sons, of which Jorwerth or Edward firnamed Dwryndwn by 
reaſon of his broken noſe was eldeſt, but withſtood by Howell and David the youn- 
ger Sons by reaſon of that and other his imperfe&tions, Howell alſo was objefted a- 
gainſt for that his Mother was of Ireland, *twixt which Countries War was pro- 
claimed i ſo David was beſt approved of chough youngeſt, both in reſpe& of bis comes 
ly perſonage and ingenuity, bur principally for that he had gained the affection of 
the Lady Emma Plantaginet Siſter to King H-2: Howbeir this indire& praQtice was 
ſoon afrer queſtioned by Llewellin ap Forwerth, who by the affiſtance of Howell ap 
Meredith and Conan ap Owen his popular Kinſmen gave batrel tro David, and bavy- 
ing the better of theday poſſeſt himſelf of char Principality Anno 1193. and pre- 
ſervedir. Theſe inteſtin broyles were no way pleaſing to Afadec, who by that 
diſcord foreſaw their ruine(for what deſtroyes a Nation ſooner then diviſion, and 
rhe Normans ſpeedy conqueſt ? Therefore to avoid that ſtorm and provide for him- 
ſelf, he reſolves upon a Sea-adventure, hoping to find out ſome place abroad where 
he might plant ſecurely and not be liable to Invaſion. So Tradition: and it is not 
unlike that ſo generous a Prince was not unacquainted with thoſe Authors lately 
cited ; but co deviate & little, more certain it is the Song penned by Ambroſe Te- 
leyſſen a Prophetic Bardk was then accompliſhed, writ An-Dom|.

further at Orenogue i W. Indies. 1 ſhall but give this further remembrance, 
that at St» Michaels e Meridian is only found ; for there the Needle ſhewes no 
variation either Eaſterly or Weſterly,contrary to what is obſerved in other places : 
the reaſon is inter Occnita Natare, yet gheſt at by many, but by none certainly diſ- 
covered : albeit, ſome conjecture it is occalioned by the magnetic Vertue of the 
Earth, which makes it more or leſs according to the diffrent ſcituation of place or 
diſtance from either Continent : for where thercis an equidiſtancy,as in the midway 
ewixt Afric and eFmerica,the Needle is oft-times found to vary leaſt, the two Con- 
tinents equally attraRing all along that Meridian : but undoubtedly it is a falla- 
cious concluſion, ſeeing che Variation is ſo ſmail at the Cape of Good Hope and 0- 
ther places contiguous £0 the Africaws Continent. Howbeir, the Antient account 
of the firſt Meridian in former Ages, has commonly been placed at the Fortunate 
1ſtands, thoſe now called {anarie- 

Leaving the Azeres,the wind being fair and moderate we quickly entred the Can- 
tabrian Seas, where after a little rime we were churliſhly encercained by Ipud winds 
that ſoon converted to a Storm of thrice four and twenty hours continuance 3 
during which we took in our fail andlay a bull, roſt ſufficiently : but ſo good were 
our Ships thac the greateſt fear we had was of being driven nearer the French 
Coaſt then we deſired; for in ſpight of Helme and Mizen the Tyde or Current, 
if not both, drew us ſo nigh to Uſhents point in Britany ( Armorica of 01d but now 
Brittain- Britanant) as we were not a little endan - But in that diſtreſs we 
likewiſe ſought the Lord : who as He is the bope of-all the Ends of the Earth, was 
ſedro appeaſe the noiſe of the Sea and rhe Waves thereof, Pſalm 65. and in few 

more gave us the comfortable fight of our own Country ;not unlike that long
